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A STATISTICAL STUDY OF 
SHELLAC. 


The statistical position of shellac is 
regarded as one of unusual significance 
in the local trade upon the probable 
shaping of the market over one of its 
most critical stages, and the latest 
addition to the tangible data, advices 
of the shipments from Calcutta during 
the first half of June, is calculated to 
invest this phase of the situation with 
all the more reasonable determining 
effect. The exports for the period 
amounted to the relatively small total 
of 11,400 hundredweight, representing 
shipments of 8,000 hundredweight to 
this country and 3,400 hundredweight 
to the United Kingdom. The featur- 
ing peint in the current record is the 
manifestation of the continued impair- 
ment of Continental resources, none 
of the first half of June clearances 
from the primary quarter. being 
credited for Continental account. It is 
in the comparison of shipments to 
the Continent for the last seven and 
one-half months, November marking 
the opening of the shellac year, that 
the seeming limitation upon supplies 
in that quarter is most forcibly evi- 
denced. Over this period there have 
been forwarded to the Continent but 


65,100 hundredweight, as against 
105,400 hundredweight covering the 
same interval previously, while the 


average of seven and one-half months’ 
shipments for the three former periods 
has been 91,100 hundredweight. It is 
largely through the financial crippling 
of Germany, inforced by the general 
political and commercial unrest of Eu- 
rope, that has brought the current 
record of shellac shipments to such a 
marked disparagement, and upon this 
restriction of Continental supplies over 
the next few months the general mar- 
ket, according to the prevailing 
theories, holds one of its most re- 
sourceful assets. The presumption ap- 
pears to be that despite the financial 
stringency on the Continent, the con- 
sumption of shellac will be kept up to 
fairly normal proportions. 

Shipments of shellac from Calcutta 
to this country have also been on @ 
smaller scale since last October, the 
aggregate for the seven and one-half 
months’ period reaching 120,500 hun- 
dredweight, as compared with 132,700 
hundredweight for the corresponding 
interval a year ago and 140,700 hun- 
dredweight as the average for the 
same time during the last three years. 
While the United Kingdom is credited 
with a slight gain in the current total 
by 49,900, against 48,200 hundredweight

formerly, the season’s record falls ma- 
terially below the former three years’ 
average, 64,400 packages. It is in the 
record of shipment to all quarters that 
the figures appear to reflect their most 


impressive’ effect. These are sum-

As the world’s average consumption 
of shellac is placed at about 25,000 
packages a month, or approximately 
36,600 hundredweight, the total re- 
quirements on a seven and one-half 
month basis would under normal con- 
ditions reach 274,500 hundredweight, 
for which the shipments covering the 
current season period would seem to 
be insufficient. 

Working in harmony with the rela- 
tively small exports so far this sea- 
son as a bullish argument have been 
the reports of a material shrinkage in 
the bysackie crop, the principal out- 
turn of the year, from which the or- 
dinary orange marks are made, Crop 
advices from such a remote quarter 
as the interior of India are in the usual 
trade practice accepted as of more or 
less colorable effect, but so persistent 
has been the news of this shrinkage 
in sticklac production that some meas- 
ure of credence may be reasonably at- 
tached to the reports. The shortage has 
been estimated from twenty-five to 
forty per cent., which might signify 
not much in excess of 100,000 packages, 
as the actual extent of production, 
or about four months’ wor'd consump- 
tion. However short this crop may 
prove, there seems to be little doubt 
as to its lateness. Calcutta has been 
reported as having reduced its old 
stocks to a degree whereby more than 
the usual dependance has been placed 
upon new supplies, and the small ex- 
tent of arrivals from the manufactur- 
ing districts has been a factor for 
the buoyant course of the primary mar- 
ket during the last few weeks. The 
reduction in supplies in India, the 
Continent of Europe and possibly in 
this country, leaves the United King- 
dom as the reckonable source of sup- 
ply over the next few months. As a 
basis of prospective supply London 
looms up with apparently towering ef- 
fect. For the last year or more the 
holdings in that quarter have hovered 
around the 100,000-case mark, and it is 
only within the last couple of months 
that anything like a consistent lower- 
ing of stocks has been evidenced. Prob- 
ably the greatest inroad was made dur- 
ing May to the extent of 2,822 pack- 
ages, and London operators who have 
been inclined to take a more hopeful 
view of the situation, are pinning their 
faith to a more marked reduction to 
help compensate for the restriction 
upon Continental buying and possibly 
to satisfy some of the more urgent re- 
quirements in the local quarter. With 
the entry upon the blocky shipment 
season by July, there will necessarily 
be a serious curtailment in primary 
operations until November, by which 
time the first goods to reach their des- 
tination in reasonably free condition 
can be depended upon. This means 
that no arrivals of consequence can be 
counted upon here until after the turn 
of the year, and it is a fine question as 
to how well dealers are covered to 
bridge this interval, Much will depend 
upon the volume of fall business. If 
this reaches anything approaching nor- 
mal lines the spot market may feel the 
pinch of shortage of free goods. It has 





been a disappointing development that 
arrivals here within the last few weeks 
have run unusually out of condition, 
although shipped during what has gen- 
erally been regarded as a free period. 
Some of the lots are described as being 
unavailable for the market in the con- 
dition in which they were received, 
and will find their outlet in the form 
of bleached stock. 

An advance of about thirty per cent. 
in TN, the basic mark, from 16% to 
21 cents in bags, is the measure of the 
jocal improvement so far this year. 
Whether the recent upward trend of 
the market is the beginning of a peri- 
odical adjustment of the economical 
conditions is a question of interesting 
consideration. A review of the last 
twenty-five years shows a more or less 
regularity in the swing of the market 
pendulum. From 1888 to 1894 there was 
a steady advance, which for the next 
six years was counteracted. Over the 
period from 1900 to 1905 there was a re- 
action from the low level, while the 
next pronounced movement, from 1907 
to 1912. carried the market to another 
low epoch, Thus periods of depression 
have marked intervals of about twelve 
years, while the more encouraging 
stages were reached during interims of 
about ten years. The climactic periods 
have been attained after the market 
has followed a fairly steady course 
over five or six years, 





REACTION IN EXPORT NAPHTHA 
MARKET. 


A surprising development of the 
week in the petroleum market was 
the announcement of a half a cent de- 
cline in the export naphtha schedule 
on Thursday, affecting all varieties of 
the products but exempting ten-gallon 
drum packages. The change bears all 
the greater significance, as it marks 
the first setback in export values for 
more than two years, and comes at a 
time when general conditions were be- 
lieved to reflect one of the best stages 
of the market. There had been no va- 
riation in the export figures since 
March 17, when a general advance of 
one-half cent became effective, follow- 
ing one of equal extent, operative on 
January 7. In the leading refining 
quarters’ here there was little of an 
apparently convincing character offered 
to account for the reaction, but the 
most comprehensive basis upon which 
the decline can be justified would 
seem to be the official record of ship- 
ments for May, in which a loss is 
shown on the comparisons with the 
previous month and May of last year, 
both in the local exports and the coun- 
try’s aggregate. During the current 
May the movement from New York 
comprised 9,503,471 gallons, as against 
10,829,136 gallons for April, and 18,102,- 
228 gallons for May, 1912, while totals 
from all ports amounted to 17,988,532 
gallons for last month, 21,750,906 gal- 
lons for April, and 23,409,622 gallons for 
May, 1912. New York also is discred- 
ited by the comparison of exports dur- 
ing the first five months of this year 
with those for the corresponding period 
previously, by 40,720,280, as against 
46,607,495 gallons, but the general sum- 
maries for the country covering the 
same intervals appear to the advantage 
of the current period by 73,680,907, as 
against 63,705,411 gallons. 

The agitation for a substitute for 
gasoline in internal combustion en- 
gines has been keenly fostered at the 
sharp appreciation in values during the 
last couple of years. In this country 
we seem to have made little progress 
toward the replacing of this costly 
fuel, although lower grade products 
are believed to be used to an increasing 
extent. Casing-head gasoline may be 
more of a factor within the local radii 
of production, but in this market it 
seems to play a negligible part. Adapt- 
ing the system of carburetion more to

the service of heavier fuels is a more 
hopeful means of cheapening motor 
fuel. On the western coast Dutch 
East Indian gasoline is findng an out- 
let on a scale that promises to pro- 
voke the sharpest trade rivalry. With- 
in the last week there has been re- 
ported the arrival at San Francisco of 
a cargo of 3,000,000 gallons of Sumatra 
gasoline, described as of the best 
paraffine base, and sold at 16%c. per 
gallon. London automobile and similar 
organizations have been active in 
stimulating the cause of gasoline sub- 
stitution. What is known as benzole, 
a coal-gas product, has been heralded as 
encroaching upon the field of gasoline 
consumption, although its sales are ad- 
mitted to be as yet infinitesimal as 
compared with those of gasoline. As a 
result of a persistent campaign to push 
the new product, 200 London supply 
houses are said to have been induced 
to carry it in stock, and our London 
correspondent in his current market re- 
port gives other significant details of 


the movement. 





FOOD AND DRUG ACT UNI- 
FORMITY. 


Dr. Alsberg, since his incumbency 
to the office of chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture, has probably voiced no 
more emphatic recognition of the need 
of effective pure food and drug en- 
forcement than in his address before 
the Association of American Food, 
Dairy and Drug officials, comprising 
the Association of State and National 
Food and Dairy Departments, at Mo- 
bile, Ala., last week. While declaring 
that more vigorous proceedings than 
ever were being taken against viola- 
tors of the national law, with results 
of far-reaching precedents, Dr. Alsberg 
believed that no matter how efficient 
or successful the work of his depart- 
ment might be, it would fail in its 
larger purpose, under the restriction 
of Federal authority to food and drugs 
entering interstate commerce, unless 
some means of effectual intercourse 
between the national and State de- 
partments could be established, afford- 
ing the latter the advantages of ap- 
plying within their own jurisdictions 
such discoveries as were incidental to 
the operations of the Federal act, but 
barred from its authority by reason of 
intrastate limitation. 

While admitting that his appeal for 
ideal food and drug procedure for the 
whole country might seem to savor of 
the Utopian, Dr. Alsberg found oc- 
casion to bring to his cause sugges- 
tions of apparently practical signifi- 
cance, urging the more effective col- 
laboration between Federal and State 
officials by more frequent conferences 
to be held in Washington at regular 
intervals. There should be no difficulty, 
he pointed out, for the country and 
various States to agree on a set of re- 
quirements stringent enough to as- 
sure food and drug purity, operating 
with fairness to the producers and be* 
ing flexible enough for the peculiar 
conditions in different geographical sec- 
tions. Relief from the present con- 
flict of State laws among themselves 
as well as in their relation to the na- 
tional act did not necessarily mean the 
adoption of identical statutes by each 
State. It would be enough if the laws 
could be made fully intersustaining 
and free from contradictor} provision. 
Such a degree of uniformity, Dr. Als- 
berg declared, would be the means of 
relieving the several States from du- 
plication of costly analyses and if the 
same imposition of restrictions could 
be made under the Federal and State 
acts, the proceedings of the former in 
interstate commerce might well save 
the State departments the very costly 
duplication of legal procedure in ter- 
ritories where Federal seizure had been 





made and penalty secured by enforce- 
ment of the national statute. 

Among the other advantages urged 
as of reasonable realization under a 
fhore harmonious Federal and State 
enforcement were the unification of 
standards for measuring qualities and 


the establishment of a nationally ac- 
cepted system of terms and gradings, 
thus leading to uniformity in the re- 
ports issued by various food labora- 
tories. At the same time, Dr. Als- 
berg decried the determination of 


standards in certain cases where the 
exact results of chemical analysis were 
made the entire basis of those stand- 
ards, as such a chemical measure of 
standard in the hands of an unscrup~- 
ulous manufacture would prove a 
ready formula for sophistication. The 


true purport of the standards and 
systems urged for adoption lay in the 
assurance of full natural value and 


flavor and the discouragement of the 
counterfeiting or the synthetic prep- 
aration of the products. 

In his address Dr. Alsberg 
precated the general misconception as 
to the helplessness of the Federal food 
and drugs act in dealing with cases 
which were wholly within the scope of 
State authority, but with similar leg- 
islation enacted by the State for its 
own territory the Federal regulations 
could be made operative and the same 
rules of legal procedure enforced. 

It is not alone in rearing greater 
safeguards for the protection of the 
consuming interests that the advan- 
tages of a closer relationship be- 
tween the national and State food and 
drug laws appeal, but the effect of 
such practical uniformity would be of 
incalculable benefit to the manufac- 
turing interests. A producer whose 
goods entered freely into interstate 
commerce frequently finds himself 
confronted with the necessity of pre- 
paring his product differently for ship- 
ment into each of the several States 
as well as for sale in his home State. 
The vexatious effect of these varying 
regulations has been recognized at the 
recent conventions of the Flavoring 
extract Manufacturers’ Association 
and the National Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association. The extract manufac- 
turers found themselves particularly 
burdened over the question of meeting 
the widely varying regulations as to 
coloring matter. At the grocers’ con- 
vention the urgency of promoting food 
legislation along more uniform lines 
was recognized by the organization of 
a national food conference for the pur- 
pose of centralizing the efforts of the 
leading food trade associations to this 
end. 

Dr. Alsberg’s address, which is pub- 
lished elsewhere in this issue, is, we 
believe, worthy of the serious consid- 
eration of our trades as embodying 
suggestions which are calculated to 
effect an appreciable raising of the 
standard of the country’s pure food 
and drug enforcement. Co-operation 
is clearly the most appealing keynote 
by which the most beneficial results 
are to be attained, and where the ad- 
vantages appear to flow both to the 
consuming and manufacturing inter- 
ests, there would seem to be no harbor 
for the lodging of any discordant ele- 
ment, unless inspired by sinister mo- 
tives.

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Potash Trade for 1912. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 20, 1913. 

In an elaborate review which Consul- 
General Thackara, at Berlin, makes of 
the industrial conditions in Germany dur- 
ing the past year considerable attention 
is given to the conditions under the new 
potash mining law of that country, and 
also a statistical account of the shipments 
of the various kinds of potash during the 
year compared with 1911, 

In this report, while Mr. Thackara says 
that the new potash law in Germany has 
not met with the success that was anti- 
cipated, he also remarks that notwith- 
standing overproduction in the German 
mines during the last year a more fa- 
vorable financial showing was made in 
the potash industry than during the pre- 
vious year. His comments on this branch 
of the subject are as follows:— 


AS- 


The new law which was enacted to better 
the conditions of the German potash indus- 
try, and which caused bitter complaints from 
American manufacturers of fertilizer, does 
not appear to have met with the success 
that was anticipated. The amount of potash 
mined has increased, and a number of new 


companies have started or are about to 
start, which will still further increase the 
output. The number of potash mines had 


become so large that a readjustment of the 
quotas became necessary. On December 1, 
1912, a new list was published which con- 
tained no less than 115 syndicate mines, an 
increase from 94 existing mines on January 
1, 1912. In addition, there were about 80 
new undertakings started during 1912, in 
which 86 shafts have been, or are to be, 
sunk. Besides, 22 of the syndicate mines 
constructed 25 new shafts, making in all 
111 new shafts. Notwithstanding the over- 
production of the German potash mines in 
1912, a more favorable financial showing 
was made in the potash industry than dur- 
ing the previous year. 

The total German and foreign consump- 
tion of muriate of potash during the past 
year is given in this report as 471,435 tons; 
of kainit and sylvinit, 3,251,003 tons. The 
total production of all kinds of potash and 
other fertilizer products is given at 4,736,- 
1% tons. Of the total shipments from 
Germany of these various fertilizer ma- 
terials, aggregating 1,720,873 tons, there 


was sent to the United States 890,610 tons; 
of this quantity the United States took 
of muriate of potash 190,775 tons, and of 
raw potash salts 461,279 tons,

from participation in the tariff. The 
commission investigated the matter 
and decided that the rate was unrea- 
sonably low and, under date of June 
17, instructed the carriers that a rate 
of 22% cents would be reasonable. The 
route, however, must be kept open to 
Minneapolis mills, and a higher rate 
than this cannot be charged. Since 
this rate is higher than via the At- 
lantic seaboard, it is reasonable to as- 
sume that new bookings via the Gulf 
ports will be light from now on. 


The Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Association of Baltimore last week 
filled with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission at Washington a com- 
plaint against the Pennsylvania, the 
New York, Philadelphia and Norfolk 
and the Cape Charles railroads, charg- 
ing gross discrimination against Bal- 
timore in the matter of freight rates 
cn fertilizers. The complaint sets 
forth that the published rate on 
earload fertilizers from Baltimore to 
Cape Charles and points on the New 
York, Philadelphia and Norfolk Rail- 
road is $1.55 per ton and 12% cents per 
100 pounds. For less than carload 
lots the rate is $2.50 per net ton. In 
spite of these rates the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association charges 
that the three railroads named, by a 
combination of purely local rates, 
exact an aggregate of $3.20 a ton for 
carload shipments of fertilizers from 
Baltimore to Cape Charles and $5.75 
per ton for less than carload lots. 
This combination, it is alleged, makes 
it almost impossible for the Baltimore 
fertilizer manufacturers to compete 
with those of Philadelphia, who ship 
on through rates. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission is asked to is- 
sue an order compelling an equiliza- 
tion of rates.

Frank H. Wyeth, formerly vice-presi- 
dent of John Wyeth & Brother, Inc., 
manufacturing chemists, of Philadelphia, 


and identified with that industry for half 
a century, died on June 12 at his home in 
that city. He was seventy-six years of 
age. Death was due to heart disease, 
although Mr, Wyeth had been in failing 
health for some time, 


When a young man, Frank H. Wyeth 
with his brother, the late John Wyeth, 
started in the retail drug business at 
Kighth and Walnut streets, Philadelphia. 
They early became interested in the 
manufacture of: elixirs, and this rapidly 
became a feature of their business. Later 
John Wyeth & Brother, under which 
hame they conducted the business, moved 
to larger quarters on Walnut street, just 
west of Broad street, Philadelphia. Their 
manufacturing business was greatly stim- 
ulated by this move and continued to 
grow until their building at the new loca- 
tion was destroyed by fire in 1889, 

The brothers then relinquished the re- 
tail business, giving up the old location 
on Walnut street, and establishing their 





manufacturing business at the present 
location, Eleventh street and Washington 
avenue, that city. When the businéss 
was incorporated, Frank H. Wyeth be- 
came its vice-president and had direct 
charge of the manufacturing. John 
Wyeth was the president. Five years 


ago, the former relinquished active busi- 
ness life and was succeeded by his son, 
Maxwell Wyeth, now the vice-president 
of the corporation, of which his cousin, 
Stuart Wyeth, the son of John Wyeth, is 
president, 


Mr. Wyeth was a member of the 
Pennsylvania Historical Society, the 
Union League, the Art Club and the 


Philadelphia Country Club. Last year 
Mr. and Mrs. Wyeth celebrated the fif- 
tieth anniversary of their wedding. Mr. 
Wyeth is survived by his widow, one son 
and two grandchildren. The funeral took 
place on Monday last in Holy Trinity 
Church, in Philadelphia, and was attend- 
ed by many friends and business asso- 
ciates of the deceased. 





William Chapman Lusk, 


William Chapman Lusk died Saturday, 
June 14, in a private sanitarium in Brook- 


yn. 

Mr. Lusk was born in Brooklyn on 
November 2, 1845. He began his career as 
a market reporter in the drug and chem- 
ical field in 1877, and for several years 
was a member of the staff of the New 
York Commercial, with which he was 
connected at the time of his death. 

Mr. Lusk was popular with the trade 
and enjoyed the confidence of the heads 
of many of the importing, manufactur- 
ing and wholesale concerns of the indus- 
try.

Dr. Alsberg Urges Uniformity of 
Federal and State Food and 


Drug Laws. 


At the meeting of the Association of 
American Food, Dairy and Drug Officials, 
representing the Association of State and 
National Food and Dairy Departments, 
at Mobile, Ala., last Thursday, Dr. Carl 
L. Alsberg, chief of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, spoke on the urgency of co-oper- 
ation between Federal and State food 
and drug departments, with a view of 
establishing a more effectual means of en- 
forcement of the various laws. He made 
a strong appeal for uniformity along 
practical lines of the Federal and State 
statutes which would assure a greater 
measure of protection against adulter- 
ated, misbranded and putrid foods, at 
the same time relieving manufacturers of 
the troubles in preparing their products 
in a different manner for shipment into 
each of the various States as well as for 
sale in their home States. Dr. Alsberg’s 
address follows:— 


If I were called upon to sum up the present 
policy of the Department of Agriculture in the 
administration of the food and drug laws I 
should define it as being constructive co-opera- 
tion and practical collaboration with all 
agencies interested in securing for the people 
a larger supply of better and purer foods and 
drugs. Under this policy we are proceeding 
more vigorously than ever against the vio- 
lators of the law, and are pushing many im- 
portant cases which will establish far-reach- 
ing precedents. To co-operate effectively with 
the States and the people at large we realize 
that we must make our own work highly ef- 
ficient, but we also realize that no matter how 
efficient or how successful our discoveries may 
be we must fail in our larger purpose unless 
we make these discoveries common practical 
knowledge and encourage the people of the sev- 
eral States to apply them profitably in their 
own pursuits and home life. While we have 
funds and facilities for pursuing researches 
and for the betterment of foods, our power to 


compel the adoption of our regulations is lim- 
ited wholly to foods and drugs entering inter- 
state commerce. Until an article begins to 
take a ride across a State line or has crossed 
such a line, as you well know, the Department 
of Agriculture cannot interfere with it, no 
matter how bad it may be. 

As long as food remains at home the De- 
partment of Agriculture is powerless to en- 
force its regulations directly, and the only way 
in which its regulations can be made opera- 
tive in such cases is where the State enacts 
similar legislation fcr its own territory or uses 
the rules of the department as its legal pro- 
cedure, Here is a great point where the 
States and the Departmnt of Agriculture can 
establish collaboration. In return the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is anxious to collaborate 
with the States by preventing the sale of im- 
proper foods once they have passed a State 
line and are out of the jurisdiction of the 


State in which they were prepared. Certainly, 
as the very interesting report of the Com- 
mittee on Collaboration recommends, there 


should be a far more active interchange of in- 
formation between Federal and State officials, 
especially where one or the other discovers 
evils out of its own province but within the 
legal power of the other to remedy. We stand 
ready to do all that we can, and heartily in- 
vite suggestions as to how we can increase our 
collaboration and make our efforts more effec- 
tive from the State’s point of view. I would 
suggest that more frequent conferences be 
held in Washington at regular intervals be- 
tween, or, rather, among, the State and Fed- 
eral food departments. 


NEED OF UNIFORM STATE AND FED 
ERAL LAWS. 


That fully effective State and Federal co- 
operation makeg necessary a marked degree 
of uniformity in food and drugs laws in all 
the States I need scarcely point out. You, too, 
doubtless have seen many instances where the 
incongruities of conflicting State statutes in 
several neighboring States have seriously im- 
peded manufacturing interests of these States. 
Add to these several differing State statutes 
the Federal restriction in interstate commerce 
and we find the manufacturer frequently under 
the necessity of preparing his product different- 
ly for shipment into each of the several States 
and for sale in his own home State. 

It certainly would seem possible for the 
States and the United States to agree on @ set 
of requirements that would be stringent enough 
to secure pure food and drugs and yet entirely 
just to the producers and flexible enough for 
the peculiar conditions in different geographical 
sections. This does not necessarily mean that 
each State must adopt identical statutes, as 
many States will probably need additional 
regulations covering peculiar products. But at 
least these States could be fully intersustaining 
and free from contradictory provisidn. One 
result of such uniformity would be to relieve 
the several States from duplication of costly 
analyses; and if the Federal laws could impose 
the same restrictions as the States its proceed- 
ings in interstate commerce might well save the 
State departments the very costly duplication 
of legal procedure in territories where Federal 
seizure had been made and penalty secured 
by enforcement of the Federal law. I realize 
that in this I am talking just a bit millenni- 
ally, but it will do us no harm to give thought 
to the establishment of an ‘deal food procedure 
for the entire United States. 


ADVANTAGES OF UNIFORM STANDARDS. 


Uniformity necessitates also a certain agree- 
ment among, the States as to standards for 
measuring food qualities, which at present does 
not exist. In the case of certain products for 
which some States have established standards 
considerable confusion results from the lack 
of uniformity and language in the standard 
definitions in the different sections, Uniform 
standards which would establish a definite 
measure for foods would be most convenient to 
all engaged in pure food work. For one thing, 
they would tend to establish a nationally ac- 
cepted system of terms and gradings, and thus 
lead to uniformity of the reports issued by va- 
rious food laboratories. At the same time, I 
am fully aware of the danger that the States 
would run in going too far in the matter of 
defining standards and in attempting to fix 
absolute standards for every food. I would be 
very sorry in certain cases to see any stand- 
ards determined where the exact results of 
chemical analysis were made the entire basis 
of those standards. In these cases such chem- 
ical measure of standard, in the hands of an 
unscrupulous manufacturer, would simply sup- 
ply him with a ready formula for gsophistica- 
tion. Standards must insure full natural food 
value and natural flavor, and not encourage 
the counterfeiting of the synthetic preparation 
of imitation foods. 

STATES URGED TO WORK FOR BETTER 
FEDERAL FOOD LAWS. 


You are fully aware of the fact chat the 
present Food and Drugs Act not only does not 
give the Department of Agriculture power to 
act in many vitally important matters, but 
also actually prohibits its intervention in 
many things that call aloud for immediate rem- 
edy. You know, but the public does not know, 
that an adulterated or misbranded or putrid 
food product has to start to cross a State line 
before we can interfere with it, seize it or 
stop its sale to the housewife. Fortunately, 
you of the State departments have the power 
where your own food laws are effective to stop 
the sale of such foods within your own borders. 
The people at large, however, do not under- 
stand these limitations, nor do they realize that 
we frequently are even more disgusted than 
they at our inability to do things that we are 
more than anxious, but helpless legally, to un- 
dertake Take the mere matter of the words 
on the label, ‘‘Guaranteed under the Food and 
Drugs Act.’’ These still mean to many people 
that the Bureau of Chemistry has analyzed 
the product and declared it to be good, and 
this belief undoubtedly leads many people to 
buy defective foods under misplaced confidence. 
Nor is this belief limited wholly to the ig- 
norant. Within a few weeks three professors 
in medical schools have written in to know 
what we meant by guaranteeing this or that 
product which they have found to be defective. 

Again, as you know, but the public does not 
know, we simply assign a serial number, and 
that means that through that number we can 
instantly trace any product so numbered back 
to the legal name and legal address of its 
maker filed with us. This enables us to begin 
action without the trouble of searching for an 
unknown manufacturer. The word ‘‘guaran- 
teed’? under the Food and Drugs Act in no 
sense means that we necessarily have ever 
seen, to say nothing of having analyzed that 
particular product. The manufacturers put 
“guaranteed”’ on Cele packages with the idea 

eting the jobber or re b 

‘i ain are found to be in violation of 
the Food and Drugs Act the guarantee legend 
makes it possible to prosecute the manufac- 
turer, if he is a guarantor, but to the public 
it means scarcely more than when a merchant 
guarantees a hat in a store. The hat guaranty 
simply enables the purchaser to invoke civil 
procedure to recover his money if the article is 
not as represented. The guaranty provided by 
the Food and Drugs Act has no more effect as 
to the quality of the article guaranteed than 
the guaranty of the hat manufacturer or any 

7 erchant,. 
ee of a preparation capable of produc- 
ing abortion had the assurance to put Guar- 
anteed under the Food and Drugs Act” on the 
label of his pernicious product. The prepara- 
tion was not misbranded because it might do

what the maker said it would do. You can 
appreciate our feeling of disgust after we had 
seized some of the stuff in interstate commerce 
to find that we could not prosecute the maker. 
Our one hope was to punish him through the 
Postoffice Department for shipping the stuff in 
the mails and violating a postal * . 

The Food and Drugs Act does not afford a 
cure for all the evils affecting interstate com- 
merce in foods and drugs. Much good has been 
accomplished by it, and we shall leave no 
stone unturned in giving full force and effect 
to all its provisions, It is for the Congress to 
determine whether the scope of the law shall 
be extended, As abuses are discovered, which 
the present law does not reach, we can be of 
service in bringing them to the attention of 
the Congress and pointing out the need for 
new legislation. In this, ag well as in the en- 
forcement of the existing law, you can be of 
great service by sending, and the Secretary of 
9griculture, who is in full sympathy with the 
enforcement of the law, especially invites you 
to send, to the department information which 
you discover of frauds in foods and drugs 
which cannot be reached either under your 
State laws or your Federal laws, 





Midwest Oil Company Wins Test 
Suit. 
The Midwest Oil Company has been de- 
clared by Judge Riner, of the United 
States District Court, of Wyoming, in a 


decision handed down on June 16, to have 
a clear title to $30,000,000 worth of land in 
the Salt Creek oil field. The title was at- 
tacked by the government in order to 
test the validity of right of the company 
to hold the land. A test suit was filed 
several months ago by the government 
declaring that the oil company was tres- 
passing on government property. The 
government demanded that the company 
surrender a 160-acre tract which was part 
of a vast tract in Salt Creek Valley which 
was withdrawn from entry by Secretary 
of Interior Garfield. Subsequent to this 
action President Taft withdrew land from 
entry by proclamation and later Congress 
passed an act authorizing the present and 
Secretary of the Interior to make with- 
drawal. In the meantime the company 
was developing its holdings, 

Judge Riner held that actions of Presi- 
dent Taft and Secretary Garfield were 
illegal regardless of Congressional ap- 
proval, because Midwest Company had 
located its claims in good faith. While 
the government sought to recover only 
4,000 acres of land in this suit the issues 
involved covered thousands of acres of 
other California and Wyoming lands with- 
drawn by President Taft’s order of 1909, 
which was designed to conserve the coun- 
try'’s oil resources. 

it is believed that Attorney-General Mc- 
Reynolds will appeal from Judge Riner’s 
decision dismissing the government oil 
land test suit. A similar test case is 
pending in Los Angeles, 





Additional Damage Claims Against 
Alleged German Dye Combination. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, June 19, 1913. 
Seven additional statements of claims 
were filed in the United States District 
Court of Philadelphia last week against 


the alleged combination of German dye 
manufacturers accused of combining ille- 
gally to control that branch of the textile 
industry in this country, and thereby vio- 
lating the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
damages, it is claimed, aggregate $225,000, 
and the allegations are the same as those 
made in the suits brought recently by the 
Dobsons and other textile manufacturing 
concerns,

sued for, all of which may be trebled un- 
der the provisions of the Sherman law, 
are as follows:—

Increased Transportation Rates on 
Fertilizers Unreasonable. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 20, 1913. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has decided that rates proposed by the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 


on the transportation of fertilizer in car- 
loads from Wadesboro, N, C., to various 
stations in South Carolina are unreason- 
able and that the rates formerly in effect 
must stand for the future. 

This case was brought by the Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical Company to have set 
aside as unreasonable rates put into effect 
by the Atlantic Coast Line road on fer- 
tilizer, per ton of 2,000 pounds, shipped 
from Wadesboro, the incre.ses ranging 
approximately at 20 cents a ton advance 
over former rates. In announcing an 
order to the effect that the former rates 
must be re-established, the commission 
says:— 


As the advances in question were made 
after January 1, 1910, the burden of proof 
to show that the increased rates are just 
and reasonable rests with the defendant. 
Upon the facts of record we are not con- 
vinced that the defendant has successfully 
borne that burden, and we therefore find 
that the rates complained of are unjust and 
unreasonable to the extent that they exceed 
the rates that were in effect prior to Feb- 
ruary 26, 1912, which prior rates will be 
prescribed as maxima for the future. Rep- 
aration will be awarded on past shipments 
within the period of limitation on basis of 
the former rates, upon satisfactory proof 
showing the amounts due, and the case will 
be held open for that purpose.

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Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., June 18, 1915. 

Extremely hot weather and lack of 
moisture created very bullish sentiment 
in flaxseed in the Northwest last 
Speculators and shorts became excitt d be 
cause of the possible effect of the weather 
on the conging crop. The result wae 
steady buying of the futures in a 
erately heavy day. The months 
advanced sharply, and while the July 
sponded in sympathy, it did not kecp pace 
with the futures. The spread between the 
current and the widened 
perceptibly. The naturally 
brought out heavy from 
tne country. This check the 
advance somewhat trade 
reported for the week was very much 
larger than for some time past. Rains 
late in the week caused a slight reaction, 
but the market is still in a condition 
where it is easily influenced. 

At Minneapolis crushers are s¢ 
skeptical as to the legitimacy of the ad- 
vanee and they refuse to be stampeded 
into buying beyond actual requirements. 
Consequently the cash market here has 
not reflected to any extent the active 
trading in the futures at Duluth. Spot 
prices here have fluctuated with the July 
option. As a rule, buyers are unwilling to 
pay more than l@ligc. under July for seed 
on track. At times as high as July has 
peen paid, but in such cases it was 
usually warranted by the quality of the 
seed bought. : 
{t is not unusual to see cars coming in 
here for sale that are finally reconsigned 
to Duluth. Where this happens, it is be- 
cause the cars take favorable transit 
rates and can be passed on to Duluth and 
worked there to advantage because of the 
higher prices ruling in the latter market. 

There is no snap to the demand here. 
Locat mills have enough seed on hand 
to carry them for some time to come, 
and, with linseed oil and by-products 
quiet, there is no incentive to them to 
proceed other than cautiously. Stocks in 
store are steadily decreasing. They show 
a loss for the week of almost 43,000 bush- 
els. 

Minneapolis for the week ended June 
14 received 128,520 bushels of flaxseed, com- 
pared with 116,000 in the preceding week, 
and an even 100,000 bushels last year. 
Shipments were 22,080 bushels, against 
25,750 an 1912. . 

Duluth in the same week received 116,- 
665 bushels domestic seed and 1,820 Can- 
adian, compared with 36,210 bushels do- 
mestic and 9,245 Canadian last year. Ship- 
ments were 80,010 bushels all domestic, 
compared with 3,590 domestic and 3,405 
Canadian last year. With smaller ship- 
ments, Duluth stock for the week in- 
creased about 38,000 bushels, 

Crop conditions in the Northwest 
rather critical at the time and are 
ing their influence on the market. 
ing of flax has been interrupted » 
what by the hot weather and absence of 
moisture in the soil, especially in the 
Western portion of North Dakota, where 
the big acreage, on account of new break- 
ing, should naturally be looked for. It 
is practically a waste of time and seed 
to attempt to sow flax on old ground un- 
less there is an abundance of moisture. 

General rains have fallen in the last 
two or three days, but there is still need 
for plenty more.

LINSEED OIL 

Trading at present is light but season- 
able. A majority of the consumers are 
taking a little right along to tide them 
over for the time being, but with the ex- 
ception of a few scattered cases, there is 
little being done for deferred shipment. 
\ few large consumers, however, who kee) 
closely posted on the condition of and 
prospects for the new crop, are in the 
market to some extent for new crop ship- 
ment oil, and it is said that some con- 
tracts have already been booked for oil 
for delivery clear through until next 
spring. Such purchases, however, are ex- 
ceptional. The trade as a whole is con- 
tent to proceed on a hand-to-mouth pol- 
icy, and orders placed are usually for 
quick delivery. Shipping directions on old 
bookings are fairly satisfactory, and or- 
on mills’ books are steadily decreas- 
ing. Business from now on should be 
rather good. The weather throughout the 
country is such as to encourage outside 
work, with the present comparatively low 
price of oil, it is believed that domestic 
stocks will be pretty well cleaned up be- 
fore another crop year rolls around. 

Raw linseed oil is somewhat higher in 
sympathy with the strength in raw mate- 
rial, and is quoted to-day at 42@43c. per 
gallon in barrels, car lots, f. 0. b. Minne- 
apolis, prompt shipment. Future ship- 
ment would be higher to cover interest 
and carrying charges between the period 
of sale and delivery time. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL 

Export inquiry is rather light. Eastern 
exporters are not willing to pay enough to 
interest Minneapolis mills and direct in- 
quiry from abroad is irregular. Conse- 
quently total sales for the week have been 
light. One or two of the local mills are 
out of the market, however, having dis- 
posed of their output for the remainder 
of this grop year in advance. Others, hav- 
ing cake to sell, find it slow and difficult 
to dispose of it to advantage.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Ill., June 19, 1913. 


In so far as the amount of business 
transacted in the flaxseed market at Chi- 
cago is concerned, there was no change 
during the week when compared with the 
previous like period. Local crushers, as 
well as those located at nearby poinis, 
again refused to enter this market with 
anything resembling a bid for this ar- 
ticle, and as a consequence no business 
was consummated. This has been the 
case now for some little time past, and 
present indications point to no great im- 
provement in the near future, although 
it is expected that the usual small lots 
handled at this point from time to time 
will continue to change hands through 
people interested in the sale of flaxseed at 
Chicago, 

The trade at Chicago possessed quite 
bullish ideas early in the week because of 
the advices coming from the Northwest 
which were mainly in the shape of price 
upturns in the principal markets in that 
section of the country. ‘These upturns 
gave way to weakness later in the week 
and people interested at Chicago imme- 
diately changed their views of the situa- 
tion, but refused to come forward with 
offers to dispose of any stock in their 
hands. On the other hand, however. the 
buying side continued to refuse to make 
inquiries for stock, and the situation, on 
the whole, was decidedly easy at the 
close of the period. The uncertainty ex- 
isting as to the area sown to flaxseed is 
proving a drawback to trading not only 
at Chicago, but advices from the North- 
west are to the effect that both buyers 
and sellers in that section are awaiting 
with interest the figures which are to be 
made public during the early part of July. 
Opinions as to whether the area sown to 
flaxseed in the Northwest differ greatly, 
and people interested here claim that it 
is a hard matter to make a reliable esti- 
mate at the moment, because it is diffi- 
cult to secure the decreases in area seeded 
in some sections, and also to ascertain the 
amount of the increase in others. The 
lower prices ruling for flaxseed of late 
lead many in the trade to believe that 
the area seeded in flax will be small, ad- 
vancing the opinion that farmers do not 
care to nurse a crop of flaxseed until 
harvest time and then sell it at a price 
as low as has to be accepted at the pres- 
ent time. Stocks in the Northwest con- 
tinue in excess of those held the corre- 
sponding time last year, and this fact is 
Sliven no little actention by local crushers 
and other users at this point. Canadian 
advices were also favorable to those de- 
siring lower levels, the principal factor of 
moment received from there being the 
large holdings at Fort William and Port 
Arthur. The stocks held at those points 
at the present time are said to be about 
eight times as large as at this time last 
year. Argentine advices, like those re- 
ceived from our own Northwest, suffered 
a change from strength early in the week, 
to weakness and lower prices toward the 
close of the period. There was a lighter 
movement of flaxseed from the latter 
country last week, but Indian shipments 
showed an increase over the preceding 
week, being reported at 533,000 bushels, 
compared with 405,000 bushels the previous 
period, They fell short of the correspond- 
ing time last year, when they were 653,000 
bushels. 

Chicago continues to receive some flax: 
seed, arrivals at this point during the 
week totaling 12,000 bushels, none of 
which, however, was offered by the re- 
ceivers for sale. The week's receipts 
showed an increase of 1,000 bushels over 
those of the preceding week, when they 
were 11,000 bushels, and they were larger 
than the corresponding time last year by 
8,500 bushels, totaling at that time only 
2,500 bushels. The first shipments of flax- 
seed from Chicago in several weeks was 
made during the period under review, but 
they were small at 1,000 bushels, compared 
with 1,200 bushels for a like time in 1912.

LINSEED OIL. 
Conditions surrounding the linseed oil 
situation at Chicago failed to reflect any 
material change during the week. There 
is only a small amount of business pass- 
ing in linseed oil at the present time, be- 
ing confined to the taking of a few small 
lots by users with work contracted for, 
and which will take only a small amount 
of linseed oil to carry it to completion. 
The prices quoted at Chicago during the 
week showed a gain of lc. per gallon for 
carload lots over those ruling during the 
previous week. The advance asked by 
holders at Chicago was established early 
in the week, and was induced by the 
strength noted in the flaxseed market at 
that time. Users appeared indifferent 
upon the addition asked by handlers and 
refused to become buyers in even a fair 
way when large lots were concerned. 
Holders, on the other hand, maintained a 
firm stand for several days, and as a 
consequence little business was trans- 
acted, They descended from their lofty 
ideas in a few instances where they were 
enabled to dispose of some of their hold- 
ings, shading prices enough to permit of 
them clearing the market of some of its 
surplus. The prices asked at the close of 
the week for large lots, however, showed 
no change despite the fact the lower bids 
would be accepted in most instances, and 
were 42c. for the raw and 43c. a gallon 
for the boiled description. Single barrel 
lots showed more relative strength than

Evidently sellers realize 
that consumption will not regain its 
former volume as long as linseed oil 
is low in price, and as certain trades 
are practically forced to use China 
wood oil they must pay whatever 
prices are asked; this, of course, is sub- 
ject to the fact that prices are prac- 
tically established in China and not on 
this side of the water. Complete re- 
views of the linseed oil and naval 
stores market will be found on pages 
21 and 24, respectively.

Manufacture of Barium Compounds 
in Germany. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, 1913. 


Referring to the manufacture of barium 
compounds in Germany, a report has been 
sent to the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce by Consul Thomas H. 
Norton, at Chemnitz. Mr. Norton has 
been engaged the greater part of the 
past year in investigating as a detailed 
special agent of the Commerce Depart- 
ment, into the chemical industry generally 
throughout Germany. He is now writing 
in regard to the manufacture of barium

compounds, and he gives an account of 
the methods of production according to 
a half dozen processes, all the details of 
which are of a highly technical nature. 
Generally on the subject, Mr. Norton 
says:— 

Until recently heavy spar—barium sulphate— 
served almost exclusively in Germany as raw 


material for the manufacture of barium oxide, 
barium hydrate, barium peroxide and the va- 
rious salts of barium The sulphate was re- 
duced by heating with coal in kilns to the 
form of the sulphide From the solutions of 
the latter barium carbonate was precipitated 
by the action of .carbon dioxide, This car 
bonate served as the starting point for the 
preparation of the chloride, the nitrate, the 
oxide, etc, 

It has now been found possib!e by the process 
of W Feld (German patent No. 149803, of 


1901) to reduce directly to natural barium car-

bonate (witherite) to the form of oxide by 
heating in retorts in the presence of a fuel 
free from hydrogen. The cheap witherite of 
England is now imported in considerable quan- 
tities into Germany to serve this purpose, The 
import amounts annually to about 450 metric 
tons, valued at $16.65 per ton. 

Several other methods have been patented in 
Germany, but it is not known to what extent 
they have been introduced as technical opera- 
tions. A. Frank patented in 1901 (German 
patent No. 135330) a process based upon the 
interaction between barium carbide and barium 
carbonate when mixed and heated, The reac- 
tion is 83BaCO,+BaC,=4Ba0+5CO, There is a 
vigorous evolution of gas’, and when this ceases 
the reaction is complete.

To Investigate Oklahoma Interstate 
Oil Prices. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, June 20, 1913. 
At the request of Senator Owen, of 
Oklahoma, the United States Senate has 
passed a resolution introduced by the 
Oklahoma Senator'to provide for the in- 
vestigation into the price of oil produced 
in Oklahoma and transported through pipe 
lines in interstate commerce. The resolu- 
tion, as it was adopted by the Senate, 
directs the Secretary of Commerce to 


‘“‘make a thorough investigation into the 
price of oil in Oklahoma transported by 
interstate pipe lines, and report to the 
Senate whether or not the price is arti- 
ficially fixed below the general market 
level in the United States, quality and 
transportation considered; and if so, by 
whom such prices are fixed and the meth- 
od by which, it is done.” 

As originally presented in the Senate, 
the resolution by Mr. Owen provided 
simply a direction to the Secretary of 
Commerce to investigata@ the price of oil 
in Oklahoma and report, etc. Objection 
was made by Senator Sutherland, of 
Utah, when the resolution was considered 
in the Senate on Wednesday that the Fed- 
eral Government would have no authority 
to investigate the price of oil in Okla- 
homa unless such oil is transported in 
interstate commerce. Following this sug- 
gestion a change was made in the re- 
solution to cover the price of oil trans- 
ported in interstate pipe lines, 

In the brief discussion in which Senator 
Owen indulged, explaining the purposes 
of the resolution, he made some comments 
upon the range of prices of oil in Okla- 
homa and other points in the country, and 
spoke of the distribution of Oklahoma oil 
through three interstate pipe lines. Mr. 
Owen said:— 

The State of Oklahoma has a large oil field 
and gas field, an extension of the great field 
discovered in Kansas, and which has since 
then extended to Texas, There are three pipe 
lines running from that field to the seacoast— 
one to the Gulf near Beaumont, one to New 
Orleans and one to Bayonne, N. J., by way of 
Whiting, Ind. The price of oil in Oklahoma 
has been as low as 32 cents a barrel and then 
40 cents a barrel. Recently it has increased. 
It is now selling approximately at 88 cents a 
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barrel, while oil of like quality is selling for al- 
most a dollar a barrel more in Pennsylvania. 
The transportation of pipe lines is very cheap. 
It is perfectly obvious that there is some mys- 
terious power fixing the price of that oil, re- 
gardless of the question of quality and the 
cost of transportation. It is of great interest 
to the people of the United States in dealing 
with this oil. It is an interstate commodity 
which is being shipped by these pipe lines 
across the State of Oklahoma, Texas and other 
States to the seaboard. It is of great impor- 
tance to the people who use oil to know why 
it is that this price is artificially fixed and by 
what method. 


In the course of the discussion of the 
subject, Senator Owen stated that it was 
his desire that the Secretary of Commerce 
shall report as to the wholesale prices 
that are paid in the Oklahoma field for 
crude oil.

Increased Production of Synthetic 


Indigo in Germany. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 20, 1913. 
teviewing the industrial conditions of 
Germany during the past year, Consul- 
General Thackera, writing from Berlin, 
comments upon the great progress made 
in that country in the production of syn- 
thetic indigo, and he also speaks of the 
general conditions produced by unfavor- 
able weather on the production of medic- 
inal raw materials.

Notwithstanding the disturbing factors In 
certain of the foreign markets in which Ger- 
many finds outlets for the sale of its chemical 
products, the year 1912 was one of unusual ac- 
tivity in the various branches of the German 
chemical industry. The industrial and com- 
mercial conditions were even more favorable 
than during the previous year. In the late 
autumn, however, on account of the Balkan 
troubles there was a slackening of the export 
trade and difficulties were experienced in col- 
lecting accounts in the countries affected by the 
war. 

On account of the foreign competition, es- 
pecially that of Austria, where the labor costs 
are smaller than in this country, there was a 
slight falling off in the prices of certain chem- 
ical products. The prices sor raw materials 
remained about the same as during the previous 
year, except that those for pyrites, coal and 
ores were considerably higher. The unfavor- 
able weather conditions of last summer affected 
the native crops of medicinal roots, leaves and 
seeds, in consequence of which there were in- 
creased imports of these raw materials, espe- 
cially from Russia, Hungary, the United States 
and Japan. 

Great progress has been made in Germany 
in the manufacture of synthetic indigo. While 
formerly the value of the annual imports of 
the natural product averaged $7,150,000, the 
exports of natural and artificial indigo from 
Germany in 1912 were 24,811 tons, valued at 
$10,755,000, Of the exports 13,044 tons were 
shipped to China. 

The favorable business year of the German 
chemical industry is reflected in the foreign 
trade, which reached record figures, and in 
the maintained and increased rates of divi- 
dends which most of the chemical firms de- 
clared during the past year.

New York Container Law Covers Goods 
Shipped from Other States. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Albany, N. Y., June 20, 1913. 
The so-called Brooks container law, 
enacted in 1912, and which went into ef- 
fect June 1 last, applies to commodities 
shipped from other States into New York 
State. Attorney-General Carmody has 
given an opinion to that effect to Dr. 
Fritz Reichmann, State superintendent 
of weights and measures, 


Mr. Carmody says the purpose of the 
law “is to prevent fraud and imposi- 
tion in the sale of commodities and is a 
matter of great importance to the peo- 
ple of the State. 

“It cannot be said,’’ continues Mr. Car- 
mody, “that the requirements of this 
statute that packages shall be marked 
so as to show their weight or size is 
unreasonable. Neither can such require- 
ments be said to be an interference with 
traffic between States. To guard its cit- 
izens against deception and fraud would 
seem to be clearly within the limits of 
the police power of the State. 

“T am unable to find that the require- 
ments of the statute under consideration 
are in conflict with the provisions of 
any Federal act. 

“[ am, therefore, of the opinion that 
any person in this State selling goods in 
containers must mark the same or make 
a representation of the quantity delivered, 
irrespective of whether they come from 
other States or not.” 

The Attorney-General in a_= second 
opinion holds that the Brooks law, so far 
as it provides that where a retailer sells 
from bulk, such sales, except of vege- 
tables, should be by standard weight, 
standard measure or numerical count, 
and so marked on a label or a tag at- 
tached thereto, is now in force and ef- 
fect. 





Higher Transportation Rates for Lin- 
seed Oil Cake. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, June 20, 1913. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
in a decision of proposed rates by rail- 
roads in the northwest for the transpor- 
tation of linseed oil cake, linseed oil meal, 
and flaxseed scre*nings in carloads from 
Minneapolis and St. Paul to Galveston 
and other Gulf ports, issues an order re- 
quiring that these carriers shall maintain 
rate not exceeding 22% cents per 100 
pounds on tiese products from the points 
mentioned to the Seaboard for export. 
lt appears from the statement of the 
case that the former existing rate of 
164% cents per 100 pounds on these prod- 
ucts from Minneapolis and St. Paul to 
Gulf ports was objected to and the car- 
riers attempted to Withdraw entirely from 
participation in the traffic on _ these 
products on account of the alleged low 
rate. The Commission, after the present 
investigation, concludes that the rate of 
1644 cents is an unreasonably low rate 
and requires the responding roads to keep 
the route open at u rate not exceeding 
22:6 cents. This rate corresponds with 
similar rate by way of New York, 
Portland and Boston, as well as the 
Quebee and St. John ports of Canada.

LINSEED OIL. 

Linseed oil prices have been unset- 
tled during this week, as the market 
is highly sensitive to new crop reports. 
At times sellers were quoting 46c. as 
a firm figure for carlots, but sales also 
went through at 45% and 45c. At the 
close of the week 45c. was offered by 
leading sellers, but this did not inter- 
est buyers to any extent, and trading 
was light at all times during the week. 
Some crushers are advising consumers 
to buy at present levels, but even 
though present reports seem to favor 
higher prices later on, there is no in- 
clination among buyers to take on 
stocks, and their belief in lower prices 
is still unshaken. Uncertainty re- 
garding tariff adjustments and belief 
in slow business generally is likewise 
a factor, as some large consumers feel 
it is not advisable to take on’ stocks 
now, even though prices should ad- 
vance later on. There is considerable 
competition for the business now in 
sight, and crushers appear to welcome 
a chance to get rid of stocks in their 


hands. Prices abroad are fairly 
steady, but European buying is of 
small proportions, which has a ten- 
dency to reduce shipments of seed 


to European crushers. Local crushers 
say they have had a good call for con- 
tract deliveries for the past two 
months, and as oil shipments from 
Minneapolis are above those of last 
year, it is apparent that total con- 
sumption this spring has been large 
even though new business has been 
consistently light. 

Seed prices have shown a slight net 
gain as the result of trading this week. 
There has been a freer buying of dis- 
tant options on the part of specula- 
tors, and this has added strength to 
quotations, This buying has been in- 
duced by reports of decreased flax acre- 
age this year here and in Canada, and 
it must be admitted that reports which 
are now coming to hand would bear 
out this assertion. In Canada it is 
reported that farmers have not up- 
turned as much new land as had been 
expected, and because of lower prices 
for flax, which have prevailed this 
year, there has been less inducement 
to plant flax again. The planting sea- 
son on this continent has been late, 
and while it will continue later than 
usual, the harvesting also will be later, 
and the new crop, at least partially, 
will not be as far advanced as ordi- 
narily to withstand early frosts, should 
they materialize. Present reports, how- 
ever, are not definite and cannot be 
relied upon as accurate forecasts of 
the new crop. The Argentine is ex- 
pected to sow a flax acreage equal to 
that of last year, which should result 
in another record crop there, and as 
Europe will be well loaded up from 
the large crop of this year, there will 
be many complications for the seed 


buyer to figure on regarding prices for 
the ensuring year. Shipments from the 
Argentine last week were 502,000 bush- 
els to the Continent and United King- 
dom. Shipments from India were 540,- 
000 bushels. Receipts of seed at New

A brilliant display of strength was 
noted in cottonseed oil values during 
the interval and the market was es- 
tablished at the highest trading level 
of the season. Incidentally spot oil com- 
manded the best prices recorded since 
November, 1910. The movement seemed 
to be under the auspices of the big re- 
finers, and the buying power was 
greatly augmented by the extensive 
covering of shorts, both here and in 
the South, One of the features of the 
situation was the remarkable digestive 
ability of the market. Liquidation in 
July and August was on an enormous

easily as small ones and there ap- 
peared to be a concrete wall around 
every advance. There was a conspicu- 
ous absence of spot offerings in June 
shipments and it was obvious that the 
large factors were fully in control of 
the situation. The action of the mar- 
ket was believed by many to repre- 


sent a scarcity of actual oil. Consum 


ing demand at present is not urgent, 
but the continued strength and high 
prices for pure lard have created a 
better outlook for summer compound 
trade and it is apparent that refiners 
do not intend to be caught short of 
supplies. 

Advances in the old crop months 
have tended to strengthen probab:‘e 
weakness in the late fall and winter 
deliveries. Favorable cotton reports 


have made a promising outlook for the 
new cotton crop and prior to the late 
pyrotechnical display in the summe} 
oil shipment; crushers offered crude 
liberally in all sections of the country 
at prices a shade higher than prevail- 
ing refined quotations. The advance, 
however, imbued crushers with bullish 


ideas and late in the week there was 
a disposition to. withdraw offerings 
and await future developments. With 

restricted, the 


future crude shipments 
lid was raised on the October-Novem- 
ber-December refined positions and 
their quotations made a partial re- 
sponse to the upward movement of the 
old crop months. y 

Export trade is dormant. There is 
a moderate movement on outstanding 
contracts, but current prices are some- 
what above the basis on which foreign 
consumers care to operate. Exports 
from this port for the week amounted 


to 5,647 barrels and from other ports 
2,470 barrels, making a total of 8,117 
barrels. These compare with 6,628 bar- 


rels for the previous week. Exports 
from all ports for the month of May 
were 20,738,039 pounds, valut d at $1,424,- 
785, compared with 23,277,526 pounds, 
valued at $1,475,388 for the same month 
last year. Exports for eleven months 
ending May 31 were 296,721,073 pounds, 
valued at $19,427,385, against 383,903,814 
pounds, valued at $23,089,886 for the cor- 
responding period ending May 31, 1912.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


There has been a weaker tone in the 
market for cake and meal this week. 
Export demand has not been as good 


as bids are lower than a week ago. 
Prices are still quoted at $25@26 per 


ton for cake, but the outside price is 
not offered by buyers, whereas, sales 
have been made in this market recent- 
ly as high as $26.25 per ton, It is an- 
nounced that the rate for transporting 
cake from Minneapolis and St. Paul to 
Galveston will be 22%c. per 100 pounds, 
instead of 16c, as at present. Refer- 
ence to this decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will be found 
on another page of this issue. The new

Local lard pvices continued about 


steady, with trading quiet for immedi- 
ate shipments. Futures on the Western 
market were given to irregular price 
changes due to alterations in hog prices 
and a declining grain market. Packefs, 
however, seemed ready to support val- 
ues and the close revealed no important 
price changes. Material increase in 
reserve lard stocks at Chicago exerted 
no unustial bearish effect. Final quo- 
tations for city lard were 10%c., and 
prime Western 11%c. Lard compound 
closed steady at 8%@9c, according to 
quantity, brand and seller. 


Chicago Lard Market.

Lard market was accorded sterling support 
and exhibited exceptional strength in the face 
of some of the most significant bearish in- 
fluences uncovered in some time. “log prices 
took a sharp downward slump from the high 
level recentiy attained and the official semi- 
monthly report of lard stocks showed reserves 
to have made considerable increase since the 
first of the month, but these conditions had no 
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market. Final quotations were 
of 7%4@10c. from last week's 
with the distant futures show- 
ing the most advance, Eastern shipping de- 
mand for live hogs continues lethargic, and 
this week, local packers backed up on the mar- 
ket. Prices dropped from $9 for the best down 
to $8.75 in two days and the outlook was for 
further reductions, as increased receipts failed 
to find an outlet, even after the reduced prices 
were put into effect. The domestic consumptive 
demand for hog products also showed shrinkage 
and shipments were smaller than the preceding 
week, and the same time @ year ago. Re- 
serves of lard, on the other hand, showed an 
increase of 31,814 tierces since the first of 
June and aggregated 65,719 tierces, or nearly 
double the stocks held at the opening of the 
month. As compared with a year ago lard 
stocks still showed a deficit of 76,313 tierces. 
Foreign advices were less favorable, but ex- 
ports for the week were larger than those of 
the preceding week, showing an increase of 
249,000 pounds over shipments to foreign shores 
a year ago, or 11,891,000 pounds. Cash of-

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 


Chicago, June 19, 1913. 

In the face of a larger run of corn to Chicago, 
pirces for corn oil have shown gains during the 
week, closings for the week being 5c. over those 
asked for the preceding period. The higher 
prices are attributed to the fact that users 
are of the opinion that a more favorable basis 
for trading in this line cannot be expected and 
they are taking hold in a liberal manner in 
consequence. Stocks held here at the present 
time are not burdensome by any means, and 
the demand shows no signs of slackening. Clos- 
ing quotations for the week were at $5.05 for 
corn oil in tank cars, $5.40 for carload lots in 
barrels, $5.45 for lots of six barrels or more 
and $5.50 for five barrels or less, 


OLIVE OJL.—Trading in the market 
for olive was quiet, and no new devel- 
opments were reported in the situation. 
Advices from abroad state that the 
crop outlook in the principal produc- 
ing sections is favorable, and this has 
a depressing influence among dealers 
and consumers. Supplies of denatured 


olive oil on hand were liberal, and 
selling pressure was in evidence in 
some quarters. At the close dealers 


were asking around 85c. per gallon for 
the denatured. Prime green foots were 
moving in a routine way at unchanged 
prices. Leading interests were quoting 
prices steady at 7%c. per pound. Off 
grades were available at concessions. 

PALM OIL.—With prices for palm oil 
holding firm abroad, sellers in the local 
trade were asking full prices through- 
out the week. There was a moderate 
demands from the soap trade, and with 
supplies on hand light sellers were not 
anxious to talk business on nearby 
shipments under the spot basis. Palm 
lagos held at 74c. per pound, with dis- 
tant deliveries quoted at 7c. Red prime 
sold for 6%c. per pound in barrels, but

this figure could be shaded slightly for 
oil in casks. Shipments closed the 
week at 6%c. per pound. 

Under date of June 5, Liverpool 
writes :— 

Our market ruled in the past week 
quiet but on the whole steady tone, 
fair business passing at mostly unchanged 
rates. The demand ran chiefly on Lagos and 
Soft River oils, which former description still 
commands a premium of 5s.@7s, 6d. per ton 
for spot and near oil, while even prices ob- 
tain for all other sorts up to July-August 
delivery. Later positions are only offered at 
a substantial premium. The statistica] figures 
appended show an increase of 148 tons in our 
stock, and also a lessening of the shortage in 
the imports ,of this year, which has been 
hitherto the ¢hief feature of the market. The 
total sales of the past week amount to about 
1,200 tons. Lagos, spot, $6.86 per 100 pounds; 
June-July, $6.75 per 100 pounds. Deep red 
Sherbro, June $6.37 per 100 pounds; July- 
August, $6.21. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—In sympathy 
with cocoanut oil, and as no iarge of- 
ferings have come forward during the 
past week, prices for palm kernel oil 
ruled strong. At the close dealers 
would not shade 10%c. per pound for 
spot oil, and stock at this figure was 
searce. On Friday London quoted Ger- 
man palm kernel oil at £43 lis, Jvly- 
August shipment, equal to about 9%c. 
c, i. f. New York. There was a fair 
inquiry from soap makers, but small 
stocks restricted business. Futures 
were available at a fractional discount 
from the spot basis. 

PEANUT OIL.—The undertone in 
the market for peanut oil was steady, 
both here and abroad, but no note- 
worthy changes were reported. The 
demand continues quiet, buyers taking 
hold so as to cover against nearby 
wants only. The firm position of pea- 
nuts also had a bullish influence on the 
situation. Prices were repeated on the

did the larger lots, and the bulk of the 
business consummated was at unchanged 
prices from those of the preceding period 
at 48c. a gallon for the raw and 49c. a 
gallon for the boiled variety. The trade 
here at the moment continues to talk of 
either taking future shipment or of en- 
tering in an agreement to furnish stock 
at a later day, but there is no actual busi- 
ness passing so far as futures are con- 
cerned. Little change from present con- 
ditions is expected in the near future by 
conservative people in the trade, who ex- 
press the opinion that present levels are 
not likely to show any material change. 
The flaxseed market will govern linseed 
oil prices to a great extent in the very 
near future, however, and the changes 
occurring in the raw market will in all 
probability be followed by advances or de- 
clines in linseed oil, as may happen to 
be the case in flaxseed. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 


There was no change in general condi- 
tions surrounding the linseed oil cake 
situation at Chicago during the week, and 
certainly no improvement was shown. It 
is impossible to secure a reliable price for 
this stock at Chicago because of the ab- 
sence of either offers and requests for the 
same, domestic users failing to make que- 
ries here for stock, and there is no busi- 
ness passing between this point and im- 
porting countries because of the more fa- 
vorable freight rates obtainable by points 
hearer producing centers, and which are 
in a better position to make shipment via 
Gulf ports. 


THE WINNIPEG MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, June 16, 1913. 

There was a slightly better demand 
for flax in the last few days, but trade 
is not active by any means. Shipments 
from the head of the lakes last week 
were smaller than at the corresponding 
week iast year, in consequence of which 
stocks in store are steadily increasing. 
The flax in store at Port William and 
Port Arthur at the week end aggregated 
4,638,775 bushels, compared with 4,228,874 
bushels a week previous, and only 432,757 
bushels a year ago. The shipments from 
these ports last week totalled 177,457 
bushels, compared with 248,774 bushels in 
the corresponding week of 1912. While 
receipts from the country are still larger 
than a year ago, they are not so heavy 
as in the previous few weeks. ‘ 

The flax market during most of the 
week was steady to strong, with quota- 
tions a little in advance of the preceding

The chief factor responsible for the 
the increase of the 1913 output over the 
1912 output was the high prices ruling 
at the time the 1912 crop was sown. Sub- 
sequent events were not such as to in- 
duce the farmers in these provinces to 
take such an interest this year in that

grain. It is estimated that the acreage 
this year would not have been as large 
as it is were it not for the fact that 
the farmers had to put flax in ground 
that was at first intended for wheat. The 
weather in western Canada has been 
quite favorable for growth in the last 
few weeks, but some places are now in 
need of more moisture. 





THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


There was a larger amount of actual 
business transacted in the flaxseed mar- 
ket at Buenos Aires during the week 
ending Juné 18 and greater breadth was 
shown in the market. Values had a wider 
range than during several previous 
weeks. There was a good demand in 
evidence early in the week and values 
showed a steady upward trend, but this 
gave way to weakness and recessions 
from the high levels later. The good 
buying was in evidence during the first 
few days of the week, and the July fu- 
ture had an upturn of 2%c. from the 
closing price of the preceding week. On 
this advance some of the holders with 
profits sold out and values sagged under 
the offerings, as well as a partial disap- 
pearance of the buying element, and a 
reduction of 3%c. from the high point was 
made. Much of the selling indulged in, 
which brought about the lower levels, 
was due to the continued reports of fa- 
vorable weather for preparing the ground 
for the new crop. The greater portion 
of the trading is being done in the July 
future, the amount of business passing in 
the more distant futures being decidedly 
small, The spot article was being held 
more firmly early in the week, but hold- 
ers loosened their grip somewhat toward 
the close of the period. On Monday and 
Tuesday of this week an improved de- 
mand sprung up and final closing on 
Wednesday showed the July future as 
only 1%%c. below the resting spot of the 
previous week. There was a falling off in 
the shipments from Argentina during the 
week, the amount of flaxseed sent out 
to importing countries being placed at 
795,000 bushels. This shows a decrease of 
240,000 bushels when compared with the 
preceding like period, during which time 
they were 1,035,000 bushels. Week's ship- 
ments were larger than the same time in 
1912, when they totaled only 316,000 bush- 
els. Since January 1, Argentina has 
shipped a total of 28,877,000 bushels, as 
against only 11,634,000 bushels for a like 
period last year.

Small Flax Acreage in Canada This 


Year. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Toronto, Canada, June 21, 1913. 
Careful estimates and reports from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta in- 
dicate that the flax acreage in Western 
Canada will be upwards of 25 per cent. 
less than last year. This decrease is due 
chiefly to the low price last year, which 
went as low as 75 cents a bushel, with 
an odd sale much lower. Though the 
price has risen to $1.10 since then, the 
farmer in many cases has sown oats and 
barley where he would have otherwise 
put in fiax. Another factor in the de- 
creased acreage is the fact that the sea- 
son is ten days later than last year. 
The farmers have learned from experi- 


ence that early seeding is necessary in 
any case to secure a crop. A third cause 
is found in the financial stringency which 
in the past year has prevented many 
farmers from buying more unbroken 
prairie. This has decreased the area of 
new-breaking which in turn has decreased 
the flax area, inasmuch as flax is usually 
the virgin crop. Here are a few sentences 
from representative reports on the flax 
crop:— 

Flax seems an exceptionally small area 
this year, the thirty representative men 
having less than 100 acres among them. 
They claim flax is not paying crop of 
last year’s prices. : 

Very small percentage of flax. 

Not much flax being sown this year. 

Little or no flax sown in this district. 

No flax sown as yet. 

Only 400 acres sown in this district. 

Very little flax seeded in this district. 

No flax sown here. 

Flax seeding is not as extensive as last 
year. 

Only 10 per cent. of last year’s acreage 
in flax, 

Area of flax is not more than 20 per 
cent. of last year. 

. E. Miebach made a ninety-mile au- 
tomobile trip through the country to the 
north of Lethbridge, passing through the 
Bowville and Carmangay districts. There 
was a lot of flax last year north and 
northwest of Lethbridge, but Mr. Mie- 
bach did not see a single field of flax 
this year. C. S. Noble, of Noble, who 
last year grew several thousand acres of 
flax, is this year giving over almost the 
whole of his big farm to spring wheat 
and oats. 

There is a likelihood, however, that the 
flax acreage will in the near future be 
even greater than that of last year. A 
huge linseed oil mill, which, it is believed, 
is the first of seven mills to be erected in 
various parts of Western Canada, is un- 
der construction at Moosejaw: These will 
take care of a large proportion of the 
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crop and will create for flax a local de- 
mand which must have the effect of stif- 
fening prices,

Sweeping Effect of States’ Intrastate 
Rate Authority Decisions.

Washington, June 20, 1913. 

In view of the fact that the United 
States Supreme Court had before it in 
addition to the Minnesota railroad rate 
eases about sixty other cases from a 
half dozen States of the Union, the im- 
portance of the decisions by the court 
touching these various’ transportation 
questions becomes apparent to every- 
body. Just before adjourning for the 
summer recess on Monday last the court 
decided practically all the remaining 
cases, chief among which were the cases 
coming from the State of Missouri. 

The line of reasoning followed by the 
court in the Minnesota rate cases was 
followed in all of these later decisions 
and it has come to be recognized by 
students of the question here that the 
one remaining case, which will not be 
considered until the court meets in Oc- 
tober, must be decided before the coun- 
try will know precisely the ‘limiting line 
hetween interstate commerce and com- 
merce wholly within a State. The case 
that is supposed to cover this question 
more thoroughly will come to the high 
court in October néxt on an appeal from 
a decision by the Commerce Court, The 
Commerce Court sustained the Interstate

In a statement made by the Supreme 
Court, analyzing the decision in the 
Missouri cases, the facts are set forth 
as to what was done in those decisions 
and the points made as shown in the 
statement indicate wherein the decision 
in the Minnesota rate case was followed 
and as to cases decided covering sim- 
ilar controversies in Oregon, West Vir- 
ginia and Arkansas, the same rulings 
prevailed. 

The court in this statement says that 
‘the suits were brought to restrain the 
enforcement of the freight-rate and pas- 
senger-fare acts of the State of Missourt 
passed in 17. The question of inter- 
ference with interstate commerce is the 
same as that presentéd in the Minne- 
sota rate case, and the decision is the 
same. 

“There are eighteen suits in all. In 
eight of the suits it was stipulated in 
the court below that they should abide 
by the decision reached in other cases. Of 
the remaining ten two were consolidated 
into one for the purpose of trial, leav- 
ing nine suits which were submitted to 
the court below upon the proofs. The 
court below enjoined the rates as being 
confiscatory. On the appeals in these 
nine suits (there being an appeal and 
cross-appeal in each case) this court sus- 
tains the rates as to six companies, to 
wit: the Chicago, surlington and 
Quincey, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 

the Kansas City Southern, the

Missouri, Kansas and Texas, the Chicago,

Rock Island and Pacific 

St. Louis, Kansas City and Colorado) 
and the St. Louis and San Francisco. 
“In the cases of these companies the 
decrees are reversed and the cases re- 
manaed with instructions to dismiss the 
bills, respectively, without prejudice.

Pennsylvania Paint Bill Reported by 


Senate Committee. 
BILL AMENDED BY ELIMINATING 
FORMULA LABELING PROVISIONS 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 21, 1913. 
Protection of trade secrets was. the 
ground on which the members of the 


Paint Manufacturers’ Association opposed 
the Rockwell pure paint bill before the 
Senate Committee on Judiciary Special 
this week. The representatives of the as- 


sociation declared that in printing the 
formula on the label of a paint can the 
manufacturers would expose their prod- 
uct to imitation. 

The Pennsylvania Master Painters’ As- 
sociation was once more arrayed against 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association at 
to-day’s hearing. The Rockwell bill had 
a hearing early in the session before a 
Hlouse committee, and afterwards passed 
the House by a good-sized vote. It has 
passed second reading in the Senate. At 


the request of the manufacturers a pub- 
lic hearing was set for to-day. 
A similar bill was introduced 


in the 
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session of 19099 and lost in the House. 
\t t last session, it got as far as the 
present committee, which has it under 
consideration, and was negatived,.

requires. Most of the other manufactur- 
ers do it voluntarily, although in some 
States a similar law is in existence, 

The painters branded the protection of 
trade secrets as inconsistent by saying 
that Pennsylvania manufacturers dis- 
played no hesitancy in labeling the goods 
they sold in the West and other sections 
of the country. They cited one Philadel- 
phia manufacturer who also has a plant 
in Chicago and who prints the formula 
on all goods turned out there. 

“It is a plain case of ‘Thou shalt not 
steal,’"’ said A. C. Rapp, a_ painter of 
Pittsburgh. ‘The man who sells us paint 
at 7 eents a pound for the ingredients 
of which he pays less than a cent a 
pound is stealing from us. We want a 
can which is labeled ‘pure white lead in 
oil,’ for instance, to contain that, instead 
of being composed solely of barium sul- 
phate, calcium sulphate, commonly known 
as whiting, which are worth less than 
a cent a pound. We also want stuff that 
is sold up as pure turpentine or linseed 
oil to be that, and not be adulterated 
with 20 per cent. water.’’ 

The painter showed samples of goods 
they had purchased, some of which con- 
tained none of the ingredients and which 
gave the manufacturers a profit of as 
high as 365 per cent. 

The manufacturers side of the argu- 
ment was presented by E. T. Trigg, vice- 
president and general manager for John 
Lucas & Co., of Philadelphia; L, P. Nem- 
zek, chemist for Lucas & Co.; C. T. 
Wetherill, president of George D. Weth- 
erill & Co., of Philadelphia; A, M. Parks, 


M. Parks Company; 


president of the A. 

Alexander Lawrence, of Lawrence & Mc- 
Fadden, of Philadelphia, and George B. 
Heckel, secretary of the Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association. . 
John Dewar, chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the Master Painters’ 
Association, also spoke for the bill. He 
charged the paint manufacturers with 


sending a representative around the coun- 
try in efforts to prevent legislation dis- 
advantageous to them, 

The Senate Committee held the bill for 
only a day after hearing the arguments 
for and against its passage, but in that 
time its principal purpose, according to 
its sponsor, Representative Rockwell, of 
Tioga county, was destroyed by amend- 
ments. These amendments eliminate the 
provision that the formula of the con- 
tents of a can of paint be printed on the 
label. 

If the bill passes the Senate it is re- 
garded here practically certain that the 
House will not concur in the amendments. 
George E. Alter, the sponsor of the bill 
two years ago, and which’ was held up in 
the Senate, is now speaker of the House 
and is not likely to name as conferees 
men who would agree with any confer- 
ence committee named by the Senate. 

Both sides, the manufacturers and 
painters, are entirely satisfied with the 
opportunity given them to present their 
cases. When the representatives of the 
opponents and the proponents of the meas- 
appeared before the Judiciary Gen- 
Committee of the House they were 
allowed over four hours in which to ex- 
plain their diametrically opposed views. 
The hearing before the Senate Committee 
this week lasted even longer. The argu- 
ments advanced were similar in all re- 
spects to those brought out at the House 
hearing. Reports of Federal and State 
department tests of white leads and paints 
were quoted extensively by the painters 
and they again presented before the com- 
mittee samples of paints purchased just 
to the hearing.

The only event of new interest in the 
crude situation during the week has 
been the record of the country’s exports 
for May, showing a total of 17,871,- 
913 gallons, valued at $774,324, as com- 


pared with 19,532,606 gallons ($705,712) 
for April, and 12,647,298 gallons ($532,- 
471) for May, 1912. For ‘the eleven 


months of the current fiscal year the 
exports of crude amounted to 161,016,- 
372 gallons ($6,302,577), as compared with 
177,186,488 gallons ($5,920,454) for the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

The week's review of operations in 
the eastern fidlds of Southern New 
York, Pennsylvania; West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, 
indicates a marked expansion in drill- 
ing, a total of 212 completions marking 
an intervai, or thirty-four more than 
the record of the former week. De- 
spite the more favorable showing of 
new wells, the current new production 
registered a material decline, 4,625 bar- 
rels as the daily average, or 1,840 bar- 
rels below that of the previous week. 
Of the current week’s completions 67 
were gas wells or dry holes, as com- 
pared with 57 previously. Of the high 
grade fields Kanawha county, West 
Virginia, has been the featuring de- 
velopment during the week. The best 
strike in the county was estimated as 
having produced 670 barrels the first 
24 hours. Another well which showed 
for 200 barrels when first brought in 
placed to its credit 520 barrels upon 
deeper drilling. Both of these wells 
are in the Big Sandy district and both 
found their pay in the Weir sand. The 
total output of the Blue Creek field is 
reported as about 5,000 barrels a day. 
Many of the old producers have stopped 
flowing, but are brought back to a 
stage of temporary productiveness by 
agitation. Roane county is the most 
active in West Virginia, but none of 
the late completions has been of ex- 
ceptional capacity, except a 75 barrel 
producer lately drilled in the Spencer 
district. An encouraging strike has 
been reported in Gilmer county of the 


same State, showing for a 40-barrel 
producer. This is the most favorable 


completion since the efforts to develop 
a pool in that section have been in 
progress. Pleasants county was the 
scene of a 50-barrel producer in the 
Union district. The noteworthy strike 
recently encountered in Monongalia 
county coming in at 500 barrels a day 
was, according to a late report, hold- 
ing at 270 barrels a day. 

Development work is being pushed to 
its limit in the Southeastern and Cen- 
tral Ohio fields. In the deep sand ter- 
ritory of Perry and Hocking counties 
of Southeastern Ohio a large amount 
of new work is in progress, and the 
wells are said to be coming in with an 
encouraging degree of regularity. The 
good producer recently drilled in Perry 
county starting at 360 barrels a day, 
has declined to 165 barrels. Washing- 
ton county holds the lead in completed 
work, but the wells, as a rule, are of a 
small stripper type. The large gas con- 
cerns have begun active operations in 
Central Ohio fields after a quiet period 
of several months.

large amount of advance work in Kén- 
tucky fields, more than the usual num- 
ber of dry holes have marked recent 
operations, but as several good pros- 
pects have been opened, the efforts to 
extend the producing territory of the 
State have undergone no setback. In 
Knox county in Southeastern Kentucky 
a well was abandoned at 2,500 feet, the 
deepest test yet made in that direction. 
Interesting developments have marked 
in the western part of the State. In 
Ohio, Allen and Logan counties a wide- 
spread search is being prosecuted for 
new territory. Hartford, Ohio county, 
holds the greatest promise in opera- 
tions, one well there showing a yield 
of 75 barrels. 


The week’s returns from the Lima 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and In- 
diana have been more encouraging, 


especially in the Ohio end, where 31 
new wells were drilled with an aver- 
age daily production of 570 barrels. For 
the former week there were only 12 
completions, with 260 barrels as the 
daily new production. Of the wells 
brought in during the week in review 
only one was out of the producing 
class. Allen county was the scene of 
the best strike, four wells there hay- 
ing a daily total of 4385 barrels. The 
Muncie district holds the center of the 
stage in Indiana developments. Two of 
the week’s completions there were cred- 
ited with a daily average of 165 bar- 
rels. In the TIllinois fields opera- 
tions are being rushed, with the most 
favorable results reported in the shal- 
low sand: districts. In the face of a 
material increase if completions during 
the week the new production fell below 
that of the former week. 

Our mid-continent correspondence 
notes a veritable oil. boom throughout 
the pools of Kansas. Encouraging 
strikes have been reported in several of 
the districts. Large tracts are being 
bleached in Montgomery and Chatau- 
qua counties. In Oklahoma leasing 
is also continued on an active scale. 
One of the best of the week’s comple- 
tions was in the upper part of the 
Osage which was credited with an initial 
production of 500 barrels. In the Cush- 
ing pool one of the week's completions 
was rated for 1,800 barrels the first 24 
hours. There is considerable drilling 
around this pool, the high grade of the 
Cushing product making it attractive, 
in spite of the heavy cost of drilling. 
The old Bartlesville district maintained 
its record for reliability by contribut- 
ing a well with an initial production 
of 735 barrels. 

An interesting development in the 
California fields during the week is the 
reported strike of an entirely new sand 
of Kern county about eight miles north- 
west of the Belridge pool and the same 
distance southwest of the Lost Hills 
district. Under the pump it produced 
about 10 barrels of 32 degree oil. What 
is described as the largest well ever 
dvilled in the Coalinga field, with one 
exception, was brought in during the 
week; its capacity was placed at about 
8,000 barrels a day of high gravity oil. 
While the well is not located in new 
territory it seems to indicate that a 
gusher sand exists in that section of

The local illuminating oil market has 
continued along practically rentive 
lines, with no appreciable change in 
the ruling conditions. Domestic trad- 
ing is under the slackening influence of 
the season, but the outlet into foreign 
channels tends to balance the account. 
Advance official statistics record the 
country’s exports of illuminating oil 
for May as 90,107,918 gallons, as com- 
pared with 79,601,509 gallons for April, 
and 109,182,461 gallons for May, 1912. 
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For the eleven months of the current 
fiscal year shipments attained 946,- 
136,555 gallons ($59,215,454), as against 
963,854,655 gallons ($54,687,983) for the 
corresponding period previously. Clear- 
ances from the local port for the week 
comprised 6,254,505 gallons, while for- 
merty were noted 14,635,765 gallons.

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corresponding period pre- 
viously. Bookings for forward ship- 
ment closed within the week included 
170,000 cases for Japan, Philadelphia, 
July, and 115,000 cases for the River 
Platte, New York, September-October. 

After a steady appreciation for more 
than two years the export market for 
the naphthas was subjected to its first 
setback on Thursday, a decline of one- 
half cent in all descriptions being an- 
nounced, covering all styles of contain- 
ers except ten-gallon drums. This ex- 
ception is believed to have been based 
on the relatively higher cost of the con- 
tainer, The revised quotations are given 
in the statistical table in the following 
column. The announcement of the de- 
cline was the occasion of more or less 
surprise in the trade and the leading 
refiners were loath to justify it. There 
was talk of a less active outlet into 
foreign channels and this condition is 
borne out by the latest official export 
figures so far as the local port is con- 
cerned. The volume of exports from 
New York for May reached 9,503,471 
gallons, comparing with 10,829,136 gal- 
ions for April, and with 18,102,228 gal- 
lons for May, 1912, while for the first 
five months of the current year there 
were shipped 40,720,280 gallons, as 
against 46,607,495 gallons, for the same 
period in 1912. The record of the coun- 
try’s exports is rather more favorable. 
The May aggregate was 17,988,532 gal- 
lons, comparing with 21,750,906 gallons 
the previous month and 23,409,622 gal- 
lons in May, 1912. For the first five 
months of 1913 the country’s total is 
well in excess of that for the corre- 
sponding period of last year, 73,680,907 
gallons, as against 63,705,411 gallons. 
The week’s clearances from the local 
port reached 1,280,690 gallons, making 
the aggregate since the first of the 
year 42,982,295 gallons, as compared 
with 49,400,985 gallons formerly. Local 
prices for all descriptions of naphthas 
have been maintained on an apparent- 
ly steady basis. Another interesting 
development during the week has been 
the news of an arrival of 3,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline at San Francisco from 
Sumatra, which is said to be the first 
consignment of many by which for- 
eign interests will seek to wrest control 
of the Pacific Coast markets from do- 
mestic refiners. The product is de- 
scribed as of the best paraffine base, 
with the distributing price fixed at 
16%c. per gallon. We have treated the 
naphtha situation editorially. 

Two tank steamers cleared from New 
York during the past week with refined 
petroleum and naphtha in bulk. They 
were the British steamer Oriflamme for 
Cette, with 852,635 gallons refined and 
959,090 gallons naphtha, and the British 
steamer Overdale for Antwerp, with

Lubricating Oils. 

The market is still lacking in new 
developments, but the volume of busi- 
ness is reported of well sustained pro- 
portions, both for home and export ac- 
count, and the general conditions re- 
flect apparently the same degree of 
firmness as have characterized the 
market during recent weeks, Advance 
statistics record the country’s exports

A review of the high- 
east of the ag ean 
ve fork, Pennsylvania, : 
ee ee. * Senneeneh Southeastern, Central 
and Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, 
for the week shows but a slight change in the 
amount of completed work, although there is 
a heavy increase in drilling wells and rigs all 
over the vast area of territory from the Mis- 
sissippi east to York State and from Saginaw, 
Mich., south to the Kentucky-Tennessee State 
“— many instances in the earlier days of the 
oil business nearly all of the large producing 
concerns secured large holdings of leases out- 
side of the developed fields upon which one or 
more tests were drilled and later abandoned, 
but the same territory is still maintained py 
these companies, and with the good price of 
petroleum the owners are now making prep- 
arations to drill the leases with an assurance 
of small wells and possibilities of finding 
gushers. This territory has been held in re- 
serve for years for future development and 
comes in right at this time of good prices. 
It can further be stated that these companies 
owning these leases will no longer hold back, 
but will keep the drill moving downward upon 
them and secure all the production they can. 
The $2.50 price of crude is bound to bring out 
anything in the way of undril.ed leases in sight, 
as there is a heavy demand for high-grade 
erude. No very encouraging finds have been 
made so far during the year, and outside of 
the territory that has been held in reserve the 
well owners are at work drilling on all the lo- 
cations left upon the old leases that have been 
producing for many years. The best results 
obtained on old territory have been near 
Muncie, Ind., where some remarkable wells 
are being found. The Illinois field for May 
showed an increase in production due to the 
good staying qualities of the deep-sand fields 
and the activity shown in the shallow-sand dis- 
tricts. Morgan county, Kentucky, does not 
look promising, as it did some time ago, but 
the Hartford field in Ohio county, in the west- 
ern section of the State, is more inviting each 
day and within the next few weeks several out- 
side test wells will add more territory or con- 
demn a large acreage. 

The old Lima field of Northwestern Ohio is 
making a fine showing now that good weather 
prevails, and from now on until winter there 
will be a rush of drilling in all quarters. The 
same can be said of the Southeastern and Cen- 
tral Ohio portions. The Central Ohio field is 
known for its many large gas wells, and the 
gas concerns are making additions to their dis- 
tributing lines and are compelled to do extra 
drilling so as not to fall short on a sufficient 
supply for the demand. A long gas line is now 
being put in from the northern end of the 
Central Ohio field, westward to Muncie, Ind., 
from whence it will be distributed to numerous 
eastern central towns of Indiana. At first 
there was some talk of this big line running 
to Detroit, Mich., but the city would make no 
effort to give a franchise and the project was 
given up and the line started for Indiana, This 
line will also secure gas from the big West 
Virginia gas field, which will assure an ample 
supply of fuel. A change has been made in the 
Central Ohio gas field of late. The Ohio Fuel 
Supply Company, one of the largest gas com- 
panies in the country, will take over the wells 
and leases of the Columbus Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany in Ohio and will furnish the gas to the 
Columbus company for its patrons in Columbus, 
The Columbus Gas and Fuel Company controls 
some large oil properties in Central Ohio that 
will be maintained and operated by the com- 
pany. 

Pennsylvnia Fields. 


There is a heavy revival of development 
work in the Southern’ New York-Pennsylvania 
flelds and from now on many wells will be 
drilled in the old territory. In the Duff City 
field, in Allegheny county, many dry holes are 
being found—in fact, more thun there are pro- 
ducing wells. The Venice field also received 
a setback during the week, owing to the 
drilling in of a dry hole or two by the Myers 
Oil Company, and the South Penn Company. 
The new well of the Carnegie company on the 
Whitley tract, west of Cannonsburg, is among 
the best of the late completions in the State, 
showing twenty barrels a day. The territory 
Khroughout the State has been well drilled 
over and the operators have but little to look 
forward to outside of very small strippers. 
Usually a good well is drilled in and followed 
by a ‘great number of very small wells sur- 
rounding the good one. The Campbell farm 
well, which had a production of 100 barrels, 
is an exception, as nothing but the lightest of 
producing wells have been found around it. 
Near Dorseyville the National Oil Company’s 
second test on the Hoovler tract produces 
twenty barrels 

On August 27 next it will be fifty-three years 
since the striking of the well drilled by Colonel 
Edwin L. Drake, on the flats southeast of 
Titusville, marked the formal opening of the 
petroleum industry. A movement is now taking 
shape to have that event celebrated wherever 
oil is produced, and for this purpose it is pro- 
posed to have clubs or associations of oil men 
formed at all centers of oil interest in co- 
operation with the Drake Memorial Museum 
of Titusville. In this way it is expected to 
unite the oil men throughout the country in 
membership in a commemorative association 
which will have meetings wherever it has mem- 
bers on the anniversary of the striking of the 
Drake well, with the Drake Memorial Museum 
as headquarters for the movement and with 
special exercises in connection with it. 

One of the most remarkable of the late wells 
is near Campbell's Station, in Greene county, 
drilled by the Wyoming Fuel Company, on the 
Hineman tract. This well is swabbing 100 barrels 
aday. There is not sufficient gas to make the 
well flow. Lowery & Co. have a very small 
pumper on the Patterson tract, in the Ven ce 
field, Washington county. In the same field the 
South Penn Company drilled a dry hole on the 
Sterling tract, and George Bros. & Wallace 
have the same kind on the Wallace tract. 
Boyd & Co.’s well at Duff City, on the Goff 
tract, pumped about two barrels, 


West Virginia. 


There is a rush of the drill in the West Vir- 
ginia fields at this time. The late rains have 
given plenty of water for drilling purposes and 
nothing is needed to make a success but a few 
good gushers in some out-of-the-way place. 
The Blue Creek field is a cunundrum to the 
trade. This field showed a daily production 
around 25,000 barrels, but has declined to one- 
fifth of that amount. Many of the wells quit 
producing and the owners are compelled to 
give them a light shot, with the result that 
they show a slight production for a short pe- 
riod. Roane county is among the most active 
and has an abundance of undeveloped lands 
within its borders and the same can be said 
of the Harrison county field. In Roane county 
there is much territory to drill over before the 





county passes the operating stage. Many are 
of the opinion that Jackson county will drop 
into the productive county list. There has 
been much test work already made in the coun- 
ty and some few light pumpers have been 
found. The one bad feature ig the thinness 
of the oil sand, which means poor staying qual- 
ities. 

In the Blue Creek fleld of Kanawha county 
a few farms yet maintain a daily production of 
fifty barrels or better and are as follows:—

No. 4 same 
company, on the Stafford tract, on Jordan’s 
Creek, produced fifteen barrels; No. 2 Wesley 
Strickland tract, firteen barrels, and No. 5 
Jesse James tract ten barrels. The Charleston- 
Gelendenning Oil and Gas Company’s second 
test on the Lowery heirs tract, on Elk River, 
pumped five barrels. The United Fuel Gas 
Company's No. 7 J. F. Brown 250-acre tract, 
on Dogwood Run, produced ten barrels. Same 
company drilled in a fine gas well in a test 
on the Woods tract, on Doctor’s Fork. The 
O’Connell Oil Company’s No. 21 Goshorn heirs 
tract, on Hackberry Run, Big Sandy district, 
produced but ten barrels, being one of the light 
wells on this productive farm. No. 20 on this 
Same tract produced about 400 barrels.

Harrison county is among the real active 
counties of the Little Mountain State, as work 
is active in all the fields in the county. The 
fourth sand development in the Clay district is 
the most prominent. The Philadelphia Com- 
pany drilled in a fine well on the Martha Vin. 
cent farm, which showed 300 barrels, but the 
average size of the wells will run about twenty 
barrels, making them valuable at the present 
price of crude, In the old Shinnston pool 
the Hope Natural Gas Company drilled a 
fifteen-barrel pumper in a test on the Shinn 
tract. The Philadelphia Company’s second test 
on the Vincent tract showed ninety barrels, 
In the Union district, W. B. Maxwell’s No. 3 
on his land produced thirty barrels, while No. 
4 showed a production of 150 barrels. This 
lease is on West Fork River. In the Sardis 
district the Hope Gas Company found a large 
gas gusher in the second tests on the Marsh 
heirs tract, on Ten-Mile Creek. In the Clark 
district, the Clarksburg Light and Heat Com- 
pany hit a fine gas pay in a test on the Hap- 
peny tract, on Limestone Creek, and in the 
Union district the Hope Gas Company found 
a big gas well in a wildcat well on the Heck- 
man tract, on Morrison Run, while D. L. 
Horner found a large gas well in a test on the 
Drain tract, on Lambert’s Run, Eagle district, 

In the Spencer district, Roane county, on 
Scaffold Run Nos. 6 and 7 Atkinson tract 
shows a combined production of 240 barrels; 
No. 1 Smith tract, 175 barrels; Nos. 8 and 12 
Boggs tract, 250 barrels, and Nos, § and 6 
Butcher tract, 350 barrels. In the same dis- 
trict the Carter Oil Company’s No. 4 Butcher 
tract, on Waldreck Run, produced seventy-five 
barrels and Louis F. Payne’s No. 14 Summers 
tract, on Green Creek, in the Walton district, 
produced twenty-five barrels. The South Penn 
Oil Company drilled a big gas well on the 
Weaver tract, on Scaffold Run, in the Spencer 
district. The same company’s No. 3 Parks 
tract, in the Smithfield district, did thirty-five 
barrels; No. 1 Taylor tract, on Poco River, 
ten barrels, and No. 2 Parks tract, on Ruch 
Creek, twenty barrels.

Southeastern Ohio. 


Operators are pushing development work to 
its limit in the Southeastern and Central Ohio 
flelds. The large gas concerns have just 
started their active work after a few months 
of quietude. In the deep sand fields there is 
an abundance of new work starting and the 
summer season promises to be the most active 
in the history of the Ohio development, 

The shallow sand districts are also very lively 
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at this time, and the old producing districts 
appear as though they were in their infancy 
days. 

Washington county maintains the lead in 
work completed, but the wells are usually very 
small strippers. In the Marietta district the 
wells do not average better than five barrels 
and numerous dry holes are found. In this 
county Parson & Pattons’ No. 5 Warren tract, 
the Bell Oil and Gas Co.’s No, 1 Linderwood 
tract. Deenen & Co.’s No, 4 Clark tract, Bell 
Oil & Gas Co.’s No. 1 Dutton tract, the Burns 
Oil Co.’s No. 18 Adrain tract, Northern Oil 
Co.’s No. 80 Cone heirs’ tract, Hannan & Co.’s 
No. 3 Whittekind tract, Boland & Phillips’ No, 
1 Johnson-Noland tract; are all five-barrel 
producers and about the same sized wells are 
found in Morgan, Noble. Monroe and other 
shallow sand counties. 

In Pike township, Perry county, Moran & 
Co.’s No. 1 Trout tract showed 50 barrels. A 
60-barrel producer was drilled in the old Bre- 
men field in Fairfield county by the Purvis- 
Turner Oil and Gas Company on the Lemon 
farm,

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
jarbourville, Ky.; June 18, 1913. 
Because of the large amount of advance 
work in the Kentucky petroleum fields the dry 
holes have been more numerous during the 
last few days than usual. In all the pools 


operators have renewed efforts to extend the 
area of productive territory and quite a num- 
ber of failures have shown up. This work has 
not been altogether a failure, as several good 
prospects have been opened and ought to fur- 
nish cofisiderable room for future operations. 

In Knox county, Southeastern Kentucky, a 
well was abandoned at a depth of 2,500 feet. 
This is the deepest test yet made in that di- 
rection, and was considered as a good test of 
the deep formations. At a depth of 1,800 feet 
a gas flow of small capacity was found. This 
is the sand in which some big producers have 
been drilled in the counties north of Knox, 
The Gordan sand is believed to be 3,500 feet 
in depth in Southeastern Kentucky and the 
drillers of the Knox county test are consider- 
ing the matter of extending the search to that 
depth. 

Of four new completions in Wayne county 
two are failures and two show a production of 
twenty-five barrels each. The failures were 
made in the lower end of the county in tests 
outside the proven area. A failure is also re- 
ported from McCreary county, a new district 
adjoining Wayne. In the upper Kentucky dis- 
tricts a dry hole is credited to the Stillwell 
extension in Wolfe county, while a producer 
of medium capacity was drilled in the Camp- 
ton district, same county. In the Stillwell 
field a number of good producers have been 
drilled and the recent failure in the deep sand 
will not put a damper in further tests. Law- 
rence county operators have not yet realized 
their expectation of landing some producers 
outside the small pumper class. Two wells of 
five barrels’ capacity each have been finished 
up in that county. What is needed to stim- 
ulate the search in Lawrence county is a pro- 
ducer similar to those found in the contiguous 
field of West Virginia. 

Western Kentucky operations continue to 
bring some interesting developments. The 
fields of Ohio, Allen and Logan counties con- 
tain a large number of drilling wells and a 
widespread search is being made for new pro- 
ducing territory. Thus far the larger pro- 
ducers have been developed around Hardford, 
Ohio county, one well there showing a yield 
of seventy-barrels. A recent strike in the Ohio 
county pool has a production of twenty bar- 
rels. In Allen county the principal work is 
centered around the village of Petroleum, 
where several paying wells have been drilled. 
No new wells have been drilled in Allen and 
Logan counties, which are still without mar- 
keting facilities. 
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CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM OPERA- 
TIONS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, June 14, 1913. 


The meeting of a number of independent 
producers of high grade oil which was referred 
to last week, has resulted in an organization 
composed of twenty-two producing companies 
representing an aggregate output of 20,000 bar- 
rels a day. The purposes of the organization 
as stated at the meeting held this week will 
be to pool the production and sell it to the 
highest bidder—either the Standard, the Asso- 
ciated or the Union-Agency, and to maintain 
an attitude of absolute independence from all 
other interests. 

Asi stated last week, it is a question as to 
whether another oil men’s organization in this 
State is necessary or advisable, but it appears 
that when conditions are depressed and the 
prices low, some one starts an organization 
for ‘‘mutual protection,”’ etc., etc. It is prob- 
ably enough to say that so long as there is 
more oil than there is a demand for, the price 
will remain as it is. At first it was thought 
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that the new organization would be affiliated 
with the Independent Agency, but the leaders 
in the movement have expressed themselves as 
opposed to such action, 

Whether the organization will be a success 
is doubtful. It is noted that there are but 
twenty-two concerns identified with it, and 
their combined output is comparatively small. 
All the concerns interested are located in the 
San Joaquin Valley fields. None of the light 
oil producers in the coast or southern fields is 
connected with it, and so far as learned will 
not be. The leaders are still advancing the 
argument that unless they can obtain a satis- 
factory price from the large marketing concerns 
they will market their own oil. This is more 
easily said than done. The entire movement 
seems to have been promoted by a few opera- 
tors who were expecting an advance in the 
price of their product and failed to get it. 


Residuum Fuel. 


Residuum, the by-product left after oil has 
passed through the refining process, is coming 
more and more into use as a fuel, and it is 
probable that within a short time very little 
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pure crude will be used as fuel. Since the 
establishment of the Standard’s big refinery at 
Point Richmond, that company has sold nothing 
but residuum: with the exception of small quan- 
tities sold in Southern California and Arizona, 
and since the El Segundo refinery has been in 
operation the Standard has been selling resi- 
duum in these markets. The Union-Agency has 
for the greater part sold pure crude as fuel, 
as also the Associated, but the building of the 
big plant by the Agency at San Luis Obispo 
and the one being constructed by the Asso- 
ciated near Martinez will enable these concerns 
to put residuum on the market, and place them 
on an even footing with the Standard in this 
respect. They have no doubt been forced into 
this position, but it was inevitable that sooner 
or later all the oil produced would be subjected 
to some process whereby the valuable by-prod- 
ucts would be saved. The residuum can be 
sold at a much lower price than pure crude, 
and yet as a fuel it as satisfactory as the lat- 
ter. All users of fuel oil concede this, and 
for this reason the Standard has, especially in 
the northern markets, broken into the business 
of the Union-Agency and the Associated. The 
railroads, the largest consumers of liquid fuel, 
still use the pure crude, but will n@ doubt 
before long be obliged to use residuum except 
where the railroad company itself is in the 
producing business, 


Another New Pool, 


What appears to be an entirely new sand has 
been struck on section 35-27-20, in Kern county, 
about eight miles northwest of the Belridge 
pool and about the same distance southwest 
of the Lost Hills district. It is not in line 
with either of these belts, however, and is 
helieved to be on a new anticline. The test 
well is one drilled by the Mannell-Minor Petro- 
leum Company, which has been wildcatting in 
this neighborhood for two years or more. The 
hole was drilled to a depth of 3,027 feet after 


going through several feet of good looking oil 


sand. The hole has never been cleaned out, 
but is being pumped from the 1,500-foot level 
and is producing about ten barrels of 32-degree 


oil. After the gas pressure has been relieved to 


some extent an effort will be made to clean 
the hole out and see what it is actually worth 
as an oi] well. That a good body of sand 
earrying light oil has been found is known, 
and in all probability a new pool will be 


opened. 
Field Notes. 


The largest well ever drilled in the Coalinga 
field with one exception came in this week on 
the property of the Turner Oil Company, on 
section 2-20-15, in the eastern part of the field. 
The well is under control and dams and tem- 
porary reservoirs are being constructed to save 


the oil. It is estimated to be doing about 8,000 
barrels a day of high gravity oil. The location 
is eight miles northwest of section 6-21-15 
where the famous Silver Tip well came in sev- 
eral years ago. The Turner well is not located 
in New territory, but it indicates that a real 
gusher sand exists in this section of the field. 

The California Oilfields, Ltd., one of the 
soundest oil concerns in the State and owned 
by the Balfour Guthrie interests of London, 
has recently issued a statement of the com- 
pany’s condition, The total output is 375,000 
barrels a month. The net profits of the com- 
pany for last year were nearly $750,000, and 
dividends were paid amounting to $540,000. The 
net earnings show an increase over the pre- 
vious year of $72,500, and the indications are 
that owing to its increasing production the 
present year will show a still further increase. 

There are now about 12,000 gallons of gaso- 
line manufactured daily in this State from 
natural gas, and more plants are being con- 
structed. It is estimated that by the end of 
the year the daily output will be increased to 
25,000 gallons a day. 

Another big gas well was drilled in by the 
Honolulu Oil Company on section 8-32-24 in 
the Buena Vista Hills last Wednesday that is 
rated as a 40,000,000-foot producer under a 
pressure of 700 pounds. The drillers did not 
look for the gas stratum at less than 2,450 
feet, but the blow out occurred at 2,300 feet. 
A gas saver was on the well, but the pressure 
prevents the valve being closed entirely and the 
gas is going into the air. The roar can be 
distinctly heard at Taft, five miles distant. If 
the pressure falls off sufficiently the drill will 
bé sent on down to the oil. sand. If it keeps 
up a gas well will be made of it. 

The Amalgamated Oil Company, one of the 
most valuable subsidiaries of the. Associated 
Oil Company, has paid to date $2,300,000 in 
dividends. The company is capitalized at 50,000 
shares par value of $100, and it has been pay- 
ing a monthly dividend of $1 a share for sev- 
eral years, and from present indications will 
increase this rate in the. near. future. 

Among the really big wells in the Sunset- 
Midway field that have kept up a record for 
production is the gusher of the Pacific Crude 
Oil Company on 32-31-23. This well came in 
the first of May one year ago, and had up to 
May 1, 1913, produced 1,150,000 barrels of oil. 
This company’s No. 2 that came in last Feb- 
ruary has produced over 100,000 barrels, and is 
holding up now at 1,200 barrels a day. 

Between Santa Ana and San Diego, in the 
southern part of the State, there are fourteen 
wildcat wells being drilled along the coast. 
The surface indications are as favorable as 
anywhere in the State, and it is almost certain 
that sooner or later the drill will strike the 
body of oil sand which lies somewhere under 
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the surface, and a new field opened up. These 
operations are being carried on because of the 
recognized need of more fields in the southern 
part of the State. 

Union Oil Company stock continues to drop, 
and during the week reached $73 per share, the 
jowest point touched in the past ten years. 

The Géneral Petroleum Company will soon 
begin the work of building a second eight-inch 
pipe line which will parallel its present line 
from the Sunset-Midway field to Lebec, the 
junction point at which the Mojave and the Los 
Angeles lines meet. This construction was seen 
to be necessary as soon as the company made 
its contract to handle the output of the Santa 
Fe Railroad, which will be diverted at Lebec 
to Mojave. This oil alone is nearly sufficient 
to keep one line busy. 

A big increase during the last few months 
in the manufacture of asphalt has brought the 
price down from $12 a ton one year ago to $9 
at present in the Los Angeles market. The big 
asphalt plant of the Standard recently com- 
pleted in the Kern River field has a strong 
bearing on the situation. 

The General Petroleum Company has just 
brought in a 2,400-barrel producer of 26 gravity 
oil on section 32-31-24 in the Buena Vista Hills. 
The company’s production from its properties 
in the Sunset-Midway field now totals about 
12,000 barrels a day. 

About twenty miles south of Los Angeles, on 
the Palos Verdes ranch, between Redondo and 
San Pedro, oil has been found at 1,800 feet in 
a test well drilled by W. R. Wheat & Co. The 
gas and oil are showing up so well that the 
hole will be cemented and a test made. Over 
twelve years ago there was considerable pros- 
pecting done in the hills in this, but no oil 
in commercial quantities was discovered, al- 
though with the methods then in use it was 
difficult to get a hole down 1,500 feet. The 
territory has never been condemned, and may 
be shown to be oil bearing by future develop- 
ments. 





LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Lima, O., June 19, 1913. 


A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 
shows a heavy increase in all branches of the 
crude oil industry. There was a gain over the 
previous week’s work of twenty-one completed 
wells and 380 barrels in production, with a 
decrease of one in dry holes. The Northwest- 
ern Ohio end of the field is showing renewed 
activity and looks like a real oil field after 
producing for over twenty-five years, The 
wells are confined to old territory, and nothing 
new is being opened up. In Indiana the best 
wells are near Muncie, and there is quite a 
good increase in new wells under way.

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REVIEW, 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.)

Development work is growing at an active 
pace in the Illinois petroieum field. The shal- 
low sand fields are making a better showing 
than for any time the past several months, 
wh..e the deep sand fields are not showing the 
life and activity they did during the winter 
and spring seasons of the year. During the 
week a disastrous fire came near gutting the 
oil town of Bridgeport, in the deep sand fields. 
The heart of the town has a loss of some 
twenty business buildings, entailing a loss of 
close to $750,000,

MID-CONTINENT OIL OPERATIONS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., June 17, 1913. 


The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has com- 
pleted the last of its loops in its trunk line to 
Whiting, Ind., and is now prepared to trans- 
port 5,000 barrels more oil a day east than it 
has ever before been able to deliver. Within 
the next few weeks the Prairie ought to be in 
position to take 10,000 to 15,000 barrels of oil 
more a day than it has been taking the last 
few months, During the first seven days of 
this month the runs of the Prairle Oil and Gas 
Company were 100,112.54 barrels a day. This 
was before the pipe line east was in shape to 
take as much as it can now. The next report 
should show a material gain if all other things 
are equal. Then when the Neodesha refinery 
improvements are completed and the increased 
deliveries of crude to it begin’ to show in the 
daily averages theer ought to be quite an im- 
provement in conditions in this field. 

If the Prairie carries out its proposition to 
build another trunk line east and the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Company builds a new line in 
from the south the producers of the mid-conti- 
nent field are likely to see pretty good times 
for a long while. While it is true at the pres- 
ent rate the Prairie will have al) its tankage 
filled in a few weeks, under present prospects 
there is not much likelihood of a slump in the 
market. The conditions seem to be improv- 
ing daily. 

Down at Bartlesville the producers are dis- 
cussing the advisability of erecting a pro- 
ducers’ refinery to handle the production of 
only those who enter into the enterprise. The 
movement has gone so far that an experienced 
refiner from the East has been engaged and 
is now lookihg over the field with a view to 
putting in a plant. It is not proposed that 
this one refinery would give relief to the entire 
field, but that it might better the condition of 
those who join it. There seems to be a good 
market now for all refinery products and all 
small plants are making money, offering an 
inducement for others to engage in the same 
branch of the industry. 

There is food for reflection in the fact that 
notwithstanding the large number of independ- 
ent refineries that have been started this year 
and the increased demands of the old ones the 
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three big pipe line companies continue to take 
as much, and in some instances a great deal 
more oil than they were formerly taking. The 
new refineries alone this year will require 
25,000 barrels a day of oil. The demands for 
shipments are also increasing. Last week an 
inquiry was received from Pennsylvania for 
2,000,000 barrels crude, 

And while the supply of oil is increasing the 
output of gas.is also being added to, only the 
latter is a delusive commodity—here to-day and 
lost to-morrow. This is well illustrated in the 
case of every gas company in the field, It is 
hard to understand the unreasonableness of the 
opponents of the gas companies when it may 
be observed that every gas company in the 
field is in very much the same_ predicament. 
In 1911 Robert L. Henry, of Chicago, head 
of the Henry Gas Company, entered into a 
contract, furnishing a $50,000 bond, to supply 
an adequate supply of gas to the Bartlesville 
Zine Company at 2% and 3% cents per 1,000 
teet. Now the zinc company begins suit for 
$300,000 damages for non-fulfillment of con- 
tract, alleging that the Henry people are un- 
able to supply the amount of gas_ needed. 
There is not a gas company in the fleld which 
has not had a_ severe trial attempting to 
maintain a sufficient supply of gas to meet its 
demand. And yet some remarkable wells have 
been drilled of late. Mention was made two 
weeks ago Of the 28,000,000-foot. gasser drilled 
north of Dewey by Freeman E. Herzell, the 
gas from-which was secured by the Kasigan 
Gas Company of Independence. Last week the 
Kasigan drilled a test near Wann, just south 
of the Kansas line, and got a 32,000,000-foot 
well. The fact is there is not such a tre- 
mendous supply of shut-in gas in Oklahoma. 
There are a lot of scattering wells, but a few 
wells do not make a dependable gas company. 
Probably the largest amount of private gas 
held by a single individual or concern not now 
in use is that owned by Charles Page, of Sand 
Springs. Page has about 130,000,000 feet shut 
in. But this gas, he says, is not for sale; he 
is holding it for factory use at Sand Springs. 
One of the most remarkable wells in the entire 
field is east and a little north of Owasso, and 
is known as the Sticklebar gasser. The de- 
mand upon this well recently was curtailed 
and its rock pressure immediately increased 
several pounds and its volume came back 
after being drawn upon for more than a year. 
It is a well-known fact among gas men that 
Montgomery county, Kan., is the best gas 
field in the whole mid-continent region, be- 
cause the wells hold up so much better, and 
in this county they are still getting some ex- 
cellent wells. 

The National Refining Company of Coffey- 
ville, whose headquarters are in Cleveland, O., 
and which is one of the largest of the in- 
dependent concerns, has petitioned the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to require the 
Santa Fe and other roads to establish a rate 
not to exceed 19% cents per 100 pounds from 
Coffeyville to Springfield, IL, instead of the 
present rate of 23 cents, The latter, it is con- 
tended, is too high. 


Kansas Is Booming. 


“Kansas has come back.’’ There is a veri- 
table oil boom now all over the old pools of 
the State. It is announced that Steele & 
Wilcox, of Tulsa, former Pennsylvania op- 
erators, have taken up large tracts of leases 
in Montgomery county, principally at Way- 
side, including a lot of one-time producing 
leases, and are preparing to drill sixty wells 
this year. All over this county new work is 
starting, and some fair wells are being 
finished. Andrew Benson has just com- 
pleted another 100-barre] well on his Bragg 
lease at Wayside, and Lucas, Craig & Wiles 
last Thursday completed at well at Way- 
side which started at about 75 barrels, A 
new pool seems to have been found on the 
Bloom farm, just south of this city. No. 1 
well is making 28 barrels a day; it is owned 
by Roth, Truby & Guernsey, The Sorgum 
Hollow development has dropped out of 
consideration, and now attention is turning 
to the old Drum Creek district, east of In- 
dependence, where the Blackstone Oil Com- 
pany, composed of local lawyers, drilled a 
fair well recently. A. R. Whitmore is start- 
ing a test on the Waggoner farm, three 
miles from the town. This district was 
very active in the spring of 1904; it was 
here that the first gas was found for the 
city of Independence. North of Indepen- 
dence some good gas wells are being drilled. 
Some new gas is being found southeast of 
Cherryvale, in advance of the one-time oil 
pool where the Uncle Sam Oil Company got 
its start. It is believed that somewhere in 
that vitinity, and between Cherryvale and 
Mound Valley, an oi] pool will be discov- 
ered, Reese & Houck have drilled in a 
2,000,000-foot gas well on the Mayginnes 
farm, in 35-32-17, getting 35 feet of sand at 
682 feet. ; 

There is nothing new this week in_ the 
Chautauqua county development. Some 
good producers are being drilled, and the 
wells hold up _ nicely. A great deal of 
acreage is being taken up all over the 
county. It looks as if there will be con- 
siderable work around Elgin, where the well 
of the Bob Black Oil Company is flowing 
regularly. South of the Oklahoma line 
there are a dozen strings of tools at work, 
five or six strings in one locality. The 
results north of Sedan seem to warrant con- 
siderable new work. Most of the present 
drilling, however, is within the old districts, 
Moore, Kinney & Albright drilled a wildcat 
test on the Bryant farm, eight miles south- 
west of Sedan, and got a duster, Moore, 
Albright & Ewers Bros. also found a failure 
on the Thompson fafm, north of Sedan. 
A. M. Clark & Co., of Kansas City, have 
a 25-barrel producer in the Elgin district. 
Several wells are drilling at Hale. The 
Berry Oil and Gas Company is drilling an- 
other on the Broadbeck. ; 

Most of the drilling in Wilson county is 
in the northeast ecorner, near the Neosho 
county border, where some fair wells are 
being found. At Leroy work has started to 
revive some of the producing leases of the 
boom ten years ago and which were aban- 
doned when the slump came. R. D. Jen- 
nings, of California; F. O. Funk, of Mounds- 
ville, W. Va.; J. G. Cochran, of Parkersburg, 
W,. Va., and J. W. Crandall, of Marietta, 
Ohio, have taken up about 2,500 acres, on 
which there are six old wells, and have 
purchased a drilling machine and will do 
some work this summer. They plan to drill 
fourteen wells at once. Thus are all the 
old properties of the _ earlier days being 
taken up again and redrilled or revived, 

One of the most active spots in the upper 
end of the field is at Erie, where they con- 
tinue to get some 50 and 60-barrel starters. 
Last week in the Rantoul poo] the Beeler- 
Campbell Company driiled in a couple of 
new wells that have an initial production of 
about 50 barrels each. It looks as if this 
company has about everything corralled, but 
a number of others propose to do some 
drilling there this summer, 


In Southern Oklahoma. 


Along the southern border of Oklahoma 
Bartlesville operators have taken up nearly 
50,000 acres of leases, and hope later to do 
some Grilling. A new company is gettizg 
ready to Go some work around Atoka, in 
Atoka county, where there are evidences of 
oil. A well was drilled at Atoka some time 
ago; another’ was drilled at Stringtown. 
South of this, in Bryan county, the business 
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men of Durant are planning to organize a 
$10,000 company and put down a test well. 
Between this and Hugo geologists are quite 
‘certain that a shallow sand field will be 
developed. A number of tests have been 
drilled at Hugh, and some oil was found. 
West in Marshall county there was quite 
an oil flurry three or four years ago, when 
a gusher well was supposed to have been 
struck, But only the Arbuckle lease ever 
amounted to anything, and the work 
stopped. 


Tests for Oklahoma City. 


Oklahoma City is determined to get in the 
oil game, if oij is anywhere around there 
to be found. A fund is being subscribed to 
put down some tests. This fund has already 
reached $7,500, and it is proposed to raise 
about $20,000. Oklahoma citizens have wit- 
nessed the great advantages of an oil fie!d 
to Tulsa and is zealous to develop a pool in 
the vicinity of that city, It is not at ail 
improbable that some day Oklahoma City 
will boast of an oil production—there seems 
to be oil in all other parts of the State. 
The town of Enid has also raised a fund to 
do some development work, 


THE COLLINSVILLE POOL. 


_ The Collinsville pool has been getting a 
few setbacks the past weék. A number of 
dry ones have led the fraternity to look 
upon the Collinsville pool as a little freakish 
and very spotted. The pool now seems to 
be small. However, some excellent wells 
are being found inside the pool. The Tulsa 
Oil Company (Homer Preston) drilled in a 
200-barreler on the Henson land, in 14-22- 
14. It had only about 15 feet of sand. J. D. 
Ward drilled an offset to this on the Edward 
Thompson farm and has a well of similar 
caliber. The test drilled by Jelenek & 
Polson on the Deliah Bushyhead, in 12-22- 
14, which was reported a duster, was drilled 
deeper and was abandoned. This lease 
could have been turned for a small for- 
tune. The Gooch & Gilland well on the 
Minnie Locust land, in 11, is a big -gasser. 
Hull & Reese got a gasser in section 11, 
and Brown & Boling drilled a 7,000,000- 
foot offset on the Hddie Polson. 

Leasers have been busy south of Collins- 
ville almost to Tulsa. They have taken up 
large tracts east and southeast of Owasso, 
paying as high as $10 an acre for stuff that 
has heretofore seemed condemned, and in 
and around old dry holes. There is a vast 
stretch of so-called gas territory extending 
north and south on the east side of Owasso 
and Collinsville which is pretty certain 
some day to prove good oil-producing terri- 
tory. The gas is found at from 800 to 1,150 
feet, and these wells have been attractive 
to the venders of gas, but those holes that 
have by any chance been drilled to the 
1,200-foot sand have in almost every in- 
stance shown oil which would undoubtedly 
make 15 to 50-barrel producing wells. One 
well was put to pumping and made 52 bar- 
rels the first 24 hours. The Uncle Sam Oil 
Company has the past week taken up a 
thousand acres or more east of Owasso, and 
the Sutton Oil Company has started a test 
well on the Jos, Feland, Jr., allotment, in 
25-21-14. This is supposed to be gas territory, 
but if this test is drilled more than 1,200 
feet it is a safe bet that it will be oil. The 
sand all over that part of the field is very 
regular. Tulsa parties have takeh a tract 
directly north and west of Owasso, adjoin- 
ing the town, and agree to drill within 60 
days. There was a well here about eight 
years ago that made a good showing. The 
Elyria Petroleum Products Company is 
starting a test northeast of the town of 
Owasso. 


Fine Well in the Osage. 


One of the best wells drilled in the upper 
part of the Osage in many a day was com- 
pleted the latter part of iast week by the 
Federal Oil Company on lot 389, almost due 
west of Bartlesville. It is No. 1 on that tract 
and has an initial production of 500 barrels. 
This particular part of the Osage has not been 
looked upon with favor. There is a general 
impression that a large amount of oil will yet 
be found in the northern part of the Osage. 
There is a shallow sand there which seems to 
be the same as that which runs across the 
Cherokee from Nowata and Velaware to Dewey 
and Copan and the Ramsey pool. There are 
now haif a dozen strings of tools running in 
the extreme northern part of the Nation. 

Just now there is much discussion of the 
proposal of the government to receive bids for 
about 150,000 acres of the unleased portion of 
the Osage. Much of this land was included in 
the territory offered under bid some months ago 
and later turned down by the government be- 
cause of the inhibition of pipe lines to hold 
leases in the Osage and tne fact that the 
Gypsy Oil Company, a branch of the Gulf Pipe 
Line Company, was one of the largest bidders. 
lt was also feared that the regulations even 
might be construed as denying the pipe line 
companies the right to extend their gathering 
lines to the new territory to take the oil, This 
would be detrimental to the interests of the 
Indian, and so the department declined all 
bids. Now it is going the other extreme and 
not only permitting the pipe line companies to 
build lines, but also to hold acreage, and not 
only hold leases, but the enormous amount of 
25,000 acres. The- general feeling is there is 
neither good sense nor justice in placing the 
limit so high... It is all in favor of the big 
fellows. If the- government is seeking to be 
fair it should hold to the old established limit 
of 4,800 acres—and even this is high. It has 
been found after ten years’ operations that 
4,800 acres is plenty high enough for even the 
biggest companies to operate under success- 
fully. 

The Cushing Pool. 


The fluctuations of production in the Cushing 
pool depend very largely upon the number of 
wells drilled in the Layton sand, as compared 
with the number in the deep Wheeler sand. 
The shallow Layton is flashy and makes a big 
initial showing, and then falls off quickly. The 
best well of the past week is credited to the 
Waters-Pierce Company on the Hutton farm, 
which was purchased from White, Sinclair & 
Ufer. It is said to have been good for 1,800 
barrels the first twenty-four hours. C. B. Shaf- 
fer got a 250-barreler in his Lucinda Tiger 
test in 17-17-7 to the Layton, being the first 
Layton sand well that far north. Gunsburg & 
Foreman drilled in their Nos. 2 and 3 on the 
J. Achoche, in 20-18-7, and they were good for 
75 and 100 barrels natural, but after the shot 
made 125 and 200 barrels, respectively. These 
are in the Wheeler sand and cost about $9,000 
each. T. B. Slick completed+his first venture, 
Sallie Casey, in 29-18-7, and has a 150-barrel 
producer. In 18-17-7 Gunsburg & Gilbert have 
drilled in No. 2 on the Betty Cain, and it is 
good for 180 barrels natural. The Kathleen 
Oil Company has No. 10 on the Betty Darrisaw 
in, and it is credited with 100 barrels after the 
shot. There is considerable drilling around 
the outside of the defined pool, which is impor- 
tant to the future of the fleld. The high- 
grade of the Cushing product makes it attrac- 
tive in spite of its high cost to produce, and 
they will no doubt continue to drill even for 
small wells. Edge leases are being held for 
such prices as $50,000 for 160 acres, with no 
test even started. This suggests the value at- 
tached to Cushing territory. 
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The Wicey Pool, 


The Wicéy pool is rich in spots and freaky 
as the side show of a big circus. . A gusher 
may be offset by a failure. Three failures 
were recorded in a single day last week. And 
yet when the sand is found pregnant the wells 
are so big that they are very attractive to the 
operator. There is room enough for a Glenn 
pool, and there will be a large. amount of 
drilling there this summer. The sand is very 
broken and there is a constant danger of run- 
ning into salt water, Most of the drilling so 
far has been to the northeast, every one seem- 
ingly shying clear of the northwest. In the 
northwest corner of 27 and the southeast cor- 
ner of 22 two holes were drilled that appear 
on the map as dry, but both of them showed oil 
in the Wicey sand and considerable in the Red 
Fork, Northwest of these, about three miies 
in 8-16-13, the Cone-Ranger gasser on the 
Daniel Bigpond, which came in a 15,000, 000- 
foot gas well, was drilled deeper and now reg- 
isters 30,000,000 feet. It is a pretty good bet 
that somewhere up in that direction the oil 
sand will be taken up again and some good 
wells found. South of the field a test was 
drilled on the Emma Rentie, in 3-15-14, and it 
was a failure. The Mogul Oil Company’s sec- 
ond well on the Felix Morrison, which was 
reported a failure, is about a 200-barrel well 
and No. 3 is drilling, The White & Sinclair 
venture on the Tom Littlehead, in 26-16-13, 
first showed up as a 12,000,000-foot gasser and 
then was converted into a 75-barrel producer. 
fhe test on the Bartlett farm in 35-16-13 is 
a combination oil and gas well. 


Around Okmulgee, 


The Okmulgee district is attractive and 
isn’t. Yet lots of men are tying their faith 
to Okmulgee and getting. rich. Weems, Jarvis 
& Jordan drilled a No, 1 test on the Thomas 
Plaver in_35-16+14 and got a dry hole, as did 
Noble & Moore on a fee tract in 15-14-14. In 
25-15-14 Keith and others drilled a first test 
on the J. Jefferson, and it was a failure, and 
w. F. Barringer drilled on the Hagerbell in 
1-14-13 and failed to find the pay streak, On 
the other hand, Rebold, Newman & Breckman 
put down a No. 1 test on the R. Manuel, in 
34-14-13, and it started at 900 barrels natural 
and the Banner Oil Company’s No. 4 on the 
W..O, Bassett, in 27-14-13 is good for 1,000 
barrels natural, Dr. Skelton, who hag made 
over a miliion dollars in the Okmulgee district 
has drilled in his No. 1 S. Charles, 25-15-14, 
for a 300-barrel natural gusher. This explains 
why men are willing to take the chance in 
Okmulgee county. When they do hit it they 
make up for a long string of dry ones. 


Bartlesville the Reliable. 


After all there is little more attractive to 
stand by than the old Bartlesville district. 
This sand holds up well and production here 
is as good as wheat in the mill. One of the 
very fortunate operators is Eugene B. Law- 
son, a Nowata attorney. Lawson has drilled 
in his No. 5 on the Lincoln England lease in 
1-26-13, northeast of Bartlesville, and it is 
credited with an initial production the first 
day of 735 barrels. The well drilled by Herb 
Clark in 14-26-13, a couple of miles south of 
this, has started a lot of work in advance of 
the old Day pool and toward the dry streak be- 
tween the Bartlesville and Hogshooter, which 
was supposed to have been dry as a bean. It 
now looks like a rich new spur, 


Various Field Notes. 


Some attention is being given ‘to the territory 
around Nowata now. About seven years ago 
several wells were drilled immediately north 
of the town and as many more southeast of the 
place. Oil was found in practically every hole 
drilled, but not enough to produce. New blood 
is now going in and taking up leases in that 
vicinity. A test has been completed this month 
on the Sallie Carr land in 19-17-15, which 
showed about 250,000 feet of gas, and it was 
plugged and abandoned. 

One of the best wells drilled -in the shallow 
sand district In many weeks was the Hoppy 
Toad Oil Company’s No. 5 on the Cyrus. Gill- 
more land in 20-24-16. It was shot and made 
180 barrels the first twenty-four hours, which 
may be considered very good for shallow :stuff, 
No. 7 on the Donald Gillmore in the same sec- 
tion was a 50-barrel well. 

In the Dewey district J. E.. Crosbie drilled 
his first test on the Armstrong in 25-27-13 and 
got a 60-barrel well, In 24, the adjoining. sec- 
tion, the Devonian Oil Company drilled in Nos. 
10 and 11 on the Nellie V. Cannon, and they 
are good for 60 and 50 barrels, respectively. 
In 13-27-13 the Martha Oil Company’s No, 4 
on the J. M. Bayless is good for 65 barrels after 
the shot. 

Some pretty fair wells are being drilled in 
the shallow sand district. The Edna Oil Com. 
pany has completed its No. 4 on the Poralee 
Rollens, in 21-24-16, along Lightning Creek, 
and it is a 40-barrel well. In section 20 the 
Bernice Oil Company has a 25-barrel well in 
No. 4 on the Thomas Reed. The Eldorado Oil 
Company, one of the first operators in the 
Alluwe district, has finished its No. 17 on the 
Sadie Wood land, in 6-27-17, and it is a 40- 
barreler. But to offset these fairly good ones 
there has been a large number of dry and very 
small wells of late. 

Down in the Sapulea district the Suppes- 
Minche!ll well, drilled jointly with the Bull 
Dog Oil Company, being No. 1 on the J, E. 
Rice, in 27-18-11, is rated as a 200-barrel nat- 
ural producer. 


GALICIAN PETROLEUM REPORT, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


The general market has presented compara- 
tively little of new interest during the inter- 
val, and trading has continued of the same 
proportions as recently reported. The price for 
crude oil rose from 9 to 9.70 kronen per 100 
kilos at the end of April. 

The crude oil production for April remaine& 
on the same evel as that of the foregoing 
month, amounting to 75,690 tons, of which 
380 tons were obtained from Tustanowice 
and 17,310 tons from Boryslaw. In face of the 
continual decrease witnessed of late, the fact 
of the production remaining in some way sta- 
tionary must be considered as satisfactory. Ad- 
vices from the field record no practical change 
in the general results, although operations are 
said to be very active. The Yohanna Petro- 
leum Company’s well Philipp No. 4 came in 
at a depth of 1,206 meters, with six-inch cas- 
ing, flowing at the rate of about fifty tons a 
day. 

Well Freidenheim of the Akt Gas fur Miner- 
alolindustrievormals, David Fanto, has: in- 
creased its output at a depth of 1,400 meters, 
with five-inch casing, bringing it up to fifty 
tons, after which it was drilled deeper, and 
now the result is much more favorable. 

An increase in production has also been ob- 
tained by the well Walka, property of the Jo- 
hanna Petroleum Company, the. output being 
now ten tons a day. 

Several new borings have been started at 
Boryslaw. The Galician Naphtha Act. Ges., 
Galicia, is about sinking a new well between 
their Boryslaw workshops and their well No. 
14. This is the third weel which this company 
started since the completion of the Sobiesky 
well on their lands situated in close vidinity 
to this well. 

The Triumph Petroleum Company (of the con- 
cern, Premier-Deutsche Erdol Act. Ges.) 
started a well on the land of the Albert Leo 
well at Boryslaw in the so-called Rateéezyn 
territory. 

The most important event for the month. un- 
der review was the agreement between the 
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crude oil comcern of the united pipe lines, i. e., 
of the Deutsche Erdol A. G. with the Union of 
crude oil producers. This will shortly be evi- 
denced by the transfer from Vienna to Lem- 
berg of the headquarters of the Petrolea, i. e., 
the United Pipe Lines. By this nearly the 
entire crude oil trade seems to be placed in 
one hand, or, rather, under the same control. 

The latest reports from the Galician oil fields 
indicate some new completions. The well Jo- 
hanna II. at Boryslaw, owned by the firm 
Mertens, Liebermann, was brought in on May 
4 with an average daily output of about ninety 
tons, flowing by itself, This well is 2of 
meters deep, with six-inch casing, and s 
reached the first oil horizon at this depth. It 
is located in that part of Boryslaw which has 
of late become famous by the completion of 
the Sobiesky well and in which are located 
several wells, such as Oil Star, Natan II., 
Ural II., Diamond, Blochowka II. and the 
wells Alex I., II., III., for which a bright fu- 
ture is prognosticated. It appears that this 
resgion is destined to bring the production 
of Boryslaw on a higher lever, but it is already 
covered with wells under drill, so that there is 
hardly room for new borings. Well Paris II. 
at Tustanowice, of the firm of Rothenberg & 
Co., came in on May 6 at a depth of 1,310 
meters, with six-inch casing. At a depth of 
1,240 meters it gave a production of 120 to 150 
tons, which, however has been lost, or, as is 
supposed, has been sucked up by the neigh- 
boring well Marcel, which became producing 
at an equal depth. Well Paris II. has, there- 
fore, beeen drilled deeper with successful re- 
sult. The output obtained by bailing is said 
to be of more than fifty tons a day. The well 
Hohburg, at Tustanowice, owned by the firm 
O. Smreker, of Mannheim, came in at a depth 
of 1,310 meters with an average production of 
about forty tons a day. 


Situation of Borings in Galicia. 


Boryslaw.—The well Oil Star was 1,120 meters 
deep, with seven-inch movable casing, in very 
hard sandstone, has strong gases and was 
producing 7,500 kilos per day while being 
drilled deeper. Well Sobiesky is yielding about 
eighty tons a day, with strong gases amount- 
ing to nearly 100 cubic meters per minute. 
Well Wit was 797 meters deep, with seven- 
inch casing, in slate. Well Montefiore is pro- 
ducing about 150 tons per month. 

Tustanowice.—Well Zeppelin Il. of the Petro- 
leum Company Zeppelin wags 1,197 meters deep, 
with seven-inch casing, in slate. Well Zeppe- 
lin II, of the same company was 634 meters 
deep, with nine-inch casing, in slate clay. Well 
Philipp IV. has established its production 
about thirty tons. Well Helene was 943 meters 
deep, and gave by bailing 1,250 kilos of oil; 
it was drilled deeper, and bailing is repeated 
from time to time. 

Bitkow.—The Oesterr. Petroleum-Industrie 
A. G.’s well No. 25 at Solotwina was 273 
meters deep, with ten-inch casing, in green 
slate. The same company’s well No. 27 was 
284 meters deep, with ten-inch casing in sand- 
stone, Their well No. 28 was 71% meters deep, 
with seven-inch casing, in sandstone, Their 
No. 29 was 340 meters deep, with nine-inch 
casing, in sandstone, with blue slate; their 
No. 31 was 232. meters deep, with ten-inch 
casing in sandstone. 

The following table shows the crude oil pro- 
duction and shipments at Boryslaw-Tustano- 
wice, for the first four months of 1913.

The negotiations between the refiners, fre- 
quently interrupted, have been resumed of 
late. This was determined by the competi- 
tion which some time ago appeared and re- 
sulted in the drop of the petroleum price to 
22 kronen per 100 kilos, and on the other 
hand the uncertain situation of the crude oil 
market made a cartel desirable, especially for 
the refiners who have no production of their 
own, or not in sufficient quantity, 

In view of the situation, which makes impos- 
sible for some of the Austrian refineries to use 
the full capacity of their plants and so to 
profit by the present favorable opportunity, 
they have, in the first place, agreed not to 
underbid and not to effect sales at a price less 
than 32 kronen per 100 kilos, f. o. b, Oderberg. 
They have further agreed not to close contracts 
for term payments (time bargains), as there 
is no reason to do so. However, they could 
not agree upon the election of a committee to 
carry on the negotiations concerning the car- 
tel, as nobody was willing to accept this mis- 
sion on account of the antagonistic interests 
Therefore, the negotiations will have to be 
adjourned for the coming months. Anyhow, 
the price for illuminating oil will shortly be 
increased by the refiners. The situation of 
the market for products is fluctuating in Aus- 
tria, While prices for gas oil and benzine 
are firm, with an upward tendency, and are 
continually in good demand, the lubricating oils 
are, to the contrary, offered at low rates, 





LONDON PETROLEUM MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Re porter.) 
London, June 7, 1913. 


Crude.—The stringent conditions noted pre- 
viously continue with unabated severity. The 
position {as to freights is practically un- 
changed and crude oil on the market at the 
present time is so small in quantity that it 
fetches very high prices, alike as to whether 
it is required for fuel or for grease-making 
purposes, In the circumstances there is an 
absence of definite quotation—the price of 70s. 
net per ton naked ex wharf last reported 
being now purely nominal—and holders are 
practically asking what they like. 

Gasoline.—Prices at the moment show no 
alternative from the 1s. 9d. per gallon retail 
for the best quality and 1s. 7d. retail for 
the second, with wholesale price about 8d. on 
contract, The probability of a further ad- 
vance in retail price is freely talked of in 
oil circles and indeed some say it is more 
than probable. If it eventuates another out- 
cry from motorists all over the country may 
ba expected, with stimulation to the ef- 
forts now proceeding to exploit alternative 
propelling agents, notably benzole. The dif- 
ficulty in regard to the latter material is 
the absence of a large and continuous sup- 
ply through non-recovery processes in gas 
and coke works, As, however, indicative of 
automobile users’ keenness to establish a 
petrol-substitute, it may be mentioned that 
a section of the motor press has induced 
200 retailers to stock benzole. Of course, the 
sales of benzole by these vendors is in- 
finitesimal compared to the aggregate petrol 
sold, but the movement Is e eigp of +e times. 
A rise in the price of petrol was expected 
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to come in at the end of May, but in some 
quarters it is regarded as postponed in con- 
sequence of the increase in April of petroleum 
stocks in America, On the other hand, those 
in close touch with the industry think that 
an advance will be announced _ shortly. 
Apropos of benzole developments, it may be 
stated that at a meeting on Monday last of 
the Tees Conservancy Commission the gen- 
eral manager reported that inquiries for 
sites for works had been received from firms 
desirous of establishing tank installations for 
the storage of benzole and exporting cargoes 
of the*same in bulk, With a view to en- 
courage this new class of trade the general 
manager was instructed to frame by-laws to 
deal with the export of benzole§ from 
Greatham Creek on similar lines to the 
existing regulations governing the importa- 
tion of petroleum to the river Tees. 

Kerosene.—The notable change in illuminat- 
ing oils is a rise in the price of Russian to 
S4,d. per gallon in barrels, against 8% pre- 
viously. The advance is due to the fact that 
producers in Russia, in the prevailing high 
prices and great demand for fuel-oil, are not 
troubling to take the kerosene off their pro- 
duction, being content with simply removing 
the gasoline, Illuminating oils from other 
sources show no change viz., American 8'd., 
American water white 9%4d., Roumanian 8d. 
and Galician 84d. 

Lubricating Oils.—Quotations for the prin- 
cipal grades are £12 2s. 6d. for No. 1 Rus- 
sian, spot and forward, from £10 7s. 6d. for 
American pale, from £12 2s. 6d. for American 
dark and from £14 12s, 6d. for American fil- 
tered cylinder, with Galician about 5s. less 
than Russian, 

Gas Oil.—In the past this product has been 
brought over from America and the European 
Continent and sold in cargo lots to the gas 
companies, But the price is now so high 
that the gas undertakings do not regard it as 
practical to use it and in all probability they 
will have to shut down their enriching plant 
and make the gas entirely from coal. The 
advance in value is shown by contrasting 
the present price of 4%d, c. i. f. per gallon in 
cargo lots taking 10,000 tons at a time with 
l%d. per gallon ruling some time back. Of 
course, it has been nearly as high in the 
past—about a decade ago it was 4%d.—but 
conditions are different now in the gas in- 
dustry. The acuteness of the present posi- 
tion results from the gas oil being now gen- 
erally left in the liquid fuel for which there 
is such a heavy demand. Consequently the 
little gas oil that is produced commands cor- 
respondingly high figures. 

Wax.—The position of prices are unaltered 
from that given in the London dispatch pub- 
lished in the Reporter of May 19. 

General.—One of the features of the current 
week is the announcement by the famous 
Shell Transport and Trading Company, 
Limited, that having exhausted their issuing 
powers and in view of the many develop- 
ments which are from time to time under 
consideration, it is deemed advisable to take 
authority to issue further shares. Consequent- 
ly resolutions will be proposed at a meet- 
ing on June 18 that the capital of the com- 
pany be increased to £10,000,000 by the crea- 
tion of 3,500,000 new ordinary shares of £1 
each and 150,000 new preference shares of £10 
each. It is intended to issue such shares as 
and when occasion requires. The accounts of 
the company for 1912 have just been pub- 
lished. They show a net profit of £1,435,818, 
including £294,985, brought forward from the 
previous year and it is proposed to pay a 
balance dividend, making with the interim 
dividend, 30 per cent. for the year, com- 
pared wth 20 per cent. for 1911. 

Another interesting matter is a newspaper 
campaign against an alleged monopoly of oil 
transport within the island of Trinidad which 
is said to have been conferred on the United 
British West Indies Petroleum Syndicate, 
Limited, a company including such well 
known petroleum interests as are indicated by 
the names as directors of H. N. Benjamin 
(Asiatic and Shell), W. L. W. Bird Hungarian 
companies), J. T. Cargill (Anglo-Persian and 
Burmah), R. W. Cohen (Shell and Anglo- 
Egyptian), C. Greenway (Anglo-Persian) and 
Frederick Lane (Asiatic and Royal Dutch). 
The matter is rather controversial, but it is 
alleged that the pipe line monopoly in one 
of the chief, if not the chief, large future 
sources of oil fuel for the British navy has 
been given in a form that enables the grantees 
to enjoy great advantages over all other oil 
producers and even to oppress small pro- 
ducers. The matter is strongly defended in 
prominent oil quarters, but more is likely to 
be heard of it in Parliament, for the Secre- 
tary of the Colonies on request by Mr. 
Mitchell-Thompson, M. P., has agreed to lay 
upon the table of the House of Commons a 
copy of the agreement between the Crown 
Agents and the syndicate named above.

COLOR GRINDING IN ALL ITS BRANCHES. 


Mixing and Grinding Red Pigments in Oil. 


This is also an important group of colors, and by far the greatest interest 
attached to the red exides of iron, natural or artificially made. It may be said 
that of the total output of most paint factories, one-half, or nearly one-half, con- 
sists of red pigments in paste form in oil or in red paint ready for use. That is 
so far as colored pigments are taken into consideration. Therefore we shall begin 
with the iron oxide reds. Of these the oil color lists as a rule include Venetian 
red of several shades, ‘Indian red, light and dark, red oxide, maroon oxide and 
Tuscan red, which has also oxide of iron for its base. Some manufacturers list 
extended iron oxides under fancy names, as for instance, Pompeiian red, Mars 
red, Windsor red, Victoria red, etc., etc. . 

There never has been a standard for purity as to Venetian red, and up to 
twenty; years ago any extended pigment owing its color to .red oxide of iron 
could be placed on the market under that designation. Before the crusade for pure 
colors in oil began in this country in 1892, it was no uncommon occurrence that 
Venetian red paint was applied to iron structures that was found on analysis to 
consist of less than 10 per cent. sesquioxide of iron (Ie,03), the balance of pigment 
being barytes and whiting, 

VENETIAN RED was originally made by grinding native red oxide or red 
hematite, but as the use of paint developed the name was transferred by English 
dry color manufacturers to the artificial product made by calcining green copperas 
with more or less limestone that gave a red pigment consisting of about 28 per 
cent. ferric oxide and 72 per cent. of sulphate of lime (terra alba or gypsum). Large 
quantities of this sort of English Venetian red were exported to this country, but 
since the American manufacturers made great progress in the production of oxide 
of iron paints, imports have been reduced to quite an extent. The color grinders 
of twenty years ago had in their oil color lists a red generally labeled English 
Venetian red over their own name, and in that case it was a dark reg, consisting 
in its pigment properties of 35 to 40 per cent. sesquioxide of iron, balance usually 
being gypsum (sulphate of lime). Venetian red in oil, consisting of less than 
that percentage of iron oxide, was hardly ever labeled with the manufacturer’s 
name, One certain firm listed three shades of Venetian red in oil, light, medium 
and dark. The pigment used for the light or bright shade was made by mixing 
the highest grade of a scarlet red oxide known at one time as Forest of Dean or 
Crawshay red, that showed by chemical analysis 96 to 97 per cent. Fe,0, in such 
proportion with hydrated sulphate of lime (gypsum), that it would invariably 
show on analysis 20 per cent. FesO3; and 80 per cent. CaSo,. On account of its bright 
color this red had a remarkable sale. The medium shade of Venetian red was a 
copperas red, averaging 40 per cent. Fe,O,; with very little deviation, balance being 
sulphate of lime, dead burnt in the furnace along with the green vitriol (copperas) 
and a trifle silica. The dark shade of Venetian red consisted in the pigment of a 
mixture of Persian Gulf red and hydrated sulphate of lime (gypsum) averaging 
35 per cent. Fe,Os, 15 per cent, silica and alumina (SiO, & Al,O3) and 50 per cent. 
CaSo, The mixing and grinding of the light and dark shades of the red referred 
to was accomplished in the dry state by first mixing the material and expelling the 
moisture on steam heated iron drying pans, and then grinding the material so mixed 
to impalpable fineness on stone mills of 36-inch diameter before mixing the pig- 
ments in oil. Hither of these three red pigments could be mixed and ground to a 
smooth oil paste on 20 or 24-inch stone mills (esopus stones) by mixing 77 pounds of 
pigment to 23 pounds raw linseed oil, while by the use of fire boiled linseed oil it 
was possible to mix 79 pounds pigment and 21 pounds of oil. This bit of history 
is not related for a suggestion to follow, as present day color grinders would 
hardly care to do so in the face of the competition. Any color grinder who may 
have before him the specifications of the United States Navy Department can draw 
his own conclusions as to the adoption by that service branch of the government 
of the chemical constituents of the reds above described, These specifications are 
still in force at the present time with this one exception, that they originally 
called for a mixture of so much sesquioxide of iron, not over 15 per cent. of silica, 
balance to be sulphate of lime tully hydrated, while some nine or ten years ago 
this passage was changed to the wording:—‘‘Balance to consist of sulphate of lime 
that has been dead burned in the furnace, so as to render it incapable of absorbing 
moisture again.” 

The reason for this change is obvious. When gypsum is only partly hydrated 
it is apt to take up moisture from the air, even when mixed with linseed oil to 
be applied as a paint and even alter application. It is also claimed by chemists 
that one part of gypsum can be dissolved in 600 parts water, hence when it has 
been dead burned it cannot be dissoived no matter how much water is used. Most 
of the color grinders to-day place only one shade of Venetian red on their list, and 
that of the medium type, carrying any way from 30 to 40 per cent. of sesquioxide 
of iron. 

rhe comes to a second or even third grade line of colors, as many makers 
pm, A. the usual practice is to extend the red still further with barytes, the 
one inert mineral base that absorbs the smallest percentage of oilf thus meeting 
the demand for very low priced Venetian reds that are often mislabeled iron oxide 
red. As an example, we will assume that a typical Venetian red In oil costs the 
maker $2.7) per 100 pounds for material, not figuring labor and fixed charges or 
packages; a second grade like the one mentioned, if made from the same pigment 
with its own weight of a first grade of barytes and pure linseed oil as the vehicle 
would cost $2 per 100 pounds for material, figuring on a mixing of equal parts of 
dry red and barytes, ground with 15 per cent. by weight of oil. A red of this quality 
in paste form would still show by analysis about 14 per cent. of sesquioxide of 
iron in the pigment, and on thinning for use cover up nearly as well as the normal 
Venetian red, but on comparison, pound for pound, would not absorb as much 
thinner and therefore be deficient in spreading capacity. Third grade of Venetian 
red or oxide of iron reds, so-called, usually do not contain in their pigment portion 
over 7 or 8 per cent. of sesquioxide of iron, and a cheap grade of barytes is being 
used as extender, unless the vehicle is a paint or putty oil of mineral origin, when 
a lighter extender, such as cheap whiting or marble dust, is introduced in place 
of barytes in order to keep the paste from hardening in the package. Nor is a 
good oxide of iron introduced as the coloring principle, though it would prove far 
better, but often an ordinary red ocher or clay. Being of the opinion that manu- 
facturers who price their reputation more highly than temporary gain, will not 
cater to the demand for this class of goods, we shall not dwell further on the 


subject and proceed to deal with 
FREIGHT CAR REDS 


te or semi-paste form. Nearly every color grinder of repute is familiar with 
Re Se eee present in force for freight car red called for by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, the first one of the railway companies in the United 
States to issue specification for paint material to be used on their rolling stock 
and other equipment. But it may be of more than passing interest for the younger 
element in the business to learn how this feature developed to its present stage. 
The latest requirements that have been in force for some years call for a red 
in paste form consisting of 74 per cent. by weight of dry pigment, 1 per cent. of 
moisture and 25 per cent. of oil. The pigment to consist of 25 per cent. of sesqui- 
oxide of iron, not less than 2 nor more than 5 per cent. carbonate of lime, balance 
to be inert material not less opaque than sulphate of lime fully hydrated or such 
silicious inert material as occurs with oxide of iron in nature, or a mixture of these. 
The oil to be strictly pure, well settled raw linseed oil. When the late Dr. Charles 
B. Dudley, who was then chief chemist for the P. R. R. Co., having charge of the 
laboratories at Altoona, Pa., in 1888 first conceived the idea to issue specifications 
for freight car color, he not only consulted the superintendent and master car 
painter at the Altoona shops, but also several prominent paint manufacturers, and 
his first step was to order several barrels of red oxide of iron paste in oil, paste 
form, that was to have in the dry pigment not less than 60 per cent. by weight 
of pure sesquioxide of iron, while he left it to the various manufacturers what 
extender should be used if any were necessary. Upon investigation he found that 
50 per cent. of sesquioxide in the pigment was sufficient to give all the hiding 
power that was desired, also that there was excessive percentages of moisture 
present in the paint furnished, and asked for a paint that would be practically free 
of moisture, but upon being furnished with a trial lot that did not show over one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. of moisture, because the dry pigment had been subjected to 
a heat of 350 to 375 degrees F. and mixed with the raw linseed oil, while still 
showing a temperature of over 200 degrees FE. before running the materia] through 
the mill, he found that the paint did not at all give proper satisfaction in his 
tests. This was no doubt due to the partial dehydration of the gypsum constituting 
the inert base brought about by the excessive degree of heat used in trying to expel 
all the moisture possible from the pigment. After that the doctor insisted on the 
extracted dry pigment from his freight car red paste, showing one full per cent. 
by weight of moisture, and not long afterward made his specifications for this red 
require only 35 per cent, by weight of sesquioxide of iron, which was finally further 
reduced to 2 per cent. The idea of requiring from 2 to 5 per cent. of carbonate

made for economical reasons, because it enabled color grinders to furnish the 
material at lower prices. Another point of consideration appears to be that it was 
unnecessary expenditure of money to place higher priced material on this equip- 
ment, as it would need repainting as frequently even with the more costly material. 

OXIDE OF IRON RED IN OIL as found in some color grinders’ lists is usually 
a mixture of native red oxide, or it may be a copperas red, containing any where 
from 70 to 90 per cent. sesquioxide of iron in the native red, with a gangue of silica 
and alumina, as occurs in nature with the oxide, while the red oxide made in the 
furnace from green copperas may run about 60 to 70 per cent. in oxide, the inert 
material consisting of dead burned sulphate of lime. These reds are usually of 
medium or dark shades, and will require the same proportion of pigment and oil for 
mixing and grinding as the best grades of Venetian red noted above, that is, about 
77 pounds of dry pigment and 23 pounds raw linseed oil. In native reds the 
Spanish and Persian Gulf reds are excellent types and are lower in price than the 
= reds of similar precentages, though the latter are usually much richer in 
color. 

MAROON OXIDE IN OIL, when so branded, may be a deep Indian red, or it 
may be Persian Gulf red. 

INDIAN RED IN OIL is listed by some grinders in one shade only, and here 
a medium shade is selected, while others quote light and dark shades. Indian 
red is made artificially from green copperas, and Leech, Neal & Co., of Derby, 
England, practically monopolized the sale of Indian reds in this country for a long 
time, but of late years several dry color makers succeeded in making inroads on 
the sale of these reds and also on some of the strong, bright red-:oxides. These firms 
will be found in the advertising columns of the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, and 
color grinders will do well to take.notice of this fact. Indian reds, like all the oxide 
of iron pigments, should be selected by the color grinder by comparing them in 
making rubouts, testing for fineness, tone, shade and tinting strength, but in test- 
ing Indian reds extra precaution is necessary in order to avoid trouble after the 
oil color is in stock or in store packed for the market, to see before mixing that 
any free sulphuric acid is neutralized, but also that it is as free from alkali as 
possible. When Indian red is being levigated before it is being dried and packed in 
casks or other containers for the market, an alkali, usually milk of lime, is added 
to neutralize all traces of acid, but if lime is added in excess it is liable to saponify 
a portion of the oil on mixing, and so tending to turn the paste {into a liver- 
like mass or at least to make it necessary to add extra quantities of oil to keep 
the paste in good condition. Any color grinder that may intend to bid on proposals 
for supplying Indian red, dry or in oil, to the Naval Supply Fund should carefully 
read over the United States Department specifications, which are very exact- 
ing on the acid and alkali feature, in order to save himself from, eventual loss 
through rejection. Chemically pure Indian reds contain from 9% to 98 per cent. 
sesquioxide of iron, balance being silica and calcium sulphate, and can be mixed 
and ground at the rate of 83 to 8 pounds dry pigment and 16 to 17 pounds raw 
linseed oil. Boiled oil is not well adapted for grinding Indian red that is put up in 
containers for sale in’ paste form, as/it is usually too limpid to hold the heavy 
pigment in suspension. Raw linseed oil free from foots and somewhat aged is best. 
All of these reds based on oxide of iron are best ground in oil on mills of large 
diameter if the size of batches warrant it. Any diameter, from 20 inches to 36 
inches, will be proper, providing the mill is run at a speed conforming to this. 

MARS RED, properly speaking, is an artificial color made by calcining Mars 
yellow at red heat. Mars yellow should be a precipitate of copperas and alum, 
but French ocher is sold under that name, and French burnt ocher as Mars red, 
This burnt ocher will require a mixing of 74 pounds of dry pigment and 26 pounds 
raw linseed oil for 100 pounds marketable paste. 

TUSCAN RED IN OIL.—These reds are a somewhat unknown material so far 
as a standard for them is concerned. The color sold under the brand English 
Tuscan red is not up to some of the proprietary brands made by color makers in 
the United,States, and some of the reds offered by British manufacturers as Tuscan 
are simply maroon lakes of uncertain origin very much reduced. Up to about the 
year 1887 the dry color sold as Tuscan red was.made by American color makers 
by precipitating upon a base of about equal parts pure Indian red and English 
cliffstone paris white a certain quantity of the mother liquor of rose pink made 
trom Brazil wood, which made a rich color, but a pigment not very strong in hiding 
power nor very permanent. About that time the general business manager of a 
prominent paint firm, now long deceased, copyrighted a brand of color under the 
title new Tuscan red that was made in their own color making establishment, and 
the formula was quite secret for many years. This Tuscan red, though not of great 
hiding power, is quite rich in tone and very permanent, standing high degrees of 
heat and exposure to light to a remarkable degree. This Tuscan red was made in 
three shades, but only the medium shade had a remarkable sale for a long time, 
though the other two shades also sold well. The base of this red is also chemically 
pure Indian red mixed in water, to which is added about its own weight of calcined 
sulphate of lime, also hydrated or wet-up with water, both of these run into a 
striking tub and precipitated upon this base is a certain portion of alizarine red 
paste or mother liquor. When the mixture is effected the color is washed re- 
peatedly, the precipitate filtered, dried and powdered. 

This color, mixed with raw linseed oil, requires 72 to 73 pounds dry pigment 
to 27 or 28 pounds oil for 100 pounds of paste'in oil, holding well in suspension in 
the containers, A Tuscan red of similar permanency and richness can be made 
by mixing and grinding 45 pounds dark Indian red, 10 pounds of alizarine red lake 
and 45 pounds gypsum in 30 pounds raw or refined linseed oil, yielding 128 pounds 
of paste, allowing for waste. Or still better to save expense in grinding, grind 
the alizarine red lake separately in its own weight of linseed oil impalpably fine, 
mix 15 pounds of the resulting semi-paste with 36 pounds each dry Indian red dark 
and gypsum and 15 pounds raw linseed oil, and the result will be 100 pounds net 
of Tuscan red paste. Lighter or deeper shades can be produced on same formula 
by simply using light or extra dark Indian red in place of the dark shade. 

A cheap grade of Tuscan red can be made by mixing Indian red and gypsum 
in convenient proportions, adding sufficient of a carmine substitute pigment other- 
wise known as scarlet lake or azo-scarlet. While this color is neither permanent 
on exposure nor heat resisting, it is as good as many consumers desire to have it. 
By mixing 30 pounds Indian red, light or medium, 40 pounds gypsum, 10 pounds of 
azo scarlet lake G, with 22 to 23 pounds of boiled linseed oil and grinding same 
fine, 100 pounds of a fairly rich red of the Tuscan red type will be the result. 

As we remarked at the beginning of the paragraph on Tuscan red, there is no 
accepted standard for this color, and all that is known about it is that it should 
be rich permanent red, such as cannot be obtained from even the richest red oxide 
of iron. Of late some grinders have made their grindings of Tuscan red by mixing 
in some instances Indian red, in others deep red oxide of iron or Venetian red with 
some of the so-called body toners of the para nitraniline or beta naphthaline group 
selecting such as are least apt to bleed out. Because of this practice no two 
grinders are producing shades of Tuscan, red that are precisely similar, unless they 
are given samples to match. Pompeiian red in oil, if called for, can be filled out 
of a grinding made from Persian Gulf red, while Windsor and Victoria reds are 
simply Venetian reds low in cost.

Sicilian Sulphur Trade Conditions. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 20, 1913. 
In a review of the trade conditions of 
Sicily, sent from Catania by Consul Wed- 
dell, reference is made to the effect of the 
wur in the Balkan States upon sulphur 
shipments. The war affected materially 
the shipments of sulphur from Sicily into 
Grecce and ‘Turkey, and a decline in 
shipments to the United States is report- 
ed tor the past year, due, it is claimed, 
“to the increased production of sulphur 
in the United States."" Regarding sul- 
phur prices the following comments are 
made in this report:- 
“The price per metric ton, f. 0. b. Ca- 
tania, for refined sulphur and milled sul- 


phur was about as _ follows:—Refined, 
$20.94; vefined, ground, $23.16; rolled, re- 
fined, $21.80; sublimed, $26.63. The stock 


on hand at the beginning of 1912 amount- 
ed to 551,420 metric tons, which had de- 
clined to 450,917 metric tons at the close 
or the year. The total production for 
IYit was 373,469 metric tons; for 1912, 357,- 
47 metric tons. During 1912 several large 
mines were inactive on account of fire, 
financial difficulties, etc., which explains 
the decline in the production as compared 
with 1911. The general outlook for 1913, 
ewing to the continuance of the war in 
the Galkans and the increasing produc- 
tion in the United States, is considered 
unfavorable.”’ 

this report also states regarding car- 
bon visulphide that “‘the shipment of car- 


boon bisulphide from the Catania district 
to the United States is interesting; none 
wus exported to America in 1911, there- 


fore the 182 tons sent in 1912 represent a 
iiet gain. For some twelve years there 
nas been a factory at Catania producing 


this chemical to meet local demands, 
In 1911 one of the large works in the 
United States was destroyed, and this 


caused purchases from abroad. Owing to

Montan Wax Distillate Duties. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, June 20, 1913. 
The Collector of Customs at New York 
is advised by the Treasury Department 
in regard to the classification of certain 
distillates of montan wax, that the 
process by which this distillation is con- 
ducted results in products which are not 
wax, and the department advises that 
these products are dutiable as follows:— 
A yellowish white substance, consisting 
of fatty acids, as acids not specially pro- 
vided for, 25 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der paragraph 1 of the existing tariff 
law; the residue as a waste not specially 
provided for, at 10 per cent, ad valorem 
under paragraph 479 of the act. This rul- 
ing is made effective thirty days from 
June 14. 





Mayor Gaynor Sends Wood Alcohol 
Labeling Ordinance Bill Back to 


Aldermen for Revision. 


On the ground that at least one of its 
labeling requirements is unnecessarily ob- 
jectioaable to the manufacturers, the so- 
called wood alcohol labeling ordinance 
bill, drafted and introduced before the 
Buard of Aldermen of New York City 
by Jacob Weil, of the wholesale drug 
firm of Britt, Loeffler & Weil and him- 
self a member of the Board, which was 
adopted by that body a fortnight ago, 
wus sent back to the Board at its meet- 
ing last Tuesday by Mayor Gaynor, to 
whom it had been submitted for ap- 
proval. 

In recommiiting this ordinance measure 
to the Board of Aldermen, the Mayor did 
not express disapproval of its principal 
provisions, which aim to safeguard the 
public in its use of methyl alcohol, but 
merely asked the Board’s Committee on 
Public Health to “improve’’ upon the 
measure by eliminating the labeling pro- 
vision requiring the words:—‘'This fluid, 
taken internally, inhaled or used ex- 
ternally, is likely to produce blindness 
and lead to death.’’ It was the Mayor's 
opinion that this provision is unneces- 
sarily drastic and that a milder warning 
would serve as good a purpose. This 
jabel requirement was originally insisted 
upun by representatives of the Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness at a 


hearing on the measure a month ago and 
the bill 


was therefore incorporated in 
by Mr. Weil. 
‘The Aldermanic Committee on Public 


Health, of which Mr. Weil is chairman, 
has recently granted hearings to the 
wood alcohol manufacturers and has 


agreed to revise the warning requirements 
in the compulsory labeling of the wood 
spirits, but has declined to accede to 
their request to permit wood alcohol to 
ve sold under the proposed names of 
“methyl alcohol’ or ‘‘methyl spirits.’’ The 
committee contends that the require- 
ments, that this commodity be sold only 
under the name ‘‘wood naphtha,’’ shall 
be retained in the amended bill. 

It is expected that the redrafted meas- 
ure will be re-introduced by Alderman 
Weil at the next meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen, to be held this week, and 
that tnis revised bill will then be passed 
and presented again for the Mayor's ap- 
proval which, it is believed, will there- 
upon be forthcoming. 





Judgments Under Pure Food and 
Drugs Act. 


The United States Department of Agri- 
culture, oftice of the Secretary, has issued 
the following judgments under tHe Food 
and Drugs Act:— 


Misbranding of Pepper. 


No. 2078. The product was labeled:— 
“Jewett’s High Grade Brand Steel Cut 


Pepper—Jewett Bros., Aberdeen, So Dak. 
Jewett Bros. & Jewett, Sioux Falls, So. 
Dak.—Jewett Bros. & Co., Sheldon, lowa 
(stenciled in large letters on top of pail) 
30 lbs.—Sugar and Creamer—blik pepper— 
Jewett Bros. & Jewett, Sioux Falls, S. 
D.—St. F.’’ Misbranding of the product 
was alleged in the libel for the reason 
that it was labeled as containing thirty 
pounds of pepper, whereas the weighing 
of the pails showed a shortage of twenty- 
two and one-quarter pounds in the con- 
tents, or an average of 4.6 per cent., and, 
further, for the reason that the arrange- 
ment of the principal label on each of the 
pails of the product conveyed the impres- 
sion that it was manufactured by Jewett 
Bros. & Jewett, of Sioux Falls, S. Dak., 
when, in truth and in fact, the goods were 
manufactured by and purchased from 
Arbuckle Bros., of Chicago, Ill, On July 
25, 1912, a decree of condemnation and 
forfeiture was entered and it was further 
ordered that the product should be re- 
leased to said Jewett Bros. & Jewett, 
claimants, upon payment of the costs of 
the proceedings, amounting to $33.55, and 
the execution of a bond in conformity 
with the act. 


Misbranding and Adulteration of 
Powdered Stramonium Leaves, 


_No. 2090. The Murray & Nickell Manu- 
facturing Company, a corporation, Chi- 
cago, lll., alleging shipment by said com- 
pany, in violation of the food and drugs 
act, on October 4, 1909, from the State of 
Illinois into the State of California, of a 
quantity of powdered stramonium leaves 
which were adulterated and misbranded. 
Adulteration of the product was alleged 
in the information for the reason that 
it was sold by a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia, and dif- 
fered from the standard of strength for 
said article as determined by the test laid 
down in said United States Pharmacopeia 
olticial at the time of shipment, Mis- 
branding was alleged for the reason that 
the label was false and misleading. On 


February 1, 1912, the case naving come 
on for trial before the court and a jury, 
a verdict of guilty was rendered by the 
jury on February 26, 1912, the court im- 
posed a fine of $50 and costs. 


Alleged Adulteration and Misbrand- 
ing of Powdered Bella- 
donna Leaves. 


Against the Murray & Nickell 
corporation, 


No. 2091. 
Manufacturing Company, a 
Chicago, Ill., alleging shipment by said 
company, in violation of the food and 
drugs act, on October 4, 1909, from the 
State of Illinois into the State of Cali- 
fornia of a quantity of powdered bella- 
donna leaves which were adulterated and 
misbranded. Adulteration of the product 
was aileged in the information for the 
reason that it was sold by a name recog- 
nized in the United States Pharmacopceia, 
and differed from the standard of strength 
as determined by the test laid down in 
said Pharmacopeia official at the time of 
shipment. Misbranding was alleged for 
the reason that the product bore the label 
set forth above, which said label was a 
statement, design and device regarding 
the product and the ingredients and sub- 
stances contained therein was false and 
misleading. 

On January 30, 1912, the case having 
come on for trial before the court and a 
jury, a verdict of not guilty was returned 
by the jury by direction of the court. 


Misbranding of Stomach Bitters; 
Adulteration and Misbranding 
of Extract of Peppermint; 
Misbranding of Cordial, 


No. 2094. Against the Weideman Com- 
pany, a corporation, Cleveland, Ohio, al- 
leging shipment by said company, in viv- 
iation of the food and drugs act:— 

(1) The shipment of a quantity of bit- 
ters which was misbranded; (2) of a quan- 
tity of extract of peppermint which was 
adulterated and misbranded; (3) of a cor- 
dial which was misbranded. 

On May 9, 1912, the defendant company 
entered a plea of guilty to the second and 
third counts of the information charging 
adulteration and misbranding of extract 
of peppermint and plea of nolo contendere 
as to the first and fourth counts charg- 
ing misbranding of stomach bitters and

Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Lemon Extract. 


No. 2103. Against the Haynor Manufac- 
turing Company (Inc.), Norfolk, Va., al- 
leging shipment by said cémpany in vio- 
lation of the food and drugs act, on July 
27, 1907, from the State of Virginia into 
the State of North Carolina, of a quan- 
tity of lemon extract which was adul- 
terated and misbranded. The product was 
labeled:—‘Extract Lemon. The Haynor 
Mfg. Co., Norfolk, Va., New York, Chi- 
cago, &c.”"’ Adulteration of the product 
was alleged in the indictment for the 
reason that a substance containing no 
lemon oil had been mixed and packed 
with the product so as to reduce, lower 
and injuriously affect its quality and 
strength, and a substance containing no 
lemon oil had been substituted in part for 
ihe product and was colored in a manner 
whereby inferiority was concealed. Mis- 
branding was charged tor the reason that 
the product was labeled and branded so 
as to deceive and mislead the purchaser, 
being labeled ‘‘Extract lemon,’’ when in 
truth and in fact it contained no lemon 
oil. On June 16, 1909, the defendant com- 
pany entered a plea of guilty to the in- 
dictment and the court imposed a fine of 
$0, without costs. 


Misbranding of Dr. Bennett's Won- 
der Oil, 


No, 2106. Against L. R. Bennett, trad- 
ing as the Bennett Medicine Company, 
Norfolk, Va., alleging shipment by him, 
in violation of the food and drugs act, on 
April 15, 1910, from the State of Virginia 
into the District of Columbia, of a quan- 
tity of Dr. Bennett’s Wonder Oil which 
was misbranded, Misbranding of the 
product was alleged in the information 
tor the reason that the package contain- 
ing it failed to bear a statement on the 
label thereof of the quantity or proportion 
of any alcohol, opium and chloroform, 
and any derivative or preparation of such 
substance contained therein, as required 
by section 8 of the food and drugs act, 
the said product actually containing al- 
cohol, opium and chloroform and deriva- 
tives therefrom. 

On June 8, 1911, the defendant entered 
a plea uf guilty to the information and 
the court imposed a fine of $25 and costs. 


Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Lemon Flavor, 


No. 2108. Against the McNeil & Higgins 
Company, a corporation, Chicago, IIL, 
alleging shipment by said company, in 
violation of the food and drugs act, on 
August 2, 1910, from the State of Illinois 
into the State of Indiana, of a quantity 
of Crescent Terpeneless Lemon Flavor, 
which was adulterated and misbranded. 
The product was _ labeled:—‘‘Crescent 
Terpeneless Lemon Flavor Colored, Man- 
ufactured by McNeil & Higgins Co., Chi- 
cago.”’ Adulteration of the product was 
alleged in the information for the reason 
that a dilute solution of alcohol, contain- 
ing little or no flavoring material, had 
been mixed with the product so as to re- 
duce its quality and strength as a ter- 
peneless lemon flavor, and for the further 
reason that oil derived from, the skins of 
lemons, or oil of lemon, in measurable 
quantities is an essential ingredient of 
terpeneless lemon flavor, whereas a dilute 
solution of alcohol had been substituted 
for said oil derived from the skins of 
lemons, or oil of lemon, in the product. 
Adulteration was alleged for the further 
reason tiat the product was colored with 
naphthol yellow S in a manner whereby 
its inferiority was concealed. Misbrand- 
ing was alleged for the reason that the 
product bore a certain label purporting 
to state that it was a true terpeneless 
lemon flavor, as set forth above, which 
said statement or label was false and mis- 
leading 

On October 5, 1912, the defendant com- 
pany entered a plea of guilty to the in- 
formation and the court imposed a fine 
of $25, with costs.

witz case introduced the findings of 
the special government board to the 
effect that saccharin was injurious. 


Dr. Charles S. Chandler, professor of 
chemistry at the New York College of 
Pharmacy, appeared for the defense 
and controverted the evidence of the 
injurious character of saccharin. 


Illinois House Defeats Patent Medicine

Food, Dairy and Drug Association 
Meeting. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Mobile, Ala., June 18, 1913. 

Proceedings in the seventeenth annual 
convention of the Food, Dairy and Drug 
Assceciation were opened on Monday even- 
ing at the Battle House by an address of 
welcome by acting Mayor Captain Lyons 
in behalf of the city, followed by an ad- 
dress by Leon Schwartz, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce. President George 
L. Flanders responded on behalf of the 
association. The formal sessions began 
Tuesday morning. W. W. Armstrong, 
counsel of the National Vinegar Manu- 
tacturers’ Association, of Rochester, N. 
Y., spoke on the need of checking the 
production of impure vinegar by effective 
co-operation of all officials interested in 
the advance of the pure food movement 
toward putting an end to the practices of 
mishbranding products that were injurious 
to public health. Mr. Armstrong stated 
that in New York about fifty per cent. 
of the vinegar marketed as cidar vinegar 
comprised imitations, while samples of 
Pennsylvania and Ohio products showed 
a greater percentage of fraudulent claims. 

A lively discussion was provoked over 
the value of oleomargarine as a food 
product, and charges of using the office of 
Pure Food Commissioner to effect legis- 
lation which would restrict the use of 
oleomargarine to the advantage of butter 
were made against an official who was 
largely interested in the dairy business. 
Several of the commissioners expressed 
themselves strongly in favor of oleomar- 


garine when so labeled as to create no 
doubt as to its character. Mr. Caspary, 
of Maryland, urged that all States fol- 
low the example of Maryland in com- 
pelling the labeling of all renovated or 
process butter, just the same as oleo- 
margarine, while Mr. Flanders, of New 
York, spoke against the adoption of laws 
designed to prohibit the sale of a real 


competitor of butter at a much less cost. 


Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, addressed the 
convention on the need of uniformity in 
the Federal and State food and drug 
statutes. This address is printed in an- 
other part of ‘this issue. 

Dr. H. F. Billingsly, Alabama food ex- 
pert, presented the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

Be it resolved, That the president of the 


Association of American Dairy Food and Drug 
officials appoint a committee of three to call 
on the President of the United States and the 
proper committees of Congress and urge that 
the food and drugs law be amended so as to 
require all drug preparations officially recog- 
nized by the United States Pharmacapceia to 
be prepared in accordance with the strength 
and formula prescribed by the United States 
Pharmacopeia as national formulary. 

Dr. Billingsly explained he had been 
prompted to present the resolution so as 
to encourage the quantity standardization 
of all narcotic drugs, the law being de- 
fective in permitting the use of varying 


amounts in prescriptions. 

The following resolutions were also 
e.dopted:— 

That as a means of protecting the public 


against abuses of, charlatans who characterize 
themselves in public print and through the 
mail as physicians, and who prey upon suffer- 
ing humanity, the enactment of Federal and 
State laws be recommended which will require 
that all mail order prescriptions and medicines 
be labeled to show the presence and quality 
of any narcotics or poisonous habit forming, 
or harmful drugs, proposed by Mr. Wallis. 
That national legislation be brought about to 
abolish the present form of ‘‘guarantee’’ label 
on food and drugs. The resolution stated that 
the present label, ‘‘Guaranteed Under the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906,’’ as used 
was valueless and deceived many purchasers, 
The following officers of the association 
were elected for the ensuing year:— 
James H, Wallis, Idaho, president; J. A. 
Abbott, Texas, first vice-president; Com- 
missioner Strode, Ohio, second vice-presi- 
dent; S. C. Dinsmore, Nevada, third vice- 


president; H. F. Potter, Connecticut, re- 
elected treasurer; W. M. Allen, North 
Carolina, re-elected secretary. 
Kineo, Maine, was chosen as the next 
meeting place early in July, 1914.

Aside from further consideration of 
the contemplated revision of Schedule 


A in the tariff law, there were few 
developments of notice in the drug 
market within the week. Some addi- 


tional concessions were made in prices 
asked for botanical and other crude 
drugs, in the hope of. stimulating the 
flagging demand, but such shading of 
quotations failed in most instances to 
augment the buying’ movement which 
fell to mid-summer proportions at the 
close of the interval. Advances in 
prices were less numerous than for 
several weeks, for, although spot stocks 
of several commodities were almost de- 
pleted, they proved adequate for the 
greatly diminished requirements, 

The meager yield of lemon oil in 
Sicily continued to inspire higher prices 


for this Messina essence by making 
it increasingly difficult for operators 
who had sold heavily short of this 


article to cover their commitments, but 
no further sympathetic uplift occurred 
in the quotations for orange oil, and 
bergamot oil was offered at additional 
concessions in the absence of more than 
a meager jobbing inquiry. A heavy 
curtailment in in this year’s yield of 
Hungarian chamomile flowers, which 
seemingly cannot exceed 20 per cent. 
of last year’s crop, induced some local 
holders to raise their prices materially, 

Concessions have also been made in 
prices for menthol, in consequence of 
the favorable outlook for this year's 
crop in Japan; in nitrate of silver, bay 
oil, cedar leaf oil, olive oil, cubeb oil, 
orange oil, spearmint oil, wormwood 
oil, American saffron flowers, un- 
bleached Jamaica’ ginger root, Bel- 
gian valerian root, bleached and de- 
corticated cardamoms, Zanzibar cloves 
and Japan wax. The only manifesta- 
tions cf an’ upward tendency were 
noted in quotations for Java quinine 
sulphate, Ceylon citronella oil, Aus- 
tralian eucalyptus oil, gingergrass oil, 
Juniper berries oil, distilled lime oil, 
spearmint oil, American saffron flowers, 
first quality of the Aleppo grade of 
gum tragacanth, Alexandria senna 
leaves, Mexican’ sarsaparilla root, 
Smyrna and South American canary 
seed, natural coriander seed, foenu- 
greek seed, hulled millet seed, German 
poppy seed, pimento and both crude 
and bleached montan wax.

As latest crop advices suggest a 


yield in all the Turkish possessions of 
at least 7,000 cases of the gum and 
probably more, the primary markets 
are weakening daily and materially 
lower prices are looked for generally. 
A growing desire on the part of a ma- 
jority of operators in Smyrna, Con- 
stantinople and Salonica to convert 
the bulk of their holdings into cash, 
in view of the large yield now prom- 
ised, has already led to the making 
of numerous concessions in these cen- 
ters, almost every sale being effected 
at lowered figures. Local importers 
have also been influenced in naming 
their prices for the gum by the con- 
tinuous recession in the primary mar- 
kets and are now offering druggists’ 
quality at $6.20 in several instances, 
although hitherto they were holding 
out strongly for $6.25. This slight 
shading of prices has been accom- 
plished in the face of an expected 
doubling of the import duty, as it is 
generally believed that the reaction 
in-the country of production will more 
than make up for the imposition of the 
contemplated additional tariff on gum 
coming into the United States. The 
powdered and granular grades, which 
were offered at concessions of 25c. a 
week ago, are still being quoted by 
local holders at $7.85@7.95 for the for- 
mer and at; $8@8.15 for the latter. Be- 


lated cable advices from our corre- 
spondent in Smyrna, dated June 14, 
state that there were sales of 90 
cases of gum in that center within the 
week ending with that date at prices 
6d. higher than those noted in the pre- 
vious week. This would indicate that 
on a basis of 10 per cent. gum, the 
figures realized were 15s.@17s. 3d. Ar- 
rivals to that date were reported to 
have amounted to 36 cases, as com- 
pared with 41 cases for the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 

By cable our correspondents in the 
primary markets have advised us as 
follows:— 

Constantinople. June 20, 1913. 

Sales of nine cases of soft gum have been 
made within the week at 18s. 3d. There have 
been no new arrivals at this center and the 
total so far, therefore, remains unchanged at 
2,520 cases. 

Smyrna, June 21, 1913. 

Sales of 40 cases have been made here within 
the week, the prices paid being 12s. 6d, to 
14s. 9d. for the new crop and 15s. 9d. to 16s. 
6d. for old crop gum. Arrivals to date have 
amounted to 95 cases, as compared with 149 
eases for the corresponding period of last 
year, 

By cable our correspondents in the 
Smyrna have advised us as follows:—

In consequence of a further decline in 
prices here this week, about fifty-three cases 
have changed hands for American account.

Although all the week’s developments 
in the foreign markets suggest a weak- 
ened position for the salts, no reduc- 
tions have yet been made in the prices 
asked by the manufacturers or in those 
named by second hands. On the con- 
trary, there has been a distinct stiffen- 
ing of the views of Java producers and 
sales agents, who are now asking 20@ 
21c. for prompt shipments of their salts, 
and spot lots of this sulphate in second 
hands are likewise being more firmly 
maintained at 19@20c., according to 
age, at which levels the German and 
Amsterdam grades are likewise being 
maintained. The manufacturers, both 
at home and abroad, are also holding 
their output very strongly on the old 
bulk basis of 21%c. in 100-vunce tins. 
The bark shipments for the first half 
of June are reported to have amounted 
to 874,000 Dutch pounds, or at the rate 
of 1,748,000 Dutch pounds for the entire 
current month, as compared with 976,- 
000 Dutch pounds for May, 752,000 Dutch 
pounds for April and 962,000 Dutch 
pounds for March, It therefore ap- 
pears probable that this month’s ship- 
ments from the island of production 
will be the largest since those of 
October, 1912, when the exports reach- 
ed 1,758,000 Dutch pounds. At the latest 
semi-monthly Amsterdam salts auction, 
Friday, all 50,000 ounces offered for sale 
were withdrawn, following the inability 
of the holders to obtain an average 
of 17.50 florins per kilo, the. virtual 
equivalent of 19%c. per ounce, and at 
the London bark acution last Tuesday 
an average of only three-quarters of a 
penny per unit of bark was realized, al- 
though at the four preceding auctions 
in that centre the average figure was 
13s. 16d, per unit. For the purpose of 
comparison the results of the Amster- 
dam salts auction since January, 1911,

DRUGS AND MISCELLANE- 
OUS ITEMS, 

CODLIVER OIL.—As there remain 
only a few days more in which fishing 
operations may be conducted in Nor- 
way, it is now possible to estimate 
with some degree of certainty the catch 
and oil yield for this year. By cable 
our correspondent in Aalesund has in- 
formed us at the close of the week 
that the oil yield in the Finmarken 
district has now reached only 20,570 
hectoliters and that for all Norway 
only 46,100 hectoliters so far this sea- 
son, and it is, therefore, figured that 
the total yield will amount to about 
40,000 barrels, especially as returns on 
the operations to date, received here 
early in the week, reported the 1913 
eatch for all Norway as 72,900,000 fish, 
yielding 39,741 barrels of oil, as com- 
pared with 97,500,000 fish, producing 
64,450 barrels of oil for the correspond- 
ing period of 1912. In other words, it 
is generally believed that this year’s 
yield will be about 60 per cent. of that 
for last year. Although a slight im- 
provement has been noted in the job- 
bing inquiry for the steam-refined 
medicinal oil within the week, the local 
market for this product is now sea- 
sonably quiet, and numerous holders 
are now offering their spot stocks as 
low as $23.50, though up to $28 is being 
asked in some quarters. 

FUSEL OIL.—A further diminution 
in the buying movement is noted in the 
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local market for this oil in consequence 
of the growing improvement of substi- 

tutes. American manufacturers of the 

crude oli continue to offer their out- 
put at $1.50@1.60, and are not restrained 
from maintaining this level by the de- 
velopment of some weakness in the for- 
eign markets for this grade. The for- 
eign makers continue to offer their 
erude oil at $43@50 per 100 kilos, c. i. f., 
Russia and other countries, with cost 
of packages extra, for 1913 delivery, 
but American refiners are still reluct- 
ant and pay more than $1.30@1.60 for 
domestic crude oil which varies widely 
in its amylic alcohol content. Domes- 
tic operators in crude oil continue to 
ask $1.50@2 for relatively small lots, 
while the refiners in the East and 
West are still quoting $2.40 for the 
refined oil and $2.35 for amyl acetate. 

GLYCERINE.—A seasonable falling 
off in the demand for all grades of this 
commodity is now noted in all quarters 
of the consuming trade, purchasing for 
technical purposes being almost as 
meager as that for pharmaceutical 
uses. The chemically pure description, 
therefore, continues to be offered free- 
ly at 19%c. in drums and barrels, and 
at 20%4c. in cans by all the leading 
manufacturers of the East and West, 
while two manufacturers, one in the 
Western part of New York State and 
the other in Chicago, are making fur- 
ther concessions which have brought 
their quotations for this grade down to 
i9c. in car lots. The dynamite grade 
is likewise being quoted freely at 18%c. 
for sizable lots, but the saponification 
grade has been marked up to the ex- 
tent of a quarter cent, making the re- 
vised quotation 144%@15%4c. loose in 
view of the recent absorption of the 
bulk of immediately available stocks. 
The soap lye grade, however, contin- 
ues to be offered on a 12%@138c. loose 
basis. 

Our correspondents in Paris, Antwerp 
and Dusseldorf have advised us as fol- 
lows:— 

Paris, June 6, 1913. 

The European glycerine market has continued 
very calm this week. Some small transactions 
have been effected at 160 francs per kilo for the 
saponification and 142,50@145 francs per kilo 
for the soap lye grades, 

For 1914 shipments the demand has some- 
what decreased, but sellers are not disposed to 
base their pretensions for the moment. 

The above prices, as usual, include new iron 
drums and to call for payment at ninety days’ 
sight, cost and freight, New York 

Antwerp, June 6, 1913. 

Large quantities of saponification glycerine 
on the spot have been cleared this week at 
157.50 francs per kilo, and it is reported that 
these purchases were made for American ac- 
count. 

European consumers are holding off, but sell- 
ers are equally obstinate and are by no means 
trying to attract buyers by making concessions, 
On the contrary, as soon as any sale is reported 
they put up prices. Such is the case for the 
July to December deliveries, for which 160 
francs constitute the prevailing figure, and 
there is almost no likelihood that 157.50 francs 
would be accepted, 

As to delivery during 1914, the position is 
unchanged, There are orders at 157.50 francs 
with sellers at 160 francs. No business is re- 
ported in crude soap lye glycerine. 

The above prices s:* for crude saponification 
glycerine of the 87 per cent. anhydrous descrip. 
tion Payment is to be on a cash basis, allow- 
ing 3% per cent. discount, and drums are to be 
supplied by buyers or sellers at 5 francs per 100 
kilos added to the price, 

Dusseldorf, June 9, 1913. 

Accumulated offerings, both for spot and 
nearby deliveries, of crude saponification gly- 
cerine have given the market a rather dull ex- 
terior within the last week, as only a few 
buyers have taken an interest in it. 

Most of the distillers seem to be well covered 
for this year, and they are looking for a lower 
level in order to make their contracts for next 
year, 

Until now crude glycerine producers have not 
been quite willing to sell at to-day’s values. 
Several producers who have been asking a pre- 
mium of 2%@5 francs over the Paris official 
quotation have obtained these fancy prices for 
small quantities, but only in the cases of ex- 
ceptionally nice qualities, 

There is some inquiry for the dynamite grade 
for deliveries over 1914, but so far buyers and 
sellers could not be brought together, as the 
latter are only willing to accept bids on a cor- 
responding basis of crude values. 


MENTHOL.—In view of the favor- 


able crop outlook in Japan, where 
this year’s planted acreage ig re- 


ported to be about twice that for last 
year, local holders of this article are 
becoming more inclined to offer their 
spot lots at material concessions, 
especially as the first cutting of the 
new mint will be begun within four 
weeks. Offers from the country of 
production continue to be made at 19s. 
6d., but some of the local importers 
have lowered their prices 15c. further 
to $6.60 for case lots, though still ask- 
ing up to $6.75 for broken lots. Even 
at these concessions, however, the de- 
mand continues very meager. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—In recog- 
nition of a further material reduction 
in the cost of the precious white 
metal, manufacturers of this deriva- 
tive have lowered their quotations 
three-quarters of a cent, making their 
revised asking prices 37c. for 500 to 
1,000-ounce lots, 38c. for 100-ounce lots 
and 39c. for smaller quantities down to 
a single ounce, 

TAMARINDS.—The discovery that 
this year’s crop in the West Indies 
has been exceptionally small has led 
to a general uplift of quotations for 
this commodity, especially as spot 
stocks are now concentrated in a few 
hands. In kegs the price has been 
advanced 20c. to $2.45@2.50, according 
to quality, while in barrels, the ask- 
ing figures have been raised three- 
quarters of a cent to 4@4%c. Several 
sales of keg lots have just been made 
at the above mentioned inside figure. 





ACIDS, 


CARBOLIC.—Overproduction of the 
crystals in Great Britain has kept the 
* undertone of the local market very 
weak and some outside lots in drums 
are still being offered as low as 12c., 
while even the leading manufacturers 
are asking only 12%c. for the crystals 
in such containers. In pound bottles 
the crystals continue to be offered by 
domestic manufacturers at 17c. A sea- 
sonable falling off in the demand is 
now noted on all sides. 


BALSAMS. 


COPAIBA.—Though the balsam of 
direct importation from the country 
of production is still available at 45@ 
47c., only a meager demand is noted 
for either of these classes of goods. 

TOLU.—A concession of 5c. is being 
made in quotations for this balsam, 
in view of the recent accumulation of 
spot stocks, made possible by a recent 
falling off in the demand, the revised 
quotation being 75@82'%c., according to 
quality and quantity. 


BARKS, 


CASCARA SAGRADA.—Latest re- 
turns on the gathering operations on 
the Pacific coast show a noteworthy 
contraction in this year’s s yield, due to 
the difficulties encountered in obtain- 
ing the bark in rainy weather, and, 
as a constantly increasing demand is 
noted, local holders are maintaining 
their prices very firmly at 7%c. for 
new crop goods, at 8144@9c. for the two- 
year-old variety and at 9%c. for the 
three and four-year-old description. 


BERRIES, 


JUNIPER.—In view of the depleted 
_condition of the local market and the 
fact that the primary centers are al- 
most bare of offerings, local importers 
are still declining to part with their 
stocks for less than 4c. for the or- 


dinary grades and are asking up to 
4%c. for exceptionally desirable va- 
rieties, 


BEANS. 


TONKA.—Although moderately heavy 
arrivals of the new crop Angostura 
beans have been recorded here within 
the week, none of them have yet be- 
come available in the open market, as 
they have been taken up immediately 
by the leading tobacco interests who 
had contracted for them several months 
ago. Spot stocks of the old crop have 
therefore continued so scanty as to 
warrant local holders in maintaining 
their prices very strongly at $5@5.25. 
Paras are likewise being firmly held 
here at $2.50 and crystalized Surinams 
at $4@4.50, 

VANILLA.—Unabated uncertainty 
regarding the outcome of the con- 
templated revision of the import duty 
for these beans and the advent of the 
summer season have combined to re- 
strict materially ‘purchasing operations 
on the part of extract manuf icturers 
and other large consumers. A large 
majority of the extract makers have 
already covered the greater part of 
their requirements well ahead and are 
therefore disposed to remain out of the 
market until the beginning of the fall 
season, when they believe that they 
will be able to obtain the beans at 
slightly lower prices than those now 
generally asked in view of the possibil- 
ity that the beans may be retained on 
the free list in Schedule A of the tariff 
law. Additional arrivals of 1912-1913 
crop Mexican beans have demonstrated 
the satisfactory character of this year’s 
yield, as the beans which have reached 
here to date have possessed a highly 
desirable aroma and have been de- 
ficient only in their length. Unless con- 
sumption of the extract is augmented 
materially this summer, only a meager 
buying movement is looked for through- 
out the hot months, but a brisk revival 
of purchasing operations is confidently 
expected at the outset of October. 
Virtually all the 1912-1913 crop of Mexi- 
can whole beans have already been 
contracted for and all of the cuts have 
long since passed from the curers’ 
hands to those of the New York oper- 
ators. The curers in the Papantla and 
Gutierrez-Zamora district are now en- 
gaged in perfecting the conservation of 
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a small percentage of the 1912-1913 crop 
beans which remain uncured. Local 
operators continue to hold their spot 
stocks of Mexican whole beans at $3.75 
@5, according to quality and quantity 
while still maintaining their cuts at 
$3.12%, for the cheapest variety up to 
for the most desirable qualities. 





The consumption of vanilla beans in 
the United States for 1912 is reported 
to have amounted to 841,000 pounds, 


valued at $2,025,000, or at an average of 
$2 .41 per pound. The contemplated im- 
port duty is estimated to produce for 
the United Statés Treasury about $390,- 
000, or 15 per cent. of the actual value 
of the beans so imported. 

Bourbons are still very strongly 
maintained by the Paris-Bordeaux syn- 
dicate of operators, which still controls 
the situation in France, as well as on 
the islands of production. The 1913-1914 
crop beans are being purchased in in- 
creasing volume and, as it is deemed 
probable that the new crop yield will 
fall considerably short of that harvesi- 
ed and cured this year, because of the 
destruction and retarding the develop- 
ment of many of the vines on the cy- 
clone swept islands of Reunion, Noni- 
Iie, Grande Comore and Tullear, it is 
regarded as a foregone conclusion that 
the present, if not a higher, level of 
prices will so be maintained through- 
out the*season. New York operators 


are still asking $3.10@4, according to 
quality, for their spot stocks of Bour- 
bons. 


Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 


vised us as follows:— 
Paris, June 7, 1913. 
There has been no change in this market 


and business has been fair for the beginning 


of June. The steamship Yarra arrived at 
Marseilles on the 4th inst. with only three 
eases of, vanilla beans, loaded at Reunion. 
Accordi to the news received by mail, the 


stock in Saint Denis, Reunion, has been re- 
duced by the following sales:—Eight hundred 
and twenty kilos ‘‘Under-the-Winds’’ beans, 
Emile Hoareau brand, 50 per cent. of firsts, 
averaging 18% centimeters, partly moldy and 


very badly cured, ‘at 31 francs; 100 kilos of 
‘‘Under-the-Winds,” E. Vidot brand, 50 per 
cent. of firsts, averaging 17 centimeters, at 


30 francs; 75 kilos of Romain Moareau brand, 
60 per cent. of firsts, averaging 18 centimeters, 
at 30 francs, 

The stock in Reunion is now estimated to be 
1,000 to 1,500 kilos, mostly composed of or- 
dinary beans of uncertain curing. From Ham- 
burg a sale is reported of 500 kilos of Mada- 
gascar new crop beans, first quality only, with 
an average length of 17 to 17% centimeters, at 
40 frances, in bond, ec. i, f. French ports.

trade is inactive. Some business has taken 
place this week, prices showing a heavy ad- 
vance from last quotations, and the position re-

SPEARMINT.—Shading of prices 
for this oil, to the extent of 10c., is 
being indulged in by some local hold- 
ers, who are offering it as low as $4.75, 
in view of more liberal offerings of 
the leaves. In some quarters of the 
local market, however, $5 continues to 
be asked. 

WORMWOOD.—Concessions of 1l5c. 
are being made in prices of this oil in 
s@ne directions, so that the new in- 
side figure is $5.35, but up to $5.75 con- 


tinues to be demanded for some 
brands. 

FLOWERS. 
CHAMOMILE.—Although it is gen- 


erally conceded that the new crop of 
Hungarian flowers shows a noteworthy 
shortage and cannot exceed 20 per cent. 
of that gathered last year, some local 
holders are still offering the new crop 
goods at 13@1l5c., as to quality, while 
quoting their meager offerings of the 
old crop flowers as low as 9@12c. The 
import cost has been raised to l6c., 
however, and a majority of importers 
are therefore holding out for 16@19c. 
for the new crop goods. True German 
flowers are still being offered at 15@1é6c. 
and Roman at 21@24c. 

SAFFRON.—A further falling off in 
the demand for American flowers has 
been reflected in additional concessions 
granted by local holders who are now 
offering their stocks 2%c. lower at 35@ 
37%ec., according to quality. The Valen- 
cia grade, however, is still fairly well 
maintained at $12@12.75, according to 
quality. 

MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS, 


CAMPHOR.—A_ seasonable diminu- 
tion in buying operations is reported 
in both domestic and foreign refined 
grades, but there has been no change 
in the prices asked either by the Amer- 
ican or Japanese refiners, although the 
former are still likely to be handi- 
capped seriously in their operations by 
the contemplated revision of the tariff 
which now threatens to raise the im- 
port duty on foreign crude gum to the 
extent of lc. per pound, and to lower 
the duty on the foreign refined gum a 
similar amount. Because of the con- 
tinued scarcity of Japanese refined 
grades, two and a half slabs are being 
very strongly held by local deaders at 
48c., though domestic dealers continue 
to offer their output on a bulk basis 
of 42l4c. 

TRAGACANTH.—A virtual depletion 
of spot stocks has necessitated a rais- 
ing of the quotation for Aleppo firsts to 
the extent of 10c., making the revised 
asking figures $1.10@1.20. Other grades 
of Aleppo gum and all the Tufkey de- 
scriptions continue, however, to be of- 
fered at previously-quoted figures. 


SHELLAC, 


No significant change in the char- 
acter of the market has been occa- 
sioned over the interval. While Cal- 


cutta was reported as having developed 
a slightly softer tone, with a _ net 
recession of about 4c. for current ship- 
ment of T N, the change was not re- 
garded as of any determining effect 
upon the general conditions. There is 
now scarcely a chance of shipments 
reaching their destinations in free con- 
dition and the usual check to opera- 
tions, incidental to the blocky season, 
is in order. So far no offers of out-of- 
condition goods have been reported 
from Calcutta, but the turn of the 
month may establish a basis for ne- 
gotiations. Shippers are not yet dis- 
posed to comment themselves to posi- 


tions of reasonably free delivery late 
in the year. 
A reaction from the high level of 


the London market has featured the 
week, particularly in the speculative 
positions. October, which touched 93s. 
at the opening of the week, was re- 
ported at 91s. at the close, while Au- 
gust went from 90s. to 89s. 6d., ac- 
cording to our London correspondent’s 
closing cable. The spot position of 
T N over the interval improved from 
88 to 89s. The London and Continental 
markets are believed to be under more 
or less selling pressure as a result of 
the continued financial tightness, 








The statistical situation is attracting 
increasing interest as a factor of sig- 
nificant bearing upon the market over 
the balance of the year, as no free 
deliveries are likely to be made within 
the interval. The feature of the Cal- 
cutta shipments during the first half 
of the current month was the absence 
of anything for the Continent, the first 
time that quarter has appeared blank 
in the semi-monthly shipments for a 
considerable period.

The chemical market is not prompt- 
ing unusual interest at present. A fair 
jobbing movement is noted for season- 
able items, but round lot trading is ex- 
ceptional Many of the largest consum- 
ing industries are covered by standing 
agreements and’ the movement through 
these channels is generally reported 
satisfactory. There is no urgent de- 
sire, however, to discount future wants 
and concessions are usually demanded 
when large lots are at stake. Staple 
chemicals have not been subjected to 
important changes in values and the 
week’s alterations have been mostly 
of minor significance. Arsenate of lead 
has declined from 5%c, to 5c., under the 
weakness in basic material. Second 
hands were able to pick up occasional 
lots of white granular sal ammoniac at 
concessions. Caleined carbonate of 
potash, 96@98 per cent., was offered 
au shade under former quotations, Car- 
bonate of zine was obtainable at 10%., 
against a previous price of lle. White 
arsenic remained stagnant and prices 
could probably have been shaded on a 
firm offer. Easier metal prices had 
no appreciable influence on the mar- 
ket for copper sulphate. Below is a 
detailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the London, Liverpool, Ant- 
werp and Philadelphia chemical mar- 
kets:— 

Heavy Chemicals, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—There 
have been no developments to alter the 
Steady course of this market, and sell- 
ers’ views are firmly maintained on the 
basis of previous quotations. Demand 
is described as normal, but there are no 


new features of interest to note. Deal- 
ers quote lc. for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs 
f. o. b. works and 1-5c. more for goods 


delivered in local territory. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 
ket remains about steady at 1.25c, for 
immediate shipments with demand and 
offerings both limited. Arrivals are 
passing out readily on outstanding con- 
tracts and there appears to be no con- 
gestion of foreign stocks. Domestic 
brands are well sold up and additional 
offerings for immediate shipment are 
small. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Increased inquilies 
are reported in some selling quarters, 
but there appears to be little improve- 
ment in the volume of actual business. 
Buyers are accepting former figures for 
small lots and are seeking concessions 


on round quantities. Sellers quote 
1.47%@1.52%c. on the basis of 60 per 
cent, for 76 and 78 per cent., and 60 


per cent. at 1.574%@1.62%c. f. 0. b. mak- 
ers’ works; powdered 76 per cent. is 
held at 2@2'%c., according to quantity 
and seller. F 

SAL SODA.—A_ seasonable call is 
noted for contract shipments and a 
moderate volume of new business is 
being placed at full figures. The mar- 
ket retains a firm tone with sellers 
quoting 60c. and up f. o. b. for barrels, 
less the usual discount terms, Spot lots 
of concentrated are available on the 
basis of 1%c.' and up, according to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Light trading on the 
basis of previous quotations is re- 
ported, but there seems to be an ab- 
sence of interest in round lots both for 
prompt and future shipments. Sellers 
quote .55¢c, for car lots in bulk f. 0. b. 
works, 

SODA ASH.—A fair volume of sales 
is reported for soap and paper re- 
quirements and some inquiry is noted 
from the glass trade for future deliv- 
ery. Car lots of light 58 per cent. are 
held at 57%c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent, in bulk, 624%c. basis of 48 
per cent. in bags, 674%4c. basis of 48 per 
cent. in barrels, carload lots f, o. b. 
makers’ works. The 48 per cent, test is 
quoted at 65e. per 100 pounds in bulk, 
70e. per 100 pounds in bags and 75c. per 
100 pounds in barrels, carload lots f. 0, 
b. makers’ works. Less than carload 
lots are quoted at 5c. per 100 pounds, 
basis of 48 per cent, over carload quo- 
tations, 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—Shipments 
are moving freely on regular contracts 
and a good miscellaneous demand is 
noted for additional lots. Prices remain 
without appreciable change. Sellers 
quote 1c. for 30 per cent. crystals in 
barrels and 2%c. for 60 per cent, fused 
or broken in iron barrels f. 0. b. New 
York. 

Acids, 

ACETIC.—The movement into con- 

suming channels is readily absorbing 


the output and the market shows a 
well balnced position. Transactions are 
mostly small and immediate delivery 


is generally requested. Car lots in bar- 
rels are bringing 2c. and small parcels 
range all the way up to 2.40c., accord- 
ing to size. Glacial 99% per cent. is 
held at 8%c. in a large way, “@ 
91%4c. for small lots. 
HYDROFLUORIC.—Local trade con- 
ditions are reported quiet, and the cur- 
rent movement is mostly of routine 


and 


character. Quotations are unchanged 
on the basis of 3@3\%c. for 30 per cent. 
in barrels, 6c. for 48 per cent. in car- 
boys and 6c. for 52 per cent. in car- 
boys. 

MURIATIC.—Moderate quantities are 
being taken by the glue, metal and 
color industries, and this, with a sea- 
sonable movement on outstanding con- 
tracts, is preventing any serious con- 
gestion of stocks. Sellers ask 1.15c. up 
to 1.85¢. for 18 degrees in carboys, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—Sellers report a seasonable 
demand from miscellaneous’ sources, 
and former prices are well maintained 
in all leading quarters. Spot 36 degrees 
is held at 3%@4'c., according to quan- 
tity and sellers; other strengths are 
proportionately higher. 

OXALIC.—Small lot buying has con- 
tinued throughout the interval, and ag- 
gregate business is reported to be mak- 
ing a fair showing. Importations are 
passing off readily to the laundry sup- 
ply houses, and sellers have maintained 
views at 7%c. for immediite shipments. 

SULPHURIC.—The former - selling 
schedule is still effective, and business 
continces seasonably active. Some fall- 
ing off is reported in contract ship- 
ments to fertilizer factories, but de- 
mand from other sources is fully up 
to general expectations. Sellers ask 
85e. for 60 degrees and $1 for 66 de- 
grees, both descriptions in drum con- 
tainers. Battery acid in carboys is 
commanding 1@1%c. and oleum 14@ 
l%ec. in drums and tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—The market is holding 
firm «at lately’ prevailing prices. Sell- 
ers report a fair movement in small 
lots, but state that round quantities 
remain more or less inactive. Acid on 
spot commands 304%@31c. for powdered 
and 36%4@20%c. for crystals, according 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Cream of tartar is held at 23%@24\c. 
for crystals and 24@24'%c. for powdered, 
according to size of order. 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Sellers are 
asking former figures for immediate 
shipments, and are finding a fair de- 
mand for consumption. It is asserted, 
however that the general movement 
is not as great as noted earlier in the 
year. Distributors ask 2.50@2.55c., ac- 
cording to quantity desired. 

ALUM.—It is 


reported that paper 
mills and paint houses have been buy- 
ers of late, but the call from other 
sources is said to be light and of a 
jobbing nature. Dealers quote 1.75@ 
2c. for ground and 24@3c. for pow- 


dered, as to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. Sulphate of alumina’ is held 


at .W@1\%c. for low grades and 14@ 
1%c. for high grades, ‘according to 
quantity. 

ARSENIC.—No appreciable improve- 
ment in consuming demand can be 
noted for this item. There is a mod- 


erate exchange of small lots reported, 
but no important interest is expressed 
in round quantities. Sellers hold spot 
at 3%@3%c. It is possible the mini- 
mum figure could be shaded on a firm 
bid. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Lower quotations 
for basic material have not tended to 
weaken the sulphate situation and the 
market has shown no departure from 
its even course. Demand is rather 
quiet, with moderate sales reported at 
54 @5'ee., the inside figure representing 
the car lot price. 

BRIMSTONE.--Sales at $22@22.50 per 
long ton, as to point of shipment, are 
reported and the general movement of 
goods into the various consuming in- 
dustries is described as well up to the 
seasonable average. Foreign advices 
state that the war effected materially 
the shipments of sulphur from Sicily 


into Greece and Turkey and _ that 
Sicilian production was reduced from 
373,469 metric tons in 1911 to 357,547 


metric tons in 1912, It is stated that 
several large mines were inactive dur- 
ing 1912 on account of fires and 
financial difficulties. Below is a table

BALTIMORE FERTILIZER MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, June 19, 1913. 

The fertilizer trade situation is moving along 
about os it has done for weeks past. In the 
absence of actual needs on the part of the 
manufacturers there is ao pressing inquiry for 
stocks of crude materials, and the shipments 
of mixed goods have dwindled to whol'y insig- 
nificant proportions, with prices as a rule easy, 





but with the range of the quotations in some 
directions fairly well sustained, Now that 
there has been a foretaste of hot weather, the 
business will probably take on its usual mid- 
summer dullness, although, of course, some 
activity will always prevail, members -of the 
trade being on the lookout for supplies at at- 
tractive inducements. Neither side seems dis- 
posed to force matters, the producers showing 
quite a measure of ‘firmness, While buyers are 
content to mark time and see how long. tne 
sellers are prepared to test the endurance of 
the buyers. 

FISH SCRAP.—The situation with regard to 
fish scrap is rather better in one respect, this 
Leing the prevalence of more suitabie weather 
for the merhaden fleet. Reports from down 
the bay are none too numerous, but judging 
merely from the climatie conditions, the fleet 
cought to have met with better results than 
have heretofore rewarded its efforts. There has 


been no opportunity; however, for the factories 
to accumulate scrap, and they are inclined to 


show marked firmness in their ideas of prices, 
the trade being almost entirely without pres- 
sure on the part of the sellers, who are still 
ta'king of $2.65 and 10. Or course, this price 
does not well accord with the ideas of the 
buyers, the difference being so wide that there 
has been comparatively little getting together 
so far, 

TANKAGE.—There is rather more talk about 
unground than ground tankage at this time 
among the fertilizer men here, the figure quoted 
for high-grade unground 11 and 15 tankage pbe- 
ing around $2.70 to $2.75 and 10 ¢, a. f. basis 
Baltimore. The large Western packers are ask- 
ing $2.50 and 10 for ground 11 and 15 stocks, 
ce. a. f. basis Baltimore, which is higher than 
the buyers feel they need go at this time for 
prompt shipment. Some weakening on the part 
of the producers is being noted, however, and 
the general tone of the trade tends toward an 
easier feeling. 

BLOOD.—Nominally the price of ground blood 
is around $2.90 c. a. f, basis Baltimore, but the 
movement for the present is decidedly restrict- 


ed and the buyers manifest something like 
indifference as to offerings, with the sellers 
disposed to hold out for the figure given. The 


ideas of the buyers are about $2.75 for unground 
and $2.80 to $2.85 for ground, c. a. f. Balti- 
more, but these figures do not appeal at all 
strongly to the producers and quiet prevails as 
a consequence, 

GROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.— 
The business in concentrated tankage is prac- 
tically in a state of suspension at this time. 
Many of the firms are withour quotations, and 
there will be no life in the business until the 
cool weather sets In again. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—With regard to acid 
phosphate the statements made during the past 
weeks wil bear repetition. Stocks have been 
drawn on in the course of the shipping season 
to an extent that would suggest a decided re- 
duction in the available supplies, and the tone 
of the trade has undergone decided improve- 
ment, but for some reason the improvement is 
not adeyuately reflected in the prevailing quo- 
tations, which are very little higher than those 
recorded during the time when the holdings of 
this material were much larger, The demand 
is fair at this time, but the current figures are

There have been no further develop- 
ments this week regarding the tariff 
changes on certain prominent dyestuffs 
and this question seems to be the chief 
feature of the market at present. Trad- 
ing in materials is nearly normal and 
withdrawals on contracts cause a 
steady flow into consumption cf most 
articles of this market. The current 
week finds no radical change in the po- 
sition of any of the materials. Prices 
are steady and trading is not note- 
worthy because of any special features, 
Routine markets are described for al- 
bumens and aniline oil and salts. Bi- 
chromates are more interesting because 
contracts are so elastic as to permit of 
changes, and as competition is height- 
ened by the fact that stocks are large 
the market is inclined to favor buyers 
even though present prices are on a 
comparatively low level. Starch and 
dextrines are firm and further ad- 
vances are not improbable. Gambier 
is reported as quiet, but shipments to 
this country during the first half of 
June were rather heavy and would in- 
dicate that buyers have taken advan- 
tage of some of the low quotations 
for shipments during the past months. 
Prussiates are quiet, but values hold 
steady here and abroad. Synthetic in- 
digo is in good demand and a report 
from Germany shows that production 
is increasing there. Zinc dust is in an 
easy position as the result of lower 
spelter prices. Detailed reports on the 
=. articles of the market fol- 
ow :— 

ALBU MEN.—Imported grades of 
blood albumen are slow. Domestic of- 
ferings are in moderate demand. Dricd 
egg albumen is in large supply and 
some dealers have been showing eager- 
ness to sell. Quotations are 22@23c. for 
blood albumen and 42@65c. for egg al- 
bumen, according to quantity and 
grade. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Among 
the briefs recently filed with the com- 
mittees having tariff revision .n charge 
was one referring to aniline oil and 
salts in which it was stated that these 
articles are used principa ly on cotton 
yarn, cotton cloth, common cotton lin- 
ing and cotton hosiery and umbielia 
cloth, cheap goods, bought by the poor- 
er classes. Silk, wool, union goods and 
such grades are dyed with more ex- 
pensive material. Carrying expenses 
of aniline salts are thus referred to:— 
Freight is 35s. per gross, 11 per cent. 
off for tare, making a gross ton equal 
of 1994 pounds aniline salts, or, say, 
about 2,000 pounds carried for 35c., 
which at exchange 4.87, $3.52; insurance, 
custom entry and brokers’ fees, say 
$0.48; total expenses, $9, which on 2,000 
pounds, forty-five one-hundredths cent 
per pound. Cost of aniline salts, year 
1913, is 7.61c., therefore, foriy-five one- 
hundredths cent equals, say, 6 per cent, 
Carrying charges on aniline oil are 40s. 
per ton gross freight, 20 per cent. off 
for tare (goods packed in iron drums), 
making a gross ton carried equal to 
16 hundredweight aniline oil, or carried 
for 40s., which at exchange 4.87, is 
$9.74; therefore, freight, $9.74; two 
drums to a ton, to be reiurned empty, 
cost $1.50 per drum, equals $%, less 20 
per cent., or, net, $2.40; insuvance, cus- 
tom entry and brokers’ fees, $9.48; duty 
on drums, at $6 each, rate 30 per cent., 
$1.80 per drum, or $3.60 on two, less 20 
per cent., $2.88; total, $15.50 cost on 16 
hundredweight, or 1,792 pounds, equals 
15 50-100, or eight hundred and ‘sixty- 
five one-thousandths of a cent per 
pound.
